Section 71E: In any city or town which accepts this section, all 
monies received by the school committee in connection with the conduct 
of adult education and continuing education programs, including, but 
not limited to adult physical fitness programs conducted under section 
71B, summer school programs and programs designated by prior vote 
of said committee as community school programs, and in connection 
with the use of school property under section 71, shall be deposited with 
the treasurer of the town or city and held as separate accounts. The 
receipts held in such a separate account may be expended by said school 
committee without further appropriation for the purposes of the 
program or programs from which the receipts held in such account were 
derived, or, in the case of the use of school property account, for 
expenses incurred in making school property available for such use, 
notwithstanding the provisions of section 53 of chapter 44 of the 
General Laws. A city or town may appropriate funds for the conduct of 
any such program or for expenses incurred in making school property 
available for such use which funds shall be expended by the school 
committee in addition to funds provided from other sources. Three 
years from the date a city or town accepts the provisions of this para- 
graph, and every third year thereafter, said city or town may act to 
rescind its original acceptance. Vote taken by a show of hands YES 53 
NO 66. NOT A VOTE. 


ARTICLE 28: Voted to amend the Zoning By-law Map by 
changing from a Residence A District to a Business District a certain lot 
of land situated on the Easterly side of No. Bedford Street, containing 
about three-quarters of an acre and bounded and described as follows:

April 11, 1978 


Moderator Philip E. Carey called the meeting to order at 7:55 p.m. 
following selections played by East Bridgewater High School Band, 
which was enjoyed by all present. Recording the meeting and micro- 
phone runners were John McCratic, James Almeida and Russell Fuller. 
Tellers were Lois Nelson, Carol Griffin, Jean Porter and Irene Swartz. 
Checking voters into the meeting were Helen R. Thorndike, Pauline E. 
Singleton and Virginia Clarity. There were 200 voters checked in, 64 in 
Precinct I, 69 in Precinct II and 67 in Precinct III. The following action 
was taken: 


ARTICLE 29: To see if the Town will vote to amend the By-laws 
of the Town of East Bridgewater, by adding a new section as follows: 


LEASH LAW 


Any person owning, harboring, or boarding a dog shall not allow 
it to run at large in any of the streets or public places in the Town of 
East Bridgewater or upon the premises of anyone other than the owner 
or keeper. No dog shall be permitted in any public place or street within 
the Town of East Bridgewater, unless it be effectively restrained by a 
chain or leash. However, this does not limit or prohibit the use of 
hunting dogs during the open hunting season. 


It shall be the duty of the Dog Officer to apprehend such dog 
found running at large and to impound such dog in the town appointed 
pound. The dog officer upon receiving any dog shall make a complete 
registry, entering the breed, color and sex of such dog and if licensed, 
the name and address of the owner and the number of the dog license. 


Within three (3) days after the impounding of any dog, the owner 
if known, shall be notified. The owner of any dog so impounded may 
reclaim such dog upon payment of the license fee, if unlicensed, and all 
administrative costs and kennel charges. If the dog is not claimed within 
ten (10) days of impounding, the dog shall be disposed of by the dog 
officer in such a manner as provided by Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 140, Section 151A. 

Penalties for violation of this Article are provided for under Massa- 
chusetts General Law, Chapter 140, Section 173A. 

This By-law shall be enforceable by any police officer, constable 
or dog officer sworn to duty in the town. 


After much discussion, voted to call the question. 


Voting on the Article by show of hands were YES 48 NO 113. 
Article not a vote. 
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ARTICLE 30: Voted to authorize the Board of Selectmen of the 
Town of East Bridgewater to execute the necessary leases to lease ap- 
proximately 32,000 square feet of land situated in the center of town off 
Central Street, owned by John J. Magazzu, Trustee of the Magazzu 
Family Trust, Towne Pharmacy of East Bridgewater, Inc.; Andrew W. 
Babb; Maynard E. & Virginia L. Stetson; Satucket Lodge A.F. & A.M.; 
Paul M. & Lilla D. Morris, for a term of five (5) years, for public parking 
places, and to raise and appropriate $30.00 for said purpose. 


ARTICLE 31: Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $350.00 
for allocation to Self Help, Inc. to provide additional services to the 
Town of East Bridgewater. 


ARTICLE 32: Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $39,000. 
for Town of East Bridgewater Workmen’s Unemployment Compensation. 


ARTICLE 33: (AS AMENDED). Voted to amend the Zoning 
By-law as follows: 


By striking out the present Section 1, and inserting a new Section 
1: “Purpose. The purposes of this by-law are to promote the health, 
safety, and general welfare of the present and future inhabitants of the 
Town of East Bridgewater by dividing the Town into districts as shown 
on the Zoning By-law Map, together with all amendments thereto, and 
regulating the use, occupancy, relocation, alteration, and construction of 
buildings and premises with a view to prevent over-crowding of land, to 
avoid undue concentration of population; to conserve the value of land 
and buildings, including the conservation of natural resources and the 
prevention of blight and pollution of the environment; to facilitate the 
adequate provision of water, water supply, drainage, sewerage, and open 
space; to lessen congestion in the streets; to encourage the most 
appropriate use of land throughout the Town, all in accord with the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Chapter 40A, 
Sections one to seventeen (1-17) inclusive, known as the ‘Zoning Act,’ 
and any amendments thereto.” 


By striking out the words in present subsection 2.a. (1) through 2. 
a. (4) and inserting thereafter the words: “2.a. (1). Continued in that 
use provided such use has not been abandoned or not used for a period 
of two (2) years, such land or structure shall therefore be used only in 
accordance with the regulations set forth for the zoning district in which 
the property is located. 


2.a. (2). Enlarged to an extent up to twenty-five percent (25%) of 
the floor and/or ground area of the building or land which was used at 
the time of the adoption of this by-law, by special permit of the Board of 
Appeals provided that such enlargement is not substantially more detri- 
mental than the existing non-conforming use is to the neighborhood. 
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2.a. (3). Changed by special permit of the Board of Appeals to 
a similar use, provided that it is not substantially more detrimental than 
the existing non-conforming use is to the neighborhood, or to a more 
restricted use, provided that when changed it shall mot be returned to a 
less restricted use. 


2.a. (4). Rebuilt or restored at the same location and again used as 
previously, in the case of a building destroyed or damaged by fire, 
explosion or other catastrophe, provided the owner of said premises shall 
start operations for restoration or rebuilding on said premises within 
two (2) years after such catastrophe; and further provided that the 
buildings as restored shall be only as great in volume or area as the 
original non-conforming structure, except that it may be enlarged as 
provided in section 2.a. (2).” 


By striking out the words in present subsection 2.b.2 and in- 
serting therefore the words: “‘Any increase in area, frontage, width, yard, 
or depth requirements of this by-law shall not apply to a lot for one or 
two family residential use which at the time of recording or endorse- 
ment, whichever occurs sooner, was not held in common ownership 
with any adjoining land, conformed to then existing requirements and 
had less that the proposed requirement but at least 5,000 sq. ft. of area 
and fifty feet of frontage.” 


To insert a new subsection 2 b.4.: “Construction or operations 
under a building or special permit shall conform to any subsequent 
amendment of this by-law unless the use or construction is commenced 
within a period of not more than six months after the issuance: of the 
permit and in cases involving construction, unless such construction is 
continued through to completion as continuously and expeditiously as 
is reasonable.” 


To insert a new subsection 2.c. “Special Permits” 


1. Application for special permits to the Board of Appeals shall be 
filed with the Town Clerk. 


2. Applications for special permits to the Planning Board shall be 
filed with the Planning Board and a copy shall forthwith be given to the 
Town Clerk by the applicant. 


3. A special permit shall be issued only after a public hearing held 
within sixty five days after filing of an application. 


4. A special permit granted under this section shall lapse within six 
months, and including such time required to pursue or await the deter- 
mination of an appeal (as provided in Section 17 of Chapter 40A of the 
General Laws, as amended) from the grant thereof, if a substantial use 
thereof has not sooner commenced except for good cause or, in the 
case of permit for construction, if construction has not begun by such 
date except for good cause.” 


To discontinue letter designation in Section 3 and to list alpha- 
betically, adding the following new definitions: 


“APARTMENT OR DWELLING UNIT - One or more living or 
sleeping rooms arranged for the use of one or more individuals living as 
a single housekeeping unit, with permanent provisions for cooking, 
living, sleeping, and sanitary facilities. 


CERTIFICATE OF OCCUPANCY - The final permit required 
from the town before any use or structure may be occupied; issued by 
the building inspector; a means of assuring that all work has been com- 
pleted in accordance with plans approved for building permits and that 
all work conforms to the requirements of all building, zoning and health 
regulations of the town and the Commonwealth. 


DWELLING - A permanent structure designed for human habita- 
tion and containing one or more dwelling units. This shall not include 
a dormitory, lodging house, or structure for transient occupancy. 


FAMILY - One or more persons, including domestic employees, 
occupying a dwelling unit and living as a single, non-profit housekeeping 
unit provided that a group of five or more persons who are not within 
the second degree of kinship shall not be deemed to constitute a family. 


FRONTAGE - The distance along the street line between the 
points of intersection of the side lot line with the front lot line, and 
being continuous in nature. 


HOME OCCUPATION - An accessory use which is carried on 
entirely within a dwelling unit and is incidental and subordinate to the 
dwelling use, to include not more than one non-resident employee and 
shall not in any manner change the residential character of the building. 


OPEN SPACE - The space on a lot unoccupied by building, open to 
the sky, not devoted to streets, driveways or parking or loading areas. 


PARKING SPACE - An off-street space for the exclusive use as 
a parking area for one motor vehicle, having not less than ten feet in 
width and twenty feet in length. 


PRINCIPAL BUILDING - A building in which is conducted the 
principal use of the lot on which it is located.” 


To insert in Section 4, first paragraph, after the words “Zoning 
By-law Map,” the words “dated March 15, 1978, together with all 
amendments thereto.” 


To insert in subsection 4.g. after the words “Board of Appeals, 
“the words “for a special permit.” 
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To add the following words at the end of subsection 5.a. (2) “but 
not a home, public or private, providing group housing or rehabilitation 
for delinquent, criminal or mentally deficient or deranged persons.” 


To add to subsection 5.a. (5), after the word “livestock,” the 
words “but not a fur farm.” 


To add to subsection 5.a. (6), after the words “approved by,” 
the words “special permit of.” 


To strike out the wording of present subsection 5.a. (10), and to 
insert therefore “Aviation field or use, as approved by special permit of 
the Planning Board, provided that such use is not offensive or injurious 
to the neighborhood.” 


To strike out the wording of present subsection 5.a. (11), and to 
insert therefore ““Trailer of Mobile Home Courts or Parks as approved by 
special permit of the Planning Board, provided that such use is not in- 
jurious or offensive to the neighborhood.” 


Each trailer or mobile home shall be regarded as a dwelling and the parcel 
of land upon which the same is placed shall conform to all minimum 
requirements for principal buildings as contained in Section 6a.” 


To strike out the wording of present subsection 5.a. (13), and to 
insert therefore “Accessory uses of a service nature, such as electrical, 
plumbing, carpentry, masonry, painting, landscaping, tree surgery, pro- 
vided that the service business is conducted by a resident occupant, 
principally away from the premises, that the business belocated on the 
rear half of the lot at least forty (40) feet from any main building on an 
an adjoining lot in a residence district, that the business is not injurious 
or offensive to the neighborhood because of the emission of odor, fumes, 
dust, noise, smoke, vibration or other causes that there is no display of 
goods visible.” 


(15), and to 
insert therefore “by special permit of.” 


To add the words “by special permit of the Board of Appeals” 
to present subsections 5.b.

(10), and to 
insert therefore ‘“‘Any use determined to be of a character similar to the 
foregoing, not detrimental to the Town of East Bridgewater by reason 
of emission of dust, odor, fumes, smoke, refuse, noise, vibration or other 
causes, by special permit of the Planning Board, following petition of 
the land owner or owners and any use accessory to the foregoing.” 


To strike out the words “written approval’’ in subsection 5.d. (1) 
and to insert therefore “special permit.” 


To strike out the wording of present subsection 5.d. (5), and to 
insert therfore the words “Agriculture, horticulture or floriculture.” 


To insert a new subsection 5.d. (6), as follows: “Any other use, 
except billboards and dwellings, other than those delineated in Clause 4, 
not dangerous by reason of fire or explosion or offensive or detrimental 
to the Town of East Bridgewater by reason of emission of dust, odor, 
fumes, smoke, refuse, noise or vibration, with the special permit of the 
Planning Board, and any use accessory to the foregoing.” 


To renumber present subsection 5.e. (5), as 5.e. (6) and to strike 
out the words “written approval” and to insert therefore “special 
permit’ and to insert a new subsection 5.e. (5) as follows” “Agriculture, 
horticulture, floriculture.”’ 


To strike out, in subsection 5.f. (5) g. the words “permission” 
and to insert therefore “special permit.” 


To strike out the wording of present subsection 5.g. (13), and to 
renumber present subsection 5.g. (17) as 5.g. (13). 


To strike out the words “of study” in subsection 5.g. (15), and to 
insert therefore “for study.” 


To add the word “special” before the word “permit”’ in each case 
where it appear in present section 5.h. (1), and 5.h. (2). 


To strike out the wording “in section 5.g.3” in present section 5.h. 
(1), and to insert therefore “in section 5.h.3.” 


To strike out the last sentance in present section 5.h. (1), and to 
strike out the first sentence in present section 5.h. (2). 


To strike out the word “permit in subsection 5 .i.3.d. and to insert 
‘therefore the words “grant a special permit for.”’ 


To strike out present subsection 5.1.5. 
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To strike out present note (10) in Section 6.a. and to insert there- 
fore a new note (10) as follows: “In a business, industrial or limited 
industrial district where a new principal building is to be constructed or 
an existing building enlarged by 25% or more, a special permit shall be 
obtained from the Planning Board, approving a site plan providing for 
adequate parking, open space, traffic control and surface drainage; 
however, construction which total value of improvements does not 
exceed $25,000.- and residential structures shall be exempt.” 


To insert a new note (11) in Section 6.a. to read “Land within the 
lines of a street on which a lot abuts shall not be counted as part of such 
lot for the purposes of meeting the area or front yard requirements, 
irrespective of fee ownership.” 


To strike out the wording in present section 6.b. and to insert 
therefore “Floor Area. In buildings and structures, other than single and 
two family residential, the following floor areas must be provided for all 
dwelling units: Four hundred (400) square feet of floor area, exclusive 
of cellars, stairways and areas used in common with other dwelling units, 
said area to be measured to the exterior walls of buildings and 
structures.”

(4), and to in- 
sert a new subsection 6.d. (3) as follows: “In a Residence destrict no 
accessory building shall be permitted to exceed 600 sq. ft. of ground 
floor area without a special permit granted by the Board of Appeals.” 


To insert a new subsection 6.d. (5), as follows: ‘“‘Uses, whether or 
not on the same parcel as activities permitted as a matter of right, ac- 
cessory to activities permitted as a matter of right, which activities are 
necessary in connection with scientific research or scientific develop- 
ment or related productions, may be permitted upon the issuance of a 
special permit by the Board of Appeals, provided that the proposed 
accessory use does not substantially derogate from the public good.” 


To strike out the present wording of Section 6.e. and to insert 
therefore “The Board of Appeals may issue a temporary special permit 
for trailers or mobile homes situated outside of a trailer or mobile home 
park or court, for a period not to exceed twelve (12) months, and each 
such trailer or mobile home shall conform to all minimum lot area, 
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frontage and set back requirements for principal buildings as contained 
in Section 6.a. except that where a dwelling has been destroyed by fire 
or other casualty so as to be unihabitable, or is under construction or 
reconstruction, the owner or occupant shall have the right, without 
special permit, but subject to Board of Health requirements and a tempor- 
ary occupancy certificate from the building inspector, to occupy a 
trailer or mobile home, until the permanent dwelling is habitable, so long 
as restoration and construction continue at a reasonably continuous 
pace, but in no event for more than twelve (12) months. 


To strike out the words “who may be” in the first paragraph of 
present Section 7 and to insert therefore the words “‘or if there is none, 
by.” 


To strike out the wording in Section 7, paragraph 2 as follows: 
“with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, may, and if required 
by them.” 


To insert the words “drawn to scale” in present Section 7, 
paragraph 3, after the words “‘a plan.” 


To insert a new paragraph 4 to present Section 7, as follows: 
Whosoever is convicted of a violation of any provision by this by-law 
shall be subject to a penalty in an amount not to exceed One Hundred 
Dollars for each offense. Each day that a violation continues shall con- 
stitute a separate offense.” 


To strike out the wording “Section fourteen (14),” in present 
Section 8 and to insert therefore, “Section twelve (12).” 


To strike out the wording “Section six (6)” in present Section 9 
and to insert therefore, “Section five (5).”’ 


To strike out paragraph two of present Section 10. 


To strike out the words “Section twenty (20)” in present Section 
11 and to insert therefore “Section five (5), paragraph (5), and in the 
same Section 11, to insert the words “Known as ‘The Zoning Act’ ” 
after the word “Massachusetts.” 


To strike out the wording of present Section 12 and to insert 
therefore, ““This by-law shall take effect upon the adoption by the town, 
and publication and or posting, as provided by law.”

No person or entity, corporate or otherwise, as owner 
or as one in control of premises, shall keep in the open in any area of 
the Town of East Bridgewater any junk automobile or junk vehicle as 
defined in the following section, without being licensed to do so under 
this by-law. 


Section 2. For the purpose of this By-law, a junk automobile or 
junk vehicle shall be one which is worn out, cast off, or discarded and 
which is ready for dismantling or destruction, or which has been col- 
lected or stored for salvage, or for stripping in order to make use of 
parts thereof. Any parts from such vehicle shall be considered junk 
automobile or junk vehicle under this By-law. 


Section 3. A license to keep no more than (2) two junk auto- 
mobiles or junk vehicles shall be requested from Board of Selectmen, 
who may issue said license under the terms and standards set forth in 
Section 4 of this By-law. The refusal to issue said license may be ap- 
pealed to the Board of Selectmen by filing an appeal with the Town 
Clerk within 20 days of the refusal, and thereafter following the pro- 
cedure for notice and hearing set forth in Section 3b of this By-Law. 


Section 3b. A license to keep more than (2) two junk automobiles 
or junk vehicles may be requested by filing with the Town Clerk an ap- 
plication in writing to the Board of Selectmen. The Selectmen shall hold 
a public hearing upon such request, notice which shall be given by pub- 
lishing in a newspaper issued in East Bridgewater, five days at least before 
the date of the hearing. The cost of publishing shall be paid by the ap- 
plicant for the license. 


Section 4. The Board of Selectmen may grant a one year license 
upon such conditions as the Selectmen deems proper to keep such junk 
automobiles or junk vehicles in the open after a public hearing has been 
held with proper notice to abuttors, and the Selectmen determine that 
the keeping of the same will not depreciate property values in the area, 
will not create a hazard to the public safety or will not become a public 
nuisance, and may charge a reasonable fee.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
We hereby submit our report for year ending December 31, 1978. 


This past year has been a very active year for the Board, as we 
met every Monday evening with the exception of July and August which 
was bi-monthly. Our weekly agenda was full necessitating additional 
meetings during the week with Town Departments and various com- 
mittees. 


Dog hearings continued to be a problem as many hours are spent 
trying to solve neighbor complaints. A Leash Law article was inserted 
in the warrant at the Annual Town Meeting, but was defeated. This 
article was recommended by the Committee to Study Leash and Dog 
Restraining Laws. 


In January, 1978 the bid for the Library Addition was awarded 
to Alfred Calcagni & Son, Inc., being the low bidder at $298,490.00. 
This addition has now been completed. 


We cannot forget the blizzard of February 6, 1978 which ef- 
fected everyone in Town. The Board met February 7th and declared an 
emergency in Town, authorizing the Highway Surveyor “emergency 
spending” for snow removal. All Town Departments worked night and 
day to open the roads for vehicle traffic. The Civil Defense worked 
throughout the week using snowmobiles to supply food and medicines 
for those in need. The Board applied for and received a total for 


$10,811.00 in State and Federal funds, as reimbursements towards snow 
removal. 


The former Highway Surveyor resigned his position effective 
August 5, 1978. The Board, after interviewing several candidates, ap- 
pointed Raymond E. Tardie, Temporary Highway Surveyor to serve 
until the annual election in April, 1979. 


Thatcher Street was completed in 1978 using monies from the 
State for road construction. The intersections of Routes 18 and 106 
have been restructured by the State, after the Town had purchased land 
to widen this intersection. We are waiting for traffic signals which, are 
on order, to complete this project. 


The Board negotiated and settled a two year contract with the 
Police Department. A contract for two years was signed with the Trades 
and Services and the clerical workers’ committee agreed to a one year 
wage settlement. Many hours were spent in negotiation with these 
groups to reach an amicable settlement for everybody concerned. 
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We have been in contact with the State DPW and have been assured 
that Route 18 (Bedford Street) from Bridgewater to the Whitman town 
line, will be resurfaced in 1979. 


Mrs. Carolyn Shephard, Selectmens’ Clerk, resigned in June to 
work for private enterprise. The Board, after interviewing several can- 
didates, hired Mrs. Sharon Waldron for this position. 


The total amount of fees collected by this office for the past 
year totalled $6,373.43, which were turned over to Mr. Edward S. 
Whitmarsh, Jr., Town Treasurer. 


The Board of Selectmen welcomes all new citizens to the Town 
and invites them to take an active part in the Town. The Board meets 
every Monday evening, except in cases of holidays and summer months, 
when it meets on alternate Mondays. Meetings are held at the Town 
Office Building at 7:30 p.m. and are open to the Public. 


We wish to thank all Town Officials, Committees, Employees and 
Townspeople for their continued cooperation throughout the year.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The following is my report for the year 1978. During this period 
our department responded to 919 calls as follows: 


Box Alarms (Structural) 39 
Miscellaneous 23. 
Ambulance 484 
Fire Mutual Aid In 13 
Fire Mutual Aid Out TZ 
Ambulance Mutual Aid In 26 
Ambulance Mutual Aid Out 60 
Brush, Grass, Woods 50 


There were 7,553 telephone calls and 3,935 radio transmissions. 


At this time we have 16 subscribers to our in station alarm panel 
that is available to businesses and municipal buildings, considerable 
interest in this system is shown by recent inquires indicating a possible 
growth in this area. 


Engine 2, the towns new pumping engine arrived in mid August 
and was put into service shortly thereafter. All other apparatus of 
department remains the same with the exception of the 1973 station 
wagon which needs replacement. 


As in the past the Building Inspector has worked closely with the 
department on new construction, inspections, and fire investigations. 
I definitely feel that this close association of Building Inspector and 
Fire Department is advantageous to the citizens of our town in our 
overall fire safety program. 


To date, 203 persons have received their C.P.R. Certificates 
through the program coordinated and taught by Emergency Medical 
Technicians of this department at no cost to our town. 


This year’s report is brief, in cooperation with a request from the 
Board of Selectmen that reports be kept to a minimum due to costs of 
publication. A detailed report and compete inventory of this department 
will be submitted to the Board of Selectmen at a later date. 


The co-operation of the Board of Selectmen, other Town Depart- 
ments, Citizens of the Town, Firefighters and Emergency Medical 
Technicians is greatly appreciated. This co-operation is what determines 
the service a department can give.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater and 
the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


This report will only cover the progress that has been made since 
my being appointed as your Temporary Highway Surveyor in August, 
1978. 


Manholes and catch basins were raised to grade throughout the 
town. Sweeping of all streets was completed, as was cleaning of all 
catch basins. 


Pine Street was resurfaced with an emulsion type mix and seems 
to be working out fine. 


The bridge on Crescent Street was completed after redesigning 
same to reduce the cost. This was installed by the Highway Department 
crew and saved approximately $8,000.00 for the Town of East Bridge- 
water. The finish surfacing on Crescent Street could not be done due to 
grades being incorrect. 


The Belmont Street and Elm Street intersection was widened and 
the very bad crown on the Belmont Street hill was corrected.

The Tree Department continued to perform its duties during the 
year 1978, with the much appreciated co-operation of all Town Offices, 
Committees, and Departments.

During 1978, the Tree Department removed a total of 91 trees of 
various species, that were either dead, decayed, or damaged beyond 
repair; thus posing a threat to the safety of persons or property within 
the community. There were a total of 24 stumps chipped below ground; 
filled, graded, and seeded in an attempt to avoid any damages or injuries 
to pedestrians or vehicles. 


The continued program of tree planting was enhanced, via planting 
of 72 shade trees along various streets, in an attempt to provide arbor- 
cultural beauty and character to the future of the town. The Town of 
East Bridgewater as the recipient of ten flowering Crab trees from the 
Plymouth-Home National Bank of Brockton in commemoration of its 
175th Anniversary in the banking business. These trees were planted 
on the grounds of the following Town owned buildings: the Fire De- 
partment, each of the Schools, and the Town Offices. On behalf of the 
Townspeople, I would like to publicly express my “Thanks” to the 
Corporate Officers of said Bank for their generosity. 


During 1978, the cutting of tall weeds and grasses blocking street 
comers, the pruning of deadwood from healthy trees, the removal of 
low limbs, and the trimming of traffic signs were duties performed by 


the Tree Department. A total of 3.26 miles of roadside brush, was also 
cleared. 


In closing, I would like to express my gratitude to the men of my 
Department, the residents, other Town employees, and all Town 
Officials for their patience, co-operation, and understanding; extended 
to me in the performance of my duties as your Tree Warden.

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REPORT OF THE MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Selectmen and the 
Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The Moth Department experienced a very busy year during 1978. 
Poison Ivy along roadsides, sidewalks, and in backyards were sprayed 
again this year as part of the continuing effort to eradicate this public 
nuisance. 


There were three Aerial Sprays applied during the summer months 
of June, July, and August 1978 to aid in the control of the mosquito 
population. Approximately 2,215 gallons of spray solution was used 
to combat the Eastern Tent Caterpillar during the months of April, 
May, and June. The infestation was some what subdued due to the 
severity of the cold and heavy snows that prevailed last winter. 


The Fall Webworm surfaced on schedule, as usual, obviously 
unaffected by the past winter weather. The particular insect as with the 
Gyspy Moth, seems to be on the increase. After the appearance of the 
Fall Webworm, the control factor fades noticeably after two weeks. 
The chemicals allowed for use do not seem to control the insect after 
the first two weeks of emergence. 


Again, I would like to thank my employees, all other Town 
Agencies, and residents, for their kindnesses expressed to the Moth 
Department in the attempt to effectively controll these insects.

I submit the following report of activities and inspections per-

One hundred and three permits were issued to install, alter or 
otherwise work on plumbing to Massachusetts licensed plumbers.

REPORT OF THE WATER DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


This annual report by the Board of Water Commissioners provides 
an opportunity to explain the past years developments and future goals 
of the Water Department. As you know, the Town’s water supply and 
distribution system is completely Town owned and operated. User 
charges in the form of semi-annual water bills and connection charges 
completely pay for the annual operation and maintenance costs. The 
annual bond interest and principle on the major capital construction 
projects are paid by general taxation, which is common for small towns. 


The main functions of a water supplier are to provide reliable good 
quality drinking water, and adequate fire protection. In keeping with 
this function, 38 new services were connected into the system last year 
and 5 services were renewed. As part of a long range program to modern- 
ize the fire hydrants in the Town, 10 new hydrants were installed and 7 
other hydrants were replaced. The Town presently has 417 fire hydrants. 
A new method of winter hydrant marking, through the use of reflective 
flags, is also being tried this year. 


To insure that the water quality remains good and is capable of 
being distributed throughout the Town, the board has utilized the 
results of the study prepared by Dunkerley Associates. In conjuction 
with the recommendations made in this study, Well No. 1 on Pond St. 
was redeveloped in the Fall of 1978, and Well No. 2 off Crescent St. is 
presently being redeveloped. The water distribution piping on Pond St. 
was reversed flushed to remove accumulated sediment, and additional 
reverse flushing programs will be instituted this Spring. The Board, 
also held a public information forum in November 1978, to discuss the 
major system improvements recommended by the Dunkerley Report. 
To provide for adequate fire protection, the Board will seek voter 
approval for a 16 in. diameter water main from the intersection of 
Plymouth and Whitman Streets, past the High School across the center of 
Town and to the intersection of Elm and Central Streets. Without this 
water main, the present water system would be unable to supply enough 
water to fight a major fire in the center of Town or at the High School. 


As stated earlier, future goals are also of concern to the Board. 
Combined planning with the Highway Department and, Fire Department 
in conjunction with the Finance Committee have been initiated. Com- 
munication between the various Town Departments and Boards is as 
important as the interaction between the water consumers and the Board 
of Water Commissioners.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING INSPECTOR 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


The annual report of the Building Inspector for 1978 is as follows: 
A total of 129 building permits were issued in 1978: 


17 New Homes 
63 Alterations, repairs and additions 
20 Accessory buildings 
21 Swimming pools 
7 Commercial buildings or additions 
1 Sign permit 


The estimated cost of the construction as specified on the building 
permit applications was $1,369,127.00. The fees collected for the per- 
mits totaled $4,423.00. 


Although the number of building permits issued in 1978 was less 
than the permits issued in 1977, much of the actual construction pro- 
posed in 1977 was delayed until the first few months of 1978. 


A new section has been added to the State Building Code. This 
section deals with mandatory insulation and energy conservation require- 
ments for all new construction. 


Several municipal buildings have had time operated thermostats 
and other energy conserving devices installed to try to reduce building 
operating costs. As budgets permit, insulation and major improvements 
to the heating systems should be undertaken. 


The past year, many home owners installed wood stoves to supple- 
ment their central heating systems. All requested inspections of in- 
, Stallations have been conducted by the Fire Chief and myself. 


We both recommend that all installations be inspected. There is 
no charge for this service; the safety of the occupants of buildings using 


these high intensity heating devices are our primary concern. 


I wish to thank the Townspeople and the various Town Depart- 
ments and Committees for their cooperation this past year.

At the annual town election of officers, Gerald E. Stetson was 
re-elected as a member and two new members were elected, A. David 
Swartz and Donald Smith. At an organizational meeting held April 10, 
1978, the following were elected as officers of the Board: John Clark 
Wheatley - Chairman, John Grant - Vice Chairman, and John H. 
Alexander - Clerk. 


During the year fifteen plans were examined and endrosed by the 
Board “Approval Not Required” (Form A). These plans contained lots 
which all fronted on a public way, a way shown on a prior approved 
subdivision plan or way in existence when the subdivision control 


became effective in the Town, providing it had been properly con-. 


structed. In these three instances the Planning Board has no jurisdiction 
and must sign the plan indicating so. Also, four relatively small form B 
plans (containing lots which do not front on one of the three types of 
roads above) were examined and approved by the Board. The covenant 
for performance on an additional subdivision at Robbins Pond was ex- 
tended. 


Use approvals in industrial areas were granted to E. Norris Brown 
Co., North Central Street (for general woodworking and retail sales of 
reject items), Mueller Corporation, Spring Street (for additional storage 
of inventory) and A. David Swartz, Jr., Plymouth Street (for retail 
sale of wood stoves). 


Additionally, the Board was instrumental in a substantial redraft- 
ing of the Zoning by-law aligning it with Legislative Chapter 808, in an 
attempt to make less rigid the uses permitted under the law. Also, two 
minor amendments to the zoning by-law were approved. 


During the year the Board met several times with the Selectmen, 
the Board of Appeals, the Water Commissioners, the Building Inspector 
and the Multi-Health Service.

Twenty-three permits were issued for installations of septic systems. 
Plans for these systems are approved by the Board, if the plans comply 
with Title V, State Sanitary Regulations. Installations are witnessed by 
the Inspector and the Engineer who designed the system signs a com- 
pliance slip which is filed in the office. Percolation tests are required on 
all new systems, with Engineers plans. Fee for filing is $25.00. Repairs 
on old systems need a plan filed with the Board but no fee is required. 
The Board strongly recommends that all septic systems be pumped 
yearly. 


The Disposal Area is open Tuesday - Saturday from 84 and 
Sunday from 10-4. It is closed promptly at 4:00 p.m. to allow time to 
cover all refuse before 5:00 p.m. This is required by law! The area is 
inspected regularly by Whitman & Howard, Engineers and by Massa- 
chusetts Department of Quality Engineering. The Area has been approved 
by both as being up to approved standards. Leachate monitoring shows 
continued improvement. 


$6,268.95 was returned to the town from the Disposal Area from 
recycling and fees, and $1,281.39 from Board of Health permits, etc. 


New gold and black stickers are being used to replace the old 
silver ones, at no fee for all people that already have stickers. New 
residents may obtain a sticker at the Disposal Area for a fee of $1.00. 


The Resource Recovery Facility has been granted its Assignment. 


The Board of Health is working with Mr. Larry Beals of Old 
Colony Planning Council on plans for better water quality control. 


Mr. Trombly has answered all complaints and observed all sewage 
installations and reported regularly to the Board. 


The Board of Health wishes to thank the Conservation Com- 
mission and Mr. Robert Lundberg for their cooperation for this year.

The East Bridgewater Council on Aging has been very successful 
this past year in the continuing effort to establish and maintain various 
programs for the benefit of our elderly citizens. 


The Hot Lunch program at the Middle School on Thursdays at 
12:15 p.m. has been well attended each week that school is in session, 
with a total for the year of 3,667 seniors enjoying a delicious, well- 
balanced luncheon for the nominal price of only $.50. Special thanks 
are extended to Mrs. Mary M. Alden, to Charles F. Thomas, and to 
Mrs. Leila Curley and her assistants in the Cafeteria for all they do to 
make this such a pleasant experience. 


The Drop-In Center on North Central Street has been used for 
Work Shop meetings and weekly Art Classes, and also as the meeting 
place for the Council on the third Thursday of each month at 7 p.m. 
Council member Mrs. Mary J. Paruti has volunteered her services as 
instructor for the Art Classes. Mrs. Alice H. Craig, our Hospitality Chair- 
man, faithfully supplies a delicious Coffee Break at each of these 
meetings. Building Committee Chairman William C. Black, assisted by 
Murray F. Craig and Mrs. Irma V. Thomas, paid custodian, are responsible 
for the maintenance of the building. They have been ably assisted by 
Mr. William B. Stinchfield Sr. 


Health Clinics, held twice a month at the Community Building, 
Riddell Road, served 1,050 seniors during the year. 


Mrs. Frances L. Pratt continues to serve as Senior Aide, assisted 
by Mrs. Margaret Riddell. Mrs. Pratt’s office is located in the Community 
Building, Riddell Road, where she may be reached to be of assistance 
with any problems affecting the seniors of East Bridgewater. 


The Council was able to provide seven senior bus trips in 1978, 
which were well attended and very much enjoyed. 


As a member of Old Colony Elderly Services, Inc. some of the 
services received were Homemaker Assistance, Transportation for 
shopping trips each week, Meals on Wheels delivered to the elderly who 
qualify for this service, Health and Chore Service, Legal Advice clinics 
and Referral follow up. 


Mr. Black has been appointed as a Director on the Board of the 
O.C.E.S., and also serves on the Personnel Committee of that organ- 
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ization. In August he was elected as Chairman of the Council, replacing 
Mrs. Ruth E. Conti who had served in that capacity for six years. She was 
recognized for her many years of efficient and valuable service with a 
small reception at the September meeting of the Council. 


Because of a constant problem with the heating system at the 
Drop-In Center, and our concern that there might be damage to the 
building in the Winter, from freezing water pipes caused by the unreli- 
ability of the operation of the furnace, it was voted to seek if possible 
another meeting place. Mrs. Grace C. Eastman, librarian, after consulting 
with the Board of Trustees of the Library, offered us an area in the new 
addition to the Library, when that part of the building was completed. 
A reduction in the funds granted for the construction of the addition 
necessitated a postponement of the completion of the project. Mr. Black 
reported that funds had been allocated by the Federal government in 
1978 for the use of seniors in acquiring or maintaining a meeting place 
and multi-service center, and it was voted by the Council to apply for 
a grant to complete the unfinished area in the Library for such a use 
by the seniors. After receiving approval for the Board of Selectmen 
and the Library Board of Trustees, our application requesting Title 
V federal funds was submitted to the Department of Elder Affairs on 
August 8, 1978 by Mr. William V. Vacca, Executive Director, Old 
Colony Elderly Services, Inc. After several meetings, many thelephone 
conversations, and much correspondence between Mr. Black and 
Mr. Emmett H. Schmarsow, Assistant Planner, Department of Elder 
Affairs, Mr. Frank C. Underhill, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, 
on November 17, 1978 received notification of a Grant Award to the 
Council on Aging in the amount of $12,000.00 for the development 
of a multi-service senior center facility, made subject to the conditions 
stated on the Notification of Grant Award, as well as in Attachment 
“A”. Work on the area designated for a senior meeting place will start 
upon completion of the original project. 


Mr. Walter MacWilliams who formerly printed ‘American 
Neighbor” for us has sold: his business. The monthly newsletter is now 
being edited by Mrs. Hazel L. Black, and printed for us at the Middle 
School.

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REPORT OF THE SENIOR AIDE 
To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


As Senior-aide for the Town of East Bridgewater, the main purpose 
of my position is to help the elderly with their problems through infor- 
mation and referral. 


The programs I cover are Co-ordinator of the Senior Citizen Club 
and Co-ordinator of Volunteers, health and blood pressure clinics, free 
legal aid, transportation, friendly visits (at home and in the hospital), 
telephone reassurance calls, Self Help, Scope (Senior Citizens Op- 
portunities for Personal Enrichment thru free physical and occupational 
therapy). I also assisted with financial problems, such as Social Security 
and Supplemental Social Security, Medicare and Medicaid, Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield. 


I work closely with Old Colony Elderly Services and it is thru 
State Funds we are able to have homemakers and chore service. They 
also furnish us with a monthly bus to the various malls, and a weekly 
shopping bus; also a van for transporting people to the Senior Citizen 
Club meetings. 


At the present time, I have one part time Senior Aide and fifteen 
volunteers who are helping. The Volunteers have contributed over one 
thousand hours this past year. 


Meals-on-Wheels are delivered five days a week to shut-ins, and 
help to keep people in their homes. 


I have also secured the services of Dr. Clayman, (podiatrist), who 
comes once a month to Community Hall, Riddell Road. His services are 
excellent and really appreciated. 

My office is located at the Community Hall (Housing for the 
Elderly), 38 Riddell Road, and I would welcome hearing from any 


Senior Citizen who might want to contact me, - telephone 378-7975.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


To the Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The year 1978 was a busy and progressive one for the Home Health 
Agency. The trend toward early discharge from the hospitals has put a 
great demand on all agencies to provide more services and to extend 
our hours to include evening coverage. Our agency continues to be 
certified by HEW to receive Medicare and Medicaid funds. The agency 
returned $21,553.07 to the town this year. 


In 1978 the nurses made 2764 visits for nursing care and 711 
visits for health evaluation. The Registered Physical Therapist from the 
Brockton Hospital made 125 visits. The Certified Home Health Aide 
from the Greater Brockton Homemaker-Home Health Aide Service, Inc. 
made 426 visits, under the supervision of the nurses. 


Office hours are held in our office, 137 Central Street, from 9-10 
and 4-5 for blood pressure readings, Mantoux tests and conferences. 
There were 330 office visits made during the year. 


Health Screening Clinics are held for all Senior Citizens at the 
Memorial Building on Riddell Road twice monthly. Screening for 
Diabetes is done 3 times a year at these conferences. In 1978 there were 
twenty conferences which included 912 visits. 


A townwide health screening clinic was held on June 10 at our 
office. Seventy three adults availed themselves of the opportunity to 
have their blood pressure and blood sugar checked. 


Mrs. Carol McDermott, R.N. MSN, the part time supervisor, was 
chosen as one of the twenty-four community health nurses throughout 
the state to be trained to provide counseling service for families who have 
undergone the loss of an infant due to Sudden Infant Death Syndrome. 
She attended special training courses for this purpose. Families in need 
of this service are asked to contact the Home Health Agency. 


In conjunction with the Board of Health, four immunization clinics 
are held yearly. Last year twenty children were seen for pre-school 
immunizations. 


The Agency wishes to thank the Public Health Nursing Association 
for their continued support.

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REPORT OF THE PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO 
CONTROL PROJECT 


The activities of the Project for 1978 were centered around more 
permanent forms of mosquito control such as water management, source 
reduction and the treatment of larvae. However, as the summer began, 
a tremendous hatch of spring species (Aedes) came off earlier and larger 
than expected. This forced the Project into the most extensive adult 
program in its history - spraying 265,965 acres with six vehicle mounted 
sprayers. Even though the calls for spraying and the population of 
mosquitoes were so intense the Project proceeded with an efficient 
program to counter act the onslaught of mosquitoes. It must also be 
noted that the program did not include aerial adult spraying to ac- 
complish their goal. 


Despite major storms upsetting the balance of the Projects efforts 
the following programs were completed: pre-hatch treatment of 1,569 
acres, larviciding of 323 acres and water management cleaning of 
114,462 feet of trenches by hand work and 22,500 feet by machine. 


Constant monitoring of adult populations by the Lakeville 
Encephalitis Field Station indicated unusually high populations in most 
areas checked. Concern was centered around the presence of virus in 
Culiseta Malanura as the summer progressed. Virus isolations exceeded 
last years figures for this area in several locations but despite this rise 
in virus isolations no human cases were contracted and only two in 
horses were confirmed during 1978. 


In 1978 all ten Projects in Massachusetts combined their efforts 
with the University of Massachusetts for the addition of an extension 
specialist for mosquitoes and biting flies. Mr. Jere Downing was ap- 
pointed to this position beginning July 1, 1978. His duties are to assist 
each Project, the public and town and city governmental agencies in any 
way he can and to assure a more comprehensive understanding of work 
techniques related to mosquito control. 


Our Salt Marsh Maintenance Program was reviewed by the Army 
Corp of Engineers and the Department of Fish and Game this past 
summer. The Corp. of Engineers are responsible for issuing of permits for 
the placement of spoils and debris taken from ditches on the marsh. At 
this time the Project has received a favorable report from the Corp of 
Engineers. At a later date they will review the inland water management 
practices of the Project in order to formulate a specific permit with 
restrictions to cover both salt marsh and inland water management work. 


The Project wishes to thank all city and town departments for their 
invaluable assistance and also the fine work of many CETA groups. 
Their cooperative efforts in the cleaning of many brooks, streams and 
drainage trenches are appreciated.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES FOR PLYMOUTH 
COUNTY COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 


The Plymouth County Cooperative Extension Service’s Office is 
located on High Street, Hanson, and can be reached by calling 293-3541 
or 447-5946. 


STAFF: 


Our staff is comprised of a Director, two Regional Agricultural 
Specialists, a Community Resource Development Specialist, two Home 
Economists, four 4-H Agents, and three clerical staff. 


We have many new and varied educational programs for you. 
Areas in which our staff has expertise are - Agriculture, Community 
Resource Development, Home Economics, 4-H Youth Program and 
Nutrition 


This past year, our Expanded Food and Nutrition Program 
(EFNEP), which has been located in Brockton, was expanded to all of 
Plymouth County’s 26 towns. This was made possible through the use of 
C.E.T.A. Funds. As a result of this program, we received an award from 
the University of Massachusetts for Outstanding Extension Programs. 


In the adult phase of the program, Nutrition Assistants work with 
families of limited income primarily through home visits to: 

improve eating habits 

buy food wisely and economically 

store and care for food sanitarily 

know the food needs of children, adults, and elderly 

understand the relationship between good nutrition and good 

health 


In 1977-1978, there were 253 families assisted with these ed- 
ucational programs. 


In the 4-H youth phase of the program, Nutrition Assistants and 
volunteers work to provide education to youth, which will contribute 
to personal development and improvement of diets and nutrition of 
their families. 

In 1977-78, there were 10,849 youth involved in our 4-H Nutrition 
Program, with the help of 690 volunteer leaders. 


In our traditonal 4-H Program, we have 1,129 members with 
24,460 other youth participating in our short-term and school programs. 
The 1970 population of Plymouth County, ages 9-19, was 69,945. 
In both our Nutrition and regular 4-H Programs, approximately 52% 
of Plymouth County youth have been involved in our programs. In the 
town of East Bridgewater, there were 1,754 youth that participated in 
these programs. 


This past year, we had an Energy Conservation Program through 
the Plymouth Manpower Consortium. We performed an energy audit 
on over 400 homes in Plymouth County, resulting in a savings of over 
$100 for each home audited. In your town 4 homes participated in this 
savings. 


Contact your Town Director, Mrs. Leon Wagner, for the County 
Cooperative Extension Service with any suggestions or requests. Free 
bulletins are on display at our office on lawn care, gardening, nutrition, 
home canning and freezing, to name just a few. If you pass our office 
on your travels, please stop and get to know us. We continue to test 
soil, free of charge, for Plymouth County residents.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SELF HELP, INC. 


Self Help, Inc., the area’s anti-poverty agency, provided many 
important services to limited-income and minority members of the 
community throughout the past year. The Agency, with administrative 
quarters at 232 Main Street, Brockton, telephone 588-5440, is governed 
by a 33-member Board of Directors, who determine community needs, 
establish agency priorities and define agency services. 


The agency spent over 2.2 million dollars during the program year 
10/1/77 to 9/30/78, sponsoring programs such as ENERGY, HOME 
WINTERIZATION, OUTREACH, HEAD START, PAINT DE-LEADING, 
BLOOD SCREENING, SUMMER LUNCH, TRANSPORTATION, 
FOOD SERVICES, COMMUNITY GARDENS, HOUSING LEGAL 
SERVICES, ELDERLY CHORE SERVICES, CHILD DEVELOPMENT 
CENTER, PUBLIC INFORMATION AND SERVICES TO HISPANIC 
RESIDENTS. 


310 direct services were provided during the year to East Bridge- 
water limited-income residents -- with a total dollar outlay of $43,768.00. 


43% of the agencies expenditures were provided to residents of 
cities and towns other than Brockton, compared to 25% last year. The 
increased involvement in area towns was the result of improved Out- 
reach Services, improved Public Information efforts, and the occasional 
out-posting of Self Help staff members at Town Halls. 


The real NET WORTH of Self Help during the past program year 
was $3,705 ,000 (3.7 million dollars) 


We feel the program year 10/1/77 to 9/30/78 was a sucessful one 
for Self Help, Inc., and very helpful to the area’s limited-income pop- 
ulation. We thank the Town Selectmen, our Board of Directors, and the 
many community volunteers who helped us throughout the year.

I am more than pleased to report that again our department will 
recommend a reduced budget for another year. This will make the fourth 
straight year we have been able to accomplish this. Our recommendation 
will be for ten thousand dollars less for 1980-81 than for 1978-79. 


This means we have made a direct savings to the tax-payers of 
East Bridgewater of some $50,000.00 in the past four years. I believe 
the Selectmen and the Citizens should know that this was done through 
the diligent efforts of the Director of Veterans’ Services and the very 
able work of Mrs. Constance Boni of our office. 


Mrs. Boni has applied herself to the work of Veterans’ Services over 
the past several years in such a manor that the success of our office has 
reflected her capable efforts. | am sure that such success in private 
business would be granted a generous reward. I have therefore, recom- 
mended to the Board of Selectmen that Mrs. Boni be promoted to 
Assistant Veterans’ Agent for the Town of East Bridgewater with an 
appropriate increase in her salary. This would constitute a very modest 
reward for merit that I sincerely believe has been long over due. 


To the veterans and their dependents I wish to report that last 
year congress passed legislation that increased Service Connected com- 
pensations. They also increased the dependency awards to those rated 
at 30% and 40% provided they show proof of dependency. Congress 
also passed a new pension bill Public Law 95-588 that takes effect 
January 1, 1979. Those receiving pension benefits under the old law 
86-211, should not change over to the new law without first discussing 
the change with our office. Once there has been a change to the new law 
you can not change back to the old law and in most cases the veteran 
and or his dependents would lose dollars under the new law. 


The Veterans’ Services office is open daily from 9:00 A.M. to 
4:30 P.M. and most evenings Monday thru Friday from 5:30 P.M. to 
aid and grant service to our veterans and their dependents in any way 
that we can. If an appointment is required please call 378-2581.

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REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR 
To the Board of Selectmen 


Since my appointment in August, I have been studying the dif- 
ferent needs of the Town to determine where Civil Defense would do the 
most, in natural as well as man made disasters. We are in the process of 
up-dating the towns’ basic emergency plan, which has not been done 
since 1962, and is in need of much change. We will have a working 
recommendation copy to give the Selectmen some time in June 1979. 


All Town Departments are now on the town frequency, radio 
band, and the Police Station is to be used as the Emergency Operations 
Center, in any natural or other disasters that we may have. 


I would like to remind the townspeople that Civil Defense is to 
help them in an emergency and that we need their help and cooperation 
to be able to function, should a disaster arise at this time. The only 
time people help out is during a disaster, like the snow storm last year; 
but Civil Defense goes much further that this kind of work; there is a 
lot of planning that goes into being ready if people are to go into a 
problem and solve it without creating more trouble along the way. We 
need good members in the organization to form the working plans for 
snow and other emergencies that can happen in our town. People who 
can step in on a moments notice, and help where and when they are 
needed, or we will only have more problems than we can take care of.

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REPORT OF THE EAST BRIDGEWATER 
HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Historical Commission has held regular monthly meetings on 
the third Monday of each month excepting holidays, when we meet on 
an agreed night. We appreciate the hospitality of the Public Library in 
furnishing us a meeting place. 


The Historical Commission continues to file surveys on the old 
buildings and sites and is interested in acquiring and preserving old 
documents and pictures relating to historical happenings and places in 
the Town. These surveys are registered with the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission in Boston. 


A beginning has been made in the making of oral history tapes, 
one having been made by Austin Washburn who had recently celebrated 
his 100th birthday. These tapes are stored at the public library and are 
being done as a joint project of the library and the Historical Commission. 


Some clean up werk was done at the old cemetery on Harvard 
Street. We have placed boulder markers on two Beaver Brook mill sites. 
The two large boulders were given by Rev. Perrson and family and we 
were assisted in the project by valuable work of the Tree Department. 
The markers are inscribed as ‘Squire Alden Up and Down Saw Mill, 
1714” (on Winter St.) and “Captain Abram Washburn, Saw and Box 
Mill, 1829” on Elm St. (Jones Pond). 


We have had several requests from other historical groups and 
Towns and one from the Massachusetts State Library for a copy of our 
little book “Earlier Days in East Bridgewater” and we have supplied 
these requests. We have about 20 of these left from an edition of 500. 


In the middle of the year a new member, Dr. Thomas Turner, and 
a new associate member, Jane Haines, were welcomed and they are 
valuable additions to our Commission. 


Due to the fact that there was no Ceta help available to us this 
year, the members did some clean up work at the Rogers-Sheldon Mill 


Site. Further development of this project we feel awaits a time when 
Town finances may permit. 


. The men of the Tree Department were sucessful in moving the old

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission submits its report for 1978 to the 
Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater. 


Public Hearings were held and Orders of Conditions issued to 
Francis J., Jr. and Louise L. Balanda for lots on Washington Street, 
Niki Fields for lot on Winter Street, Laurel Associates for land on Laurel 
Street, Standish Sportsman’s Club for land off Church Street. The 
Department of Environmental Quality Engineering issued a superseding 
order on land of Francis J., Jr. and Louise L. Balanda. 


Special meetings were held for discussion on the use of Conser- 
vation Land. Some of the athletic associations expressed the desire to 
construct soccer fields, others have shown interest in leasing the land for 
farming. The Commission is in the process of reviewing such proposals. 


Several inspection tours for possible wetland violations were made 
and in most cases a satisfactory agreement was reached. 


The Commission requested the Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering to investigate the cause of siltation in Forge Pond. 
No definite conclusion has been reached, but they have requested, if 
possbile, old pictures of the Pond for comparison. 


We are still trying to carry out Phase III of our “Open Space for 
Conservation and Recreation Use’’, and are in the process of purchasing 
approximately seven acres on Crescent Street along the Sawtucket River, 
abutting the land owned by the Conservation Commission on Bridge 
Street. We are also interested in the other side of the River on Bridge 
Street to complete our project but were unable to obtain the necessary 
variance to purchase this property. We are in the process of negotiating 
for land in the Robin’s Pond Area. 


David Oicles and Robert Fitch were sponsored by the Commission 
to attend the 4-H Conservation Workshop in Ashland. The Commission’s 
Secretary, Loretta Ring, and David Oicles attended the Massachusetts 
Association of Conservation Commission’s meeting at the University of 
Massachusetts in October. 


The Commission has been notified it will have the responsibliity 
for the administration of the Agricultural Preservation Restriction Act, 
and now has the necessary forms for people who are interested. 


Many complaints have been received regarding the use of Conser- 
vation Land such as dumping rubbish, destroying land marks, and in 
general creating a nuisance. The Commission has posted some of the 
areas and is trying to find ways to deal with this problem. The Com- 
mission opposed mass concentration of motorcycles for racing on 


Robin’s Pond. Cleanup of some Conservation Land was accomplished 
during the summer by the Commission’s participation in the 4-H Summer 
Program of the Youth Conservation Corp under the direction of a 
Mr. Spinale. 


The resignation from the Commission of Paul Tesson, John 
McGowan and James Lopez was accepted with regret. 


We wish, again, to express our appreciation of the continued 
support of the people of the town.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Board of Library Trustees respectfully submits a report for the 
year 1978. 


The close of the year brings to 95% completion the six-year plan 
for adding to the town’s library facility. 


On January 9, 1978, the town meeting approved an article to raise 
and appropriate $25,000.00, to supplement the Local Public Works 
Grant of $294,000.00. That same night the trustees met with the select- 
men who on the motion of Mr. Chase, seconded by Mr. Underhill, 
unanimously approved awarding the bid for construction to the low 
bidder, Alfred Calcagni and Son of Cumberland, Rhode Island. Federal 
requirements necessitated the start of on-site work on January 16, 1978. 
Because of weather conditions which caused a work stoppage, construct- 
ion actually began on March 20, 1978. On October 28, 1978, an oc- 
cupancy permit was signed by Building Inspector Robert Lundberg. 
On December 8, 1978, a substantially completed contract was signed and 
the general contractor was given 30 days to complete his punch list on 
this part of his contract. 


In August the Board was requested to consider a proposal from the 
Council on Aging to allow the Council to seek federal funds to finish 
the ground floor of the new addition which was unfinished under the 
terms of the bid contract. The Board answered the proposal as follows:

Gentlemen: 

The Board of Library Trustees supports the Council on Aging in 
its application for a HUD Title V grant to rehabilitate the unfinished 
area in the library addition as planned in the original architect’s drawings. 


The items to be included are: Ceiling and floor tiling of the area, 


lighting fixtures, plumbing for sink, and a wall and. cabinets in the 
kitchen area. 


The use of the area would be as originally planned with the Council 
on Aging using it for its board meeting once a month, two afternoons a 


month for drop in activities and such special meetings as might be 
scheduled.

A delay in securing the Title V funds delayed the implementation 
of the project which will be Change Order No. 3 to the general con- 
tractor. 


The Council on Aging is to be commended on their willingness to 
hasten the completion of the building addition to provide a new com- 
munity resource. 


A robbery on January 30, 1978, shocked us all. Antique treasures 
consisting of 2 grandfather clocks, 3 museum quality Chinese bronzes, 
an Oriental rug, a four section teakwood screen and several smaller items 
were taken. In addition a hi-fi sound system was taken. 


The insurance payment was $5,797.00. It is the intention of the 
Board to make replacement in kind to commemorate the spirit in which 
these items, all of which were gifts, were presented to the town. At this 
time the hi-fi gift of Clyde Lothrop has been replaced and a small 
American made rug has been received as a gift. 


The Board continues to cooperate with and has received coopera- 
tion from all town department in providing efficient and effective 
library service to the townspeople. On December 4, 1978, the Board 
addressed a letter to the Board of Library Commissioners requesting 
that a waiver in the minimum standard for receiving State Aid for 
Libraries which requires that the book budget be 19% of the total 
budget be allowed for good and sufficient reasons, or, that the Com- 
mission re-study the minimum standards to allow more local de- 
termination regarding the economics of local budgets. 


With the new addition the Board looks forward to years in which 
the library’s usefulness to the town will continue to grow and in which 
the town’s dedication to libraries as “fountains not reservoirs” does 
not flag.

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REPORT OF THE OLD COLONY PLANNING COUNCIL 
To the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council we 
are pleased to submit this report of the activities of the Council for 
1978. 


At the start of the year, the Council was concerned with several 
important issues of concern to the future growth and development of the 
Old Colony Planning Council region. Among these were the completion 
of the Water Quality Management Plan and several high priority trans- 
portation planning projects. The final Water Quality Management Plan 
was prepared and presented in “Toward Clean Water: A Program for 
Action” a strategy for obtaining and maintaining water quality in the 
region. The Plan was organized according to actions which the local 
communities should take. Local community actions included: drinking 
water protection, water conservation, wastewater disposal (public sewer- 
age, on-site systems and septage management), industrial waste disposal, 
solid waste management, prevention of future water quality problems, 
stormwater runnoff and natural areas protection. 


The transporation planning projects which the Council completed 
in early 1978 were the Route 3 Corridor Planning Study and a Regional 
Commuter Parking Lot Study. The Route 3 report investigated the 
various options available in providing good traffic circulation in the 
transportation corridor, while the commuter parking lot study proposed 
specific locations for development. 


The Council also prepared a Regional Bikeways Plan that had as 
an integral part the Boston to Provincetown Bikeway. The Claire Salton- 
stall Bikeway was opened by formal ceremony this past year. 


In 1978 the Old Colony Planning Council received a substantial 
grant from the Economic Development Administration, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce to develop a regional strategy for offsetting the 
effects of foreign made shoes on the Brockton area economy. The 
Council has as part of the grant provided a Business Information Center 
which provides financial and management assistance to small businesses 
in the OCPC region and suggested the development of an Export Mar- 
keting Association to market Massachusetts footwear abroad. 


During the year, the Council initiated a traffic flow study of 
Stoughton Square to explore alternative routes for improving the flow of 
traffic in the community. In addition, OCPC has carried on a substantial 
governmental management and technical assistance effort which has 
benefited many of the Council’s member communities. Consistent with 
the objective was the sponsorship of joint meetings between the officials 
of Kingston and Plymouth to discuss alternative locations for the re- 
location of Route 44 and coordination of public sewerage planning. 


Other activities of the Council in 1978 included land use and 
housing planning and transit planning for the Brockton Area Transit 
Authority. The Council was deeply involved in efforts to maintain the 
integrity of the Brockton SMSA and was instrumental in having the 
federal government develop a counter proposal. The new proposal 
would have the effect of adding Abington and Hanson to the Brockton 
Metropolitan Statistical Area after losing these communities to Boston 
in 1973. 


The activities of the Council in 1978 have shown that it is 
important, if not essential, to consider an areawide approach to solving 
certain problems that are beyond the means of one community to 
deal with entirely. The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous 
cooperation and assistance received for the many governmental agencies, 
public and private institutions and individuals.

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REPORT OF THE EAST BRIDGEWATER 
HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The East Bridgewater Housing Authority is pleased to submit to 
the Citizens of the Town the following report for 1978. 


As last year, we still have a total of fourteen buildings, twelve of 
which contain 96 one bedroom apartments, one community building and 
one maintenance garage. 


It has been a continuing policy to allow the Bertyl V. Johnson 
Community Building to be used by various groups such as East Bridge- 
water Council on Aging, Senior Citizens Group, East Bridgewater Lions 
Glaucoma Screening and any other groups which would in some way be 
beneficial to the residents of this complex. Many other activities con- 
ducted for the tenants such as Whist Parties, Movies, Bingo, Sewing 
classes and Blood Pressure Clincs are held in this building. The Com- 
munity Building has become a very important and well used asset to the 
residents of Riddell Road and our Senior Citizens of East Bridgewater. 
It also houses an office for the Town of East Bridgewater Senior Aide 
and Co-ordinator of Elderly Affairs. 


It is with regret, that at this time, the Authority has to report 
that the waiting list for occupancy is still quite long, as the turnover 
of tenants is very slow. The average waiting time has been, in most cases, 
quite long. Also, once again, the Authority has entered into the 707 
Rental Assistance Program. We are, however, limited to the number of 
units we may acquire for this program. 


There have been several construction problems with the newest 
section of our complex. These problems are being worked on, but all 
final decisions must be approved by the Dept. of Community Affairs. 


Also at this time it is with deepest regrets that we are announcing 
the loss of two of our work staff; Eileen Miller who resigned and Dana 
Chase, Jr., who was released due to a cutback ordered by the D.C.A. 
These two people were a very important part of our maintenance pro- 
gram at Riddell Road and will be missed immensely by the Housing 
Authority Board as well as the tenants of this complex. Best of Luck 
to Eileen and Dana. 


To all of the Town departments and agencies who have cooperated 
to give us the assistance greatly needed from time to time, the Board 
remains greatly indebted.

Our tax rate decreased $3.00 this year even though the total 
amount voted at town meeting was up 10 per cent or $711,000. over 
last year. This decrease was due to two reasons: (1) estimated receipts 
from the State are back to previous years’ levels, and (2) total valuation 
was up approximately $3,400,000. 


The proposed constitutional amendment for classification of real 
estate property was affirmatively voted last November. To implement 
this new law, we must first be valued at full fair market value and be 
certified as such by the State. It is expected that East Bridgewater will 
have revalued and be ready in 1981.

REPORT OF THE SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL DISTRICT 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Board of Selectmen and the citizens of 
East Bridgewater: 


Twenty-four occupational programs are offered at the High School 
level with an enrollment of 1,249 pupils. Six (6) occupational programs 
at the post secondary level (grades 13 and 14) are offered to an enrol- 
Iment of 183 pupils making a total of 1,432 pupils at the day program at 
Southeastern Regional Vocational - Technical High School. The East 
Bridgewater enrollment numbers 56 High School and 7 post-secondary 
pupils. 


Specialized training in twelve areas is offered in the evening school 
to the people in the district. The 1978-79 enrollment is 420. One 
hundred students are enrolled in the apprenticeship program. The 
National Tool and Die Precision Machinery Association conducted a 
tool and die apprenticeship program for twenty-one students this year. 
Twenty of them were placed in machine shops in the district area. 


Eighty students needing tutorial help attended the 1978 summer 
school program. 


The job placement program placed 99.6% of the 1978 graduating 
class. Job locating and/or placement is available to all graduates. 


In athletics the school competes in the Mayflower League. The 
cross-country team enjoyed an undefeated season and became the 1978 
league champions. 


The special needs program continues to be served by the collabor- 
ative comprised of Southeastern, Old Colony and Bristol-Plymouth 
Regional School Districts. 


The construction of a pre-fabrication center, started during the 
last school year, is now 85% complete. It is expected to become 
functional by October, 1979. 


An individualized typing program available to all pupils was started 
in the current school year. It is designed for students who need to 
know proper typewriter use in their occupations. 


A large group instruction area is 75% complete. It is planned that 
the wiring for power and sound will be completed soon. 


The football field was relocated and improved. Seeding was done 
in September, 1978 and will be ready for use in the 1980-81 school 
year. 
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School Committee meetings are held on the second and fourth 
Tuesdays of the month throughout the year. All meetings are open 


to the public.

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REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE 
EAST BRIDGEWATER SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


It is with a great deal of pride that this, the annual report to the 
citizens from the School Committee for the year ending December 31, 
1978, is submitted. 


The year 1978 was a year of austerity for the school system due 
to the overall financial condition, not only of our town, but also the 
state and the nation and the so-called “Proposition 13 Fever.” The need 
of cutback, retrenching, and holding the line were the order of the day; 
however, many positive accomplishments have been completed and there 
are many good things currently in the works for the coming year. 


The School Committee held public hearings, met with the Finance 
Committee on many occasions, and also the Board of Selectmen, prior 
to presenting its budget at the Annual Town Meeting. These background 
meetings led to the unanimous support of our budget as presented to the 
Town Meeting. Although our budget contained an increase, the percent- 
age of increase was smaller in the fiscal °79 budget than the budget of the 
previous year and hopefully will be able to continue the downward 
trend of percentage increases. The Committee recognizes that any in- 
crease in spending is unpleasant, but we also must provide the needed 
educational services to the children of the town and additionally comply 
with state mandates. Much anguish and soul searching was gone through 
by the members of the Committee trying to balance the needs of the 
schools with the ability of the Townspeople to pay for those needs. 


A first, since the inception of collective bargaining in our school 
system, was achieved with the signing of the multi-year agreements at 
mutually beneficial rates with all of our employee organizations. Our 
certified employees (teaching personnel) signed a three-year agreement at 
4.5, 5 and 5%, our cafeteria, custodian and secretarial group signed the 
two-year agreements at approximately 5% each year. A direct result of 
the multi-year agreements will be a more stable financial picture for the 
next few years enabling the School Committee to concentrate its efforts 
on the educational matters affecting our community and to spend less 
time at the bargaining table. 


The student enrollment on October 1, 1978 was 2,523. The pre- 
vious year, on October 1, 1977, the enrollment was 2,552. During the 
year we have shown a net decrease of 29 students, or 1.1%. This decrease 
spread out over thirteen years of school (K through 12) averaged 2.02 
students per year of graduation (or grade level). Hardly a significant 
decrease. Our staffing pattern has been reduced from a year ago by two 
teachers at the Central School, one at the Middle School and an aide at 
the Intermediate School These staff reductions were made possible by 
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reorganization, increasing class size and prudent management by our 
school administrators. You may be assured that in the future, staffing 
of our schools will continue to be a major priority of your School Com- 
mittee, further that we will continue to strive for academic excellence. 
Expenses will be reduced where ever possible. 


During the past school year significant “plant” improvements have 
been made, among which were: 


Central School Sprinker System $2,500. 
Central School Yard 1,000. 
Intermediate School Playground 500. 
Inter. Septic System and Parking Lot 2,900. 
Middle School Tennis Courts 7,000. 
High School Garage Doors 1,500. 
High School Locker Locks 1,400. 


Outside painting at Central and High Schools is ongoing. The 
Middle School is completed. Reconditioning of Athletic Fields 
at Middle and High Schools is in process. 


It is my pleasure to express the Committee’s sincere thanks to the 
many Town Boards and Departments for their cooperation and assistance 
without which it would be impossible to operate our schools.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the East Bridgewater School Committee 
and the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


I respectfully submit my annual report and the reports of the 
administrators of the East Bridgewater Public Schools for 1978. 


The major challenge to the school administration for 1978 was 
mandated by the School Committee when it adopted as its main priority, 
a comprehensive review of all programs and services provided by the 
East Bridgewater Public Schools. Many hours were spent with the School 
Committee examining school programs in an attempt to maintain the 
present quality of our educational system, yet reduce spending where 
possible. The process received the complete cooperation of the entire 
administrative team. We share a common commitment to the educational 
philosophy of the East Bridgewater Public Schools. We also understand 
the need to control spending and costs. 


One significant outcome of this detailed process was the develop- 
ment of a long-range plan to reduce staff positions as enrollments de- 
cline. Since enrollment projections indicate a gradual decline in school 
population, as vacancies occur through retirement or resignation, 
positions will be eliminated or reassigned within the system if necessary. 
Two teaching positions were eliminated at Central School in 1978 and 
one position at the Middle School. A second position was transferred 
from the Middle School to the High School to serve the student enrol- 
Iment increase in grades 9-12. Our elementary student-teacher ratio of 
22 to 1 and secondary school ratio of 20 to 1 are both higher than 
present state averages. 


The single most significant achievement of 1978, however, was the 
final product of the comprehensive evaluation process- the fiscal 1979 
school budget. Very difficult decisions were made through careful study 
and much discussion. Some of these decisions involved reducing the num- 
ber of field trips for each school, eliminating golf as a varsity sport, not 
implementing soccer as a varsity sport and maintaining the ice hockey 
program. Reductions and deferments were made each step of the way 


with the final product representing a 6.1 percent increase, the smallest 
in ten years. 


Along with the budget development process, collective bargaining 
settlements produced a three-year contract with the East Bridgewater 
Education Association and two-year contracts with Custodians Associ- 
ation, School Lunch Association, and Educational Secretaries Associ- 


ation. Settlements were fair and showed constraint when compared to 
surrounding areas. 


Continued progress was made in the maintenance of our buildings 
and grounds. Under the direction of Richard Achin, Administrative 
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Assistant, the work of our maintenance and custodial staff, augmented 
with C.E.T.A. help, has shown steady improvement. Our head custodians 
take pride in their buildings and it shows. Even with the constant use of 
our facilities for school and community activities, our buildings and 
grounds are well maintained and safe. Special note should be made of 
the assistance of our Building Inspector, Bob Lundberg, and Fire Chief 
Winsor and his department. Their constant attention to the safety of 
school children and adults is commendable. 


As the major activities of the East Bridgewater Public Schools for 
1978 are documented in the reports of the building principals and 
directors included with my report, I call your attention to their reports 
which reflect the dedicated work of many fine people in our school 
system. As Superintendent, I am fortunate to have a very competent 
administrative team. 


Although I can look back upon 1978 with a sense of achievement, 
I must also share some concerns and frustrations with you. I find that 
external factors over which I have very little control as Superintendent 
require more and more administrative time. The increasing tendency of 
people to seek resolution of problems through the courts and litigation 
has placed new demands on the Superintendency. The constant ex- 
pansion of regulations, both for the Federal and State level, often leave 
the Superintendent in conflict with the law or local policy. A third con- 
cern is the increased time required to administer contracts. Record 
keeping has become more precise and the number of grievances over 
language interpretation has increased. All three of these areas add up to 
many hours of additional administrative time. This means less time for 
direct services to staff, students and parents. A fourth concern which I 
share with the School Committee is the uncertainty of State and Federal 
funding. Although we are required by law and regulation to provide 
mandated services, politicians get elected on promises of no new taxes 
and spending caps. Since 80% of our school budget is made up of salaries, 
94% of which are determined through collective bargaining; and the 
other 20%, expenses, are mainly made up of fixed needs such as heat, 
light, utilities, and maintenance supplies - how can anything except an 
increase under present conditions be possible? 


The East Bridgewater Public Schools provide high quality ed- 
ucational services to the students of the Town of East Bridgewater at one 
of the lowest per pupil costs in the area. What more can we do? 


I would like to express appreciation to Mrs. Grace Eastman, Town 
Librarian, who provides positive direction to a unique and excellent 
school and town library system. The work of Mr. William Curley, as 
director of our active Evening Practical Arts program, too often goes 
unrecorded. The assistance of Mrs. Elaine Powers, Town Clerk, with 
our school census has been most helpful. The volunteer efforts of Carol 
Holland as director of the East Bridgewater Community School have 
sustained this program through 1978. The degree of cooperation among 
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all Town Departments is commendable and much appreciated. 


I offer my personal gratitude to the School Committee and the 
citizens of East Bridgewater for your support and guidance. To my 
administrative secretary, Mrs. Margaret Alexander, and my office staff 
who share in the daily concerns and long hours, I extend my appreciation 
for a job well done.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL 
Dear Mr. Mitchell, 


It is with pleasure that I submit my annual report on the activities 
and programs at the Central School during this past year. I am pleased 
to report and extend my gratitude to the faculty, staff and parents for 
their continued support, cooperation and willingness to provide the 
best possible education for our children. With the school years K-3 it is 
essential that the atmosphere and educational environment be of a 
positive nature, so that a sound foundation of learning can take place. 
Because of the support and cooperation we are able to achieve this end. 


Our enrollment as of October Ist was as follows: Kindergarten 
154, Grade One 181, Grade Two 199, and Grade Three 189. This figure 
represents a reduction of 28 from last year’s October 1st tally. However, 
it should be noted that due to this reduction, we were able to reduce the 
overall teaching staff by two positions. 


This fall we were pleased to welcome several new faculty and 
staff members to our school. Mrs. Elizabeth Browne, kindergarten 
teacher, is a graduate of Bridgewater State College and was a Title I 
aide at the Central School. Mrs. Joan Gambill, who also is teaching 
kindergarten, is a graduate of Bridgewater State College and has served 
as a Title I aide and a long-term substitute at the Central School. 
Miss Christine Hegarty is teaching grade one and is a graduate of Bridge- 
water State College and a former Title I aide at the Central School. 
Teaching grade two is Mr. Roy Seitsinger who is also a Bridgewater 
State College graduate and a former Title I aide here at Central School. 
Also teaching grade two is Miss Diane Whitmarsh who was a former 


special needs aide at Central School and is a graduate of Bridgewater 
State College. 


We also welcomed Mrs. Renee Hartford as our new speech teacher 
and Mr. Edward Barber was hired as our adaptive physical education 
teacher with federal funds provided under Public Law 94-142. Mr. Barber 
attended Bridgewater State College where he majored in Physical Educa- 
tion and has previous experience working in the adaptive-motor develop- 
ment area. Mrs. Renee Hartford has prior experience working in the 


Marthas Vineyard Schools and in Florida. She attended the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst. 


Filling vacancies in our federally funded aide positions are 
Mrs. Janet Blackwell, Miss Jeanne Davis, Mrs. Linda Gill, Miss Diane 
Harris, Mrs. Maureen Kenney, Mrs. Diane Kofton, Miss Susan Johnson, 
Miss Karen O’Connor and Mrs. Leslie Smith. I am pleased to say that the 
work of these aides continues to impress me. It would be impossible for 
the classroom teachers to provide the kind of individualized help and 


instruction presently being delivered, without having the helpful assist- 
ance of these aides. 
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It is reassuring to know that the results of this program of pro- 
viding greater individualized instruction are most gratifying. 70% of our 
third graders have achieved at or above grade level on a national achieve- 
ment battery of tests - S.R.A. (Science Research Associates) in the area 
of reading and, furthermore, of the children entering grade 4 this fall, 
none were being instructed below the second grade reading level. 


In the area of curriculum and curriculum development, the major 
emphasis has been in mathematics instruction. Many changes have taken 
place, although the major series used continues to be Addison-Wesley. 
Greatest among these changes has been the advent of a management 
system. As a result, the teachers are now able to more clearly monitor 
each child’s individual progress. A great amount of credit belongs to 
Mr. Frye for establishing this system, as well as the Mathematics Cur- 
riculum Committee for their assistance. At present this isa K-5 program 
and it is felt that both teachers and parents will have a clearer picture 
of the growth and development in mathematics through the grades. 


I would be remiss if I did not mention the dedication of the 
teachers and specialists here at the Central School. The tremendous 
amount of extra time, energy and resources which they bring to their 
work is deserving of special praise. 


Through the efforts of our guidance staff, Mrs. Southworth and 
Mrs. Belk, our career education program continues to develop. We feel 
strongly that career education has a great impact upon attitudes and 
values in the child’s overall education for the future. Hopefully we are 
increasing the children’s awareness of the opportunities'available in the 
world of work and helping them to appreciate the nature of each 
worker’s contribution to society. 


In reviewing the year 1978, several activities and events come to 
mind. The children have benefited greatly from these experiences and I 
feel that their overall education has. been truly enhanced. In the fol- 

lowing paragraph I will highlight some of these. 


Our intramural-recreational program for our third graders has 
continued to be an extremely positive educational and social activity. 
Skating, bowling and swimming were offered for seven sessions each at 
Crossroads Arena, the Academy Bowl in Bridgewater and the East 
Bridgewater Family “Y” respectfully. We were pleased that over 150 
children participated in this worthwhile program during this past year. 


Several field trips were taken by the children during this year as an 
outgrowth of the curriculum: 

Our kindergarteners visited the Fire and Police stations when they 
were studying community workers. Both departments were very co- 
operative and provided the children with a beginning understanding of 
the important roles these departments play in the community. 
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Several of our first grade classes visited local dairy farms, banks, 
and supermarkets in conjunction with various units of study. 


Our second graders last spring visited Ponkapoag Outdoor Center 
in Canton, where they experienced, first hand, the process of maple 
sugaring and the early signs of spring. This trip was an outgrowth of a 
science study on environment and changing season. Another second 
grade trip was taken to the New England Aquarium in Boston this fall 
as an outgrowth of their study on the life in the sea. 


Locally, our second graders visited the Public Library, where they 
were given a tour and introduction to this facility. It is at this point that 
the children become official members of the library system. 


Our third graders had the opportunity to once again visit Plymouth 
and the Plimouth Plantation in conjunction with a study of the Pilgrims, 
Thanksgiving and the Plymouth area. As has been true in the past, this 
trip was outstanding from an educational point of view. 


The third graders also were given the cultural opportunities to view 
two plays performed at Bridgewater State College. In the spring they 
attended the production “Moon Heist’’, an original play written by 
Professor Robert Barnett of the college faculty, and more recently they 
had the opportunity to view Charles Dickens’ classic ““A Christmas 
Carol”. 


Another program which is successful and bears mentioning is the 
annual opportunity for first grade parents to have lunch with their child- 
ren during National School Lunch Week. The parents, as our invited 
guests, are given the opportunity to see first hand the daily procedure 
which their children follow. For parents who have children in school 
for the first time this can be an insightful experience; especially when, 
for one reason or another, little fears grow into major problems at a 
later date. 


An assembly program which was extremely interesting and worth- 
while for the children was presented by the New England Theatre Guild 
for Children. In various costume and characterization they presented 
several episodes of the Grimm Brothers’ Fairy Tales in a way in which 


the older as well as youngest members of our audience could appreciate 
and understand. 


There were several maintenance projects accomplished during this 
past year which bear mentioning: 
Installation of a stockade fence and blacktopping to enable us to 


move the dumpster off the play area where it had become an 
attractive nuisance. 


Blacktopping several areas for addtional parking. 
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Replacement and rebuilding of the drainage grates in front of the 
building. These had settled over the years. 


Replacement of the outside cafeteria steps which had become 
quite dangerous. 


Installation of twenty-three (23) smoke detectors. 


Considerable inside and outside painting accomplished by the 
Central School custodians and painters provided us through 
teal Sad glee 


Completion of the sprinkler system addition which was recom- 
mended by Chief Winsor and Building Inspector Lundberg. 


It is indeed important that these types of routine maintenance 
projects, repairs, and upgrading be continued over the years in order to 
better protect the investment which the town has made. I am pleased to 
report that through the combined efforts of the maintenance staff and 
custodial staff, our building is being maintained in excellent condition. 


At this time, I would like to take the opportunity to publicly 
thank the other town departments for the cooperation shown to the 
Central School. In particular, I would like to thank Mrs. Eastman and 
the library staff for their continuing support to our program; to Chief 
Winsor, who with his men graciously give tours to our kindergarteners 
and give willingly of their time to educate our youngsters to the necessity 
of fire prevention; to Chief Tardie and his officers for their cooperation 
in visits to the station and programs in the school; and to all other town 
departments for their assistance when called upon. 


To you, Mr. Mitchell, along with your assistants, Mr. Levine and 
Mr. Achin, and to the members of the East Bridgewater School Com- 
mittee, I would like to extend my sincere appreciation for your support 
- and direction during this past year. This type of cooperative attitude, and 
positive communication enables our school system to grow and provide 
the children of East Bridgewater with the best possible educational 
opportunities.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
OF THE INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


It is with much pride and pleasure that I submit to you and the 
community the Intermediate School Town Report for 1978. This report 
would not be possible without the support and dedication of the entire 
staff of the school. They have all worked toward the goal of individual- 
ized instruction for the children. 


The enrollment of the Intermediate School was 388 students on 
the state census date of October 1, 1978. The grade enrollments were 
203 children in grade four and 185 children in grade five. This figure 
remains the same as our last year’s enrollment. 


We welcomed several new staff members to the school this past 
September. We have a new grade four teacher, Miss Pamela Farrell, a 
1976 graduate of Fitchburg State College. Miss Farrell has served two 
vears as a Title [ Educational Assistant in the school. We employed a new 
Health Aide, Marie Healy, a 1978 graduate of Massasoit Junior College 
where she completed her training for R.N. An instructional aide opening 
was filled by Catherine Meyerowitz. Mrs. Meyerowitz had extensive 
experience in day care work before joining the Intermediate School 
Staff. Arthur Solomonides is employed through a shared Federal Grant 
with West Bridgewater to teach adaptive physical education. 
Mr. Solomonides is a 1978 graduate of Bridgewater State College. 


In the area of the federally funded Title I Educational Assistants, 
we have added Mrs. Jean Smith, a graduate of Hunter College, 
Miss Denise Dukeman and Mrs. Susan Wayne, both graduates of Bridge- 


water State College, to the staff to replace individuals who have gone on 
to other positions. 


During this past year the Intermediate School underwent a re- 
organization of the teaching teams. A four member group of teachers 
met with the administration with the goal of improving the instructional 
program. The results of reorganization were smaller instructional teams 
and a new blend of teaching talents. The students were placed in these 
teams for a more heterogeneous blend of talents and abilities. 


The reorganization of the teams also led to the establishment of 
the Resource Room. This program is designed to provide intensive ed- 
ucational services to a small group of students. The goal of the room is 
to provide academic as well as life-long skills for the students. 


) In examination of the program during reorganization as well as 
during the year, we strive for cost efficient means to handle our in- 
structional needs and support costs. We rigorously review all budget 


expenditures and attempt through bids and multiple estimates to gain 
the best services and the most supplies from our available funds. 


Two programs which enjoyed wide support among the students 
were the music program and intramurals. The chorus and band have a 
collective membership of over 250 children. The Spring and Christmas 
Concerts offered by these groups were well presented and appreciatively 
received by those in attendance. 


The Intramural sign-up in September had 279 children enrolling in 
at least one of the four offerings. The most popular sport has been 
gymnastics. It is not unusual to have as many as 200 children taking part 
in the program during a single week. 


A very popular conclusion to the intramurals has been the student- 
faculty contests. The students enjoy the competition and the contin- 
uing success their representatives have enjoyed. 


As the months of the school year pass we have many activities in 
which the children take part. During the winter months we host such 
groups as the “City State Company” which offer the children live per- 
formances in the comfort of their own school. We send our students to 
Bridgewater State College for the Children’s Theatre presentation. During 
the spring months we involve the children in a play production under the 
able direction of Donna Luther. This spring the production was 
“Cinderella”. During this time of the year, we take many of our Field 
Trips to such points as the Boston Museum of Science or the Heritage 
Plantation in Sandwich. This spring we also offered the children an 
assembly on Bicycle Safety presented by the 4-H Extension Service. 


The month of June includes the Mini-Olympics held at the High 
School field when each room represents a nation in an Olympic format. 
Also, in June we have the Awards Assembly. During this assembly we 
attempt to cite the vast number of positive contributions made by 
the majority of children during the year. 


Perhaps the most exciting time is during the December Holiday 
Season. The entire building takes on a festive appearance as bulletin 
boards, windows and walls take on the red, green, and white colors of 
the season. This year we adopted the theme of a Country Christmas - 
our Concert, Fair and Centers followed the topic. The Christmas Centers 
offered in several classrooms brought in many parents to take part with 
their children the making of decorations, ornaments, and displays for the 
season.

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Behind this list of undertakings is the most important aspect of the 
Intermediate School program - the day-to-day instruction carried out by 
the classroom teachers. Within each individual classroom is the best in- 
vestment that can be made in education - the quality and dedication of 
the teachers and support staff. There exists an on-going diagnosis of 
learning difficulties and steps are continually taken to meet the in- 
dividual strengths and weaknesses of a child’s learning style. The role of 
a classroom teacher is a demanding one - the program, presentation, 
preparation, bookkeeping, and unique needs of a classroom of children 
is a great challenge which the teachers strive to meet successfully every- 
day of the year. 


The standardized testing administered to our students substantiates 
the success of the program. The results, especially in the reading areas, 
show significant growth over the period of time the testing has been 
given. 


On behalf of the staff of the Intermediate School I thank the many 
individuals and agencies who contribute to the success of the school: 
Mrs. Eastman and her library staff, Chief Winsor, Chief Tardie and High- 
way Surveyor Raymond Tardie. 


A final thanks to you, Mr. Mitchell and to Mr. Achin, Mr. Levine 
and your office staff. Through you efforts and support and direction of 
the East Bridgewater School Committee we have met the challenges of 
this year and continue to offer the children of East Bridgewater a quality 
instructional program.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Mitchell, 


The East Bridgewater Middle School presently has an enrollment of 
638 students in grades six through eight. This number reflects the gradual 
decline in our population that has occurred over the past few years. We 
have offset the student loss by reducing two classroom teaching positions. 
This has been done in a way that has not directly hindered the academic 
program, thereby insuring quality instruction for our students. 


The Middle School and High School administrations and faculties 
have continued to meet frequently in order to develop better articulation 
processes. Significant progress has been made in the areas of curriculum 
revision, placement of students, and record-keeping. 


The State of Massachusetts has implemented a policy of Minimum 
Competency Testing that will take effect in 1981. Simply stated, this 
means that students will have to demonstrate mastery of basic skills 
in the areas of reading, writing, mathematics, listening and speaking. The 
Middle School staff has begun an in-depth review of our curriculum in 
order to ascertain the appropriateness of what we presently are teaching. 
This will allow us the opportunity to develop a management system that 
will focus on the progress of our students in their subject areas in a more 
precise manner. The culminating activity of our reassessment will be the 
development of measurement systems that will evaluate not only the 
narrow concerns of the state’s policy, but also the wide range of 
academic endeavors that we feel necessary in the education of our 
students. 


The community continues to make excellent use of our facilities. 
Presently, over twenty political, educational, social and athletic organ- 
izations are involved in ongoing programs in our school. On certain 
evenings, as many as 200 adults participate in various activities. The 
Senior Citizen lunch program continues to be popular, and the cafeteria 
staff is pleased that they can provide meals for a significant number of 
participants. 


The extra-curricular activities offered to Middle School students 
have maintained a high level of interest. The Drama Club presented a 
play, “The Christmas Carol” in December and is making preparations for 
a major production in the spring. The “‘Variety Show” was very suc- 
cessful, involving over 100 of our students. Proceeds from this activity 
were used to upgrade the audio system in the cafeteria, and the cast 
and its advisors deserve special thanks for their contribution to the 
school. 


The Music Department continues to have an active and effective 
program. In addition to placing the highest number of participants from 
East Bridgewater in the S.E.M.S.B.A. and District bands and choruses, we 
have over 25% of our school population involved in the various perform- 
ing groups. 
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Again, we have sent students to the summer program held at 
Bridgewater State College sponsored by Project Contemporary Com- 
petitiveness for gifted students. Our students performed very well there, 
indicating the preparation that they had in the elementary levels of the 
East Bridgewater Schools. Overall indications from the standardized 
tests we administer to our students reflects this positive growth also. 


I would be remiss if I did not mention the exceptional work done 
by members of our Support Service Tcam comprised of the learning 
disabilites teachers, the speech teacher, the guidance counselors, and 
Mr. Prestridge, the Core Evaluation Team Chairman. They, in cooperation 
with the classroom teachers, provide for the needs of students who fall 
under the guidelines of Chapter 766. The excellent quality of their 
diagnostic and prescriptive work, coupled with the implementation of 
the educational plans, is truly commendable. 


We had three new staff members join us this year. Mrs. Judith 
Bougas, a graduate of Bridgewater State College with a Masters Degree 
in Special Education replaced Miss Kathryn Liebman; Mrs. Margaret 
Caron, a graduate of Southeastern Massachusetts University replaced 
Mrs. Francis Sanschagrin as a teacher of 7th grade literature; and 
Mrs. Judith Dennis, a graduate of Boston University, replaced 
Mrs. Sharon Waldron as a teacher’s aide. 


I want to extend my thanks to the entire staff of the Middle 
School for their efforts this past year in providing quality instruction 
for our students. I also wish to thank you and your assistants, Mr. Achin 
and Mr. Levine, for your cooperation. Finally, to the members of the 
School Committee, without whose support and encouragement the 
quality education of East Bridgewater students would not be possible, 


a sincere thanks from the staff and the administration of the Middle 
School.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased to submit the Annual Report of the High School 
Principal for 1978. 


Our enrollment as of October 1, 1978 was 767. This included grade 
9 - 228; grade 10 -198; grade 11 - 175; grade 12 - 166. 


Faculty changes of note occurred at the beginning of the 1978-79 
school year. Janice Williams left the English Department to become a 
general counsellor in the Guidance Department. Patrick Cronin was 
transferred from the Middle School to fill the resulting vacancy. 


The resignations of Patricia Brown in Business Education and 
Josephine Manuele in Foreign Languages resulted in two new members 
joining our staff. Debra Merrill, a graduate of Suffolk University, is now 
in our Business Education Department; Edmundo Macedo of South- 
eastern Massachusetts University now serves as a Spanish and Bi-lingual 
teacher. 


Also joining us this school year are Cynthia Sulkala, returning as 
a Home Economics teacher, after a one year educational leave of 
absence; Carol Kelly as teacher aide; and Norman McGowan as library 
assistant. 


We are all saddened by the sudden death in December of George 
Butts, who had served as a custodian in the High School since 1974. 


Considerable imagination, effort, and time has been devoted this 
year to taking a deep and critical look at the scheduling process and cur- 
riculum at the High School. Since the Spring, High School, Middle 
School, and Superintendent’s office staff members have met jointly to 
review matters of mutual concern - matters directly relating to the 
education of students in the High School and students just coming to 
the High School from the Middle School. 


The result of these meetings has been the recommendation for 
major changes to the English and Social Studies programs. In the future, 
the departments will rely upon full-year courses as the foundation 
for the basic required studies in English and Social Studies. The full-year 
courses will be supplemented by a limited number of half-year elective 
courses. No longer will ‘quarter courses” be offered in these depart- 
ments. It is our hope and belief that these changes will resuit in a cur- 
riculum that better serves students because it is sequenced, is more 
stable, and can be more easily scheduled. 


Scheduling and curriucium - related problems are areas in which 
we feel confident of success. I wish, as a secondary school, we could 
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feel more confidence and less frustration in solving other problems. For 
problems that so often are distressing in society today are equally distres- 
sing in secondary schools everywhere - including East Bridgewater. 
Clearly, many of these problems we face are not school originated prob- 
lems-they are problems that come to schools from the world beyond its 
walls. Too many of our students come to us as very troubled young 
people. They are troubled by personal doubts and insecurity at home; 
by drugs and alcohol; by legal and court involvement; by an absence 
of values; and by a lack or direction and goals. As a result, we have some 
students who are largely unmotivated toward learning. School-work is 
often the least of their concerns; education and appreciation of the rights 
of others to be educated is nil; respect toward any semblance of 
authority is very low. 


Still, the school is looked upon by many components of society 
as the answer to virtually all problems. Teach them; counsel them; 
guide them; direct them; feed them; look after their medical and psycho- 
logical needs; rehabilitate them; imbue them with values; mother and 
father them; keep them off the street; insure their success in the future. 


The obstacles to be overcome to do all this are enormous; the 
frustrations are depressing. Between what we are asked to do, and what 
we are mandated to do, High School is no longer simply a matter of 
“The 3 - R’s.” Thankfully, our faculty and staff face each day as a new 
day, and try very hard. But, Mr. Mitchell, I feel for them and for us all. 
We need all of the public understanding and support we can get. 


Highlights of 1978 include a series of wonderful accomplishments 
in the Music Department. The Viking Marching Band and Color Guard 
travelled to Toronto, Canada in the Spring to attend the International 
Music Festival. The Band performed its acclaimed field show at foot- 
ball games this fall, when it also entered band competitions in Plymouth 
and Gloucester, and parades in Quincy and Middleboro. In all four events, 
the Vikings were awarded 1st place in their class. The Concert Band and 
Concert Choir presented their annual Spring and Christmas concerts 
receiving standing ovations on both occasions. 


Also of note this year were the drama productions of “Guys and 
Dolls” and “Barefoot in the Park;” the annual visit of the U. S. Navy 
Stage Band; an assembly featuring the Kenyon Martin Mime Theatre; 
the continual excellent service projects of the Key Club; two suc- 
cessful visits by the Red Cross Bloodmobile; and the commencement 
ceremonies featuring a unique, entertaining, and thought-provoking 
address by Daniel Rodricks, a graduate of the Class of 1972. 


Special thanks this year go to the staff and students who supported 
our programs; Department Heads and Directors; to the counsellors who 
gave up many days of summer vacation to help with scheduling; to 
Helen Cox and Donald Oakley for new curriculum work; to Assistant 
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Principal William Farrell, a man long on talent and effort; to the School 
Committee and yourself, Mr. Mitchell, for your support, encouragement, 
and concern.

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REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE COORDINATOR FOR 
SPECIAL SERVICES 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


The past year has had very rewarding and exciting experiences as 
well as its frustrations. Each year, new legislation and accompanying 
regulations take more administrative and staff time as well as changing 
and increasing State forms. 


There were several highlights in the areas of Special Education. 
One significant accomplishment was the development by the Special 
Services Committee of a sixty page working document which serves as 
a giant step toward the condensing of forms, tests, procedures, and 
objectives. 


Another highlight was the creation of a self-contained resource 
room at the Intermediate School. This was accomplished through re- 
classification of a teacher and did not require adding new personnel. 
This room makes our School System less dependent on other public and 
private schools to serve certain special needs. In addition to having the 
students remain in their own school, it represents a significant savings in 
tuition and transportation. 


During the past year, we were involved in a lengthy appeal process 
and litigation in an attempt to recover funds which were reduced from 
the 1977 Cherry Sheet as the result of a controversial audit performed 
on the 1974-75 End of Year Report. To date, we have been successful 
in recovering $57,000 through the appeal process and in the court case 
we have received a preliminary ruling declaring that the audits were 
not conducted in accordance with the principles of the Administrative 
Practice Act. This case will continue through next year and I am optimis- 
tic about the final outcome. 


A highlight in the area of Guidance that will continue through the 
next year is a study being done on standardized testing. There are many 
demands on a school system for standardized testing. Among them are 
Federal requirements for needs assessments and pre and post tests. The 
new state policy on basics skills improvement will require at least three 
test administrations each year. In addition to these concerns, the counsel- 
ors will be studying the needs of teachers, administrators, and parents. 
It is important that their study result in recommendations that will 
combine as many needs as possible into a comprehensive and effective 
standardized testing program. 


The area of Health Services was highlighted by the passing of new 
legislation on student immunization. Because of this new legislation, it 
becomes necessary for the Health personnel to check each student’s 
record to verify compliance with the new regulations. In addition to 
being responsible for monitoring each student’s health record, our health 
personnel are available for first aid; checking daily attendance; screening 
each student every year in the areas of vision and hearing; assisting in 
immunization clinics, physicals, and tuberculosis testing; and serving as 
medical representatives on full TEAM evaluations, and advisors to the 
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administrators for recommended policy changes. 


I am pleased to report, that for the fourth consecutive year, our 
entitlements for federal funds increased significantly. We received ap- 
proximately $45,000 in ESEA Title I, $42,000 in P.L. 94-142, $5,600 in 
Title IV, and $16,000 in P.L. 94-482. With each grant there is an ac- 
companying set of regulations and forms. Althouth I serve as the contact 
person with the State and Federal agencies in securing the grants, the 
burden of administering the programs, supervising the personnel, pre and 
post testing, and monitoring the programs falls upon the Principals and 
Assistants in each building. 


I would like to acknowledge the cooperation of Mrs. Grace 
Eastman in securing the Title IV grant, and Mrs. Diane Barbour, Title I 
Parent Advisory Council Chairperson, for her assistance all year. 


Each year we receive cooperation from all of the Town Depart- 
ments. In particular, I would like to thank the Town Clerk, Mrs. Elaine 
Powers, for her cooperation in meeting the requirement of the school 
census. 


I am grateful to all of the Special Services Personnel, Title I and 
Special Needs Aides, Counselors, and Health Personnel for their tremend- 
ous efforts in making 1978 a successful year. I am also grateful to the 
Principals for their assistance and cooperation. 


I cannot let any year go by without special acknowledgement of 
George Frye, Eileen Williams, Jeff Prestridge and Bill Farrell. I want to 
thank them for turning potentially frustrating situations into con- 
structive challenges and assuming so much of the State and Federal 
mandated administrative responsibilities in order that the students can 
receive as much help as possible.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF MUSIC

The Music Department submits its report of progress and develop- 
ment for 1978. 


Mrs. Wilcox has completed her first year as vocal music teacher at 
the Middle and High Schools with outstanding msucial accomplishments 
for her students. Her work in the classroom at the Middle School has also 
had a tremendous impact in the musical education of students in grades 
6 and 7. 


Mr. Megan, Mrs. Luther and Mrs. Zahakos have continued their 
fine work at the Middle, Intermediate and Central Schools respectively. 


Mr. Buckley has rejoined our staff as part-time percussion instruc- 
tor and has rekindled student interest in participation in this area. 


The activities and accomplishments of our students at all grade 
levels have been outstanding this year. 


The Viking Band completed successful concert, parade and field 
show performances in Toronto, Canada last May. 


The band placed third in the State Concert Band Contest in Fitch- 
burg. The band has been victorious in competition this fall, placing first 
in the Bay State Marching Band Competition in Plymouth, the 
Gloucester Invitational Competition in Gloucester, the Middleboro 
Christmas Parade, and was awarded first place in the Massachusetts 
State Parade Championship in Quincy. Michelle Creedon, drum major 
of the band, was awarded honors for the best drum major in the parade. 
These accomplishments have gained a great deal of recognition for our 


high school musicians and are achievements the entire town can be proud 
of. 


School assemblies, Spring and Christmas Concerts were held by all 
schools and were well attended with capacity audiences of parents, 
relatives, students and friends. 


Many of our Middle and High School students continue to audition 
for, and be accepted to, District and S.E.M.S.B.A. Music Festivals, in- 
dicating a high level of acheivement for these students. 


This past spring, High School students William Solari and Teresa 
Capachione represented East Bridgewater in band and chorus at the 
Massachusetts All-State Music Conference at the University of Massa- 
chusetts at Amherst. This marks the first time in at least ten years that 
our high school students have achieved this honor. 
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The Music Department hosted concerts by the University of Massa- 
chusetts Wind Ensemble, the Monadnock Classic Guitar Trio from Keene 
State College, New Hampshire and Symphonic Steel, a steel band from 
Dundee Central School, New York. 


Our student participation in Youth Concerts at Symphony Hall 
continues to grow. The opportunity to attend special concerts for 
young audiences by the Boston Symphony is being enjoyed by more 
students each year. 


Music In Our Schools Week activities were held in all schools, 
giving parents and townspeople the opportunity to observe the music 
education experiences in the classrooms. This week-long observance will 
be held again this year, April 2-7, and all are welcome to visit the schools. 


Band and choral clinics were held for all students with guest 
clinicians Dr. Theodore Davidovich, Choral Director from Bridgewater 
State College, and Professor Walter Chestnut, Professor of Applied 
Trumpet from the University of Massachusetts at Amherst. 


As participants in the New England High School Band and Color 
Guard Associations, our students hosted the New England High School 
Color Guard Finals Competition at the High School. 


385 Middle and Intermediate students attended the Opera New 
England production of Mozart’s “Impressario” at Brockton HIgh School. 


Students at the Central and Intermediate Schools saw assembly 
programs performed by the New England Theatre Guild. 


The vocal music programs in the schools give all of our students 
the chance to learn and participate in music experiences beyond the 
classroom. The Central School 3rd grade chorus, the Intermediate 
chorus, and grade 6, grade 7 and 8, and boys choruses at the Middle 
School all show enthusiastic participation and point to the fact that 
music is very important in the lives of these children. 


The High School vocal programs shows outstanding quality, per- 
forming selections rich in musical history and tradition. 


The music curriculum in the schools offers many valuable ed- 
ucational opportunities and continues to draw students into the perform- 
ing organizations. These musical experiences are important to the 
students and become the foundation for future cultural growth and for 
lifelong appreciation of the arts. Each year we have graduates who pursue 
careers in music and others who continue to participate in the many 
community musical organizations in the area. 
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For the future, I hope to see continued support for the musical 
arts in the community and continued development of quality educational 
experiences for the children of East Bridgewater.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SCHOOL FOOD SERVICES 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I hereby submit my first report as School Food Services Director 
for the Town of East Bridgewater, for the year ending December 31, 
1978. 


Participation has been high, in both our Lunch and Special Milk 
Programs. Brunch is still being offered at the High School level. 


Milk prices have been decreased to $.04 per half pint due to the 
amount of subsidy we are receiving which is presently $.0675 and the 
charge from Hendricksons Dairy of Abington which is .0963 for homo- 
genized and .0979 for chocolate. The Ice-Cream bid went to Hendries 
Ice-Cream Co. of Milton. The Bread bid went to Guisti Bread Co. of New 
Bedford, Ma. 


Our commodities have been sufficient although we have received 
very little in meat products. 


Increased food and labor costs have forced the School Department 
to raise the lunch prices from $.35 to $.40 per student for Type A plate 
and from $.85 to $.90 per adult meal. Approximately 2600 half pints 
of milk are being served daily at the four schools, with a choice of 
either chocolate or white milk. 


The Central School is serving primarily a Type A-Soup and Sand- 
wich menu in order to eliminate plate waste. We are finding that this is 
working our very well. 


The Middle School is offering a choice Menu once a week, whereby 
students may choose a hot plate or a cold sandwich plate. Also, Elderly 
lunches, are being served on Thursdays. 


The High School as in the past is still offereing a choice of hot or 
cold plate. The Key Club is continuing to serve Holiday meals to shut- 
ins. 


We have at present, 276 students on the free lunch program and 
160 students on the reduced lunch program, within the four schools. 
The charge for reduced lunches is $.20. Subsidies this year are $.20 
per plate for paid lunches, $.50 for free and $.30 for reduced. 


My thanks go to the four Managers and their staffs, the Principals, 
who have been very cooperative, and our former Director, Mrs. Siscoe, 
who has helped me immeasurably in my new position. My thanks also go 
to Mr. Achin and you Mr. Mitchell. I am looking forward to a very 
pleasant and successful year.

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SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
January 24, 1977 


A legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of East Bridge- 
water qualified to vote in Elections and Town Affairs was held in the 
Michael J. McCarthy Auditorium of the East Bridgewater High School, 
Monday, January 24, 1977, under a warrant issued by the Selectmen and 
dated January 3, 1977. 


The meeting was called to order by Moderator Philip E. Carey at 
8:05 p.m. who appointed Paul Garabedian, Herbert West, Stanley Gold- 
man and Berj Kambegian as tellers, sworn to duty by Town Clerk Elaine S. 
Powers. Checkers at the door were Helen R. Thomdike, Pauline E. 
Singleton and Virginia Clarity also sworn to duty by the Town Clerk. 
Registered voters checked into the Auditorium were: Precinct I, 31; 
Precinct II, 40; Precinct HI, 42; for a total of 113 voters present. Town 
Clerk Powers read the warrant and return of service. 


The following action was taken on those articles in the warrant 
that did not require a quorum. Previous to acting on the articles a 
count of those present was taken by the tellers and showed that there 
was an absence of a quorum. 


Article 1. Voted to recind Article No. 20, approved at a Special 
Town Meeting held on September 20, 1976, and substitute the following: 

Voted to adopt the following amendment to the Southeastern 
Regional School District Agreement as follows: 

Voted to adopt the following amendment to our Regional School 
District Agreement: 

AMENDMENT NO. 2 TO THE AGREEMENT FOR THE ESTAB- 
LISHMENT OF THE SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL SCHOOL DIST- 
RICT 

Pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 489 of the Acts of 1963, 
the Agreement entered into by and among the towns of East Bridge- 
water, Easton, Foxborough, Mansfield, Norton, Sharon, Stoughton 
and West Bridgewater, and the City of Brockton, Massachusetts, pursuant 
to which the Southeastern Regional School District was established and 
now operates is hereby amended by: 

1. Striking out SECTION I, Paragraph (C), Elected Members: 
- and substituting, therefore, the following: 

(C) Elected Members 

At the biennial city election in 1977, the City of Brockton shall 
elect one member to serve on the Committee for a term of four (4) 
years and one member to serve on the Committee for a term of two (2) 


years and at every biennial city election commencing with the biennial 
election in 1979, the City of Brockton shall elect one of its two members 
to serve on the Committee for a term of four (4) years. At the annual 
town elections in 1966 each of the following towns which are members 
of the District shall elect members to serve on the Committee as follows: 
The Towns of East Bridgewater, Easton and Foxborough shall each elect 
one member for a term of one year; and towns of Mansfield, Norton and 
Sharon shall each elect one member for a term of two years, and the 
towns of Stoughton and West Bridgewater shall each elect one member 
for a term of three years; and thereafter, in every year in which the term 
of office of an elected member expires, the member town involved shall, 
at its annual town election, elect one member to serve for a term of 
three years. 

2. Striking out SECTION I, Paragraph (E) Organization and Com- 
mencement of Terms of Office: - and substituting therefore the following; 

(E) Organization and Commencement of Terms of Office 

The term of office of any member from a member town shall 
begin on the date of the first regular School Committee Meeting fol- 
lowing the last regular member town election and the term of office of 
any member from the City of Brockton shall begin on the date of the 
first regular School Committee Meeting in January following his or her 
election. Promptly upon the appointment and qualification of the mem- 
bers of the Interim Committee and thereafter on the date of the first 
regular school committee meeting following the last regular member 
town election, the Committee shall organize and choose by ballot a 
chairman form among its own membership. At the same meeting, or at 
any other meeting, the Committee shall appoint a treasurer and a sec- 
retary, who may be the same person but who need not be members of 
the Committee, choose such other officers as it deems advisable, 
determine the terms of office of its officers (except the chairman who 
shall be elected annually as provided above) and prescribe the powers 
and duties of any of its officers, fix the time and place for its regular 
meetings and provide for the calling of special meetings. 


Article 2: Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,400.- for 
the purchase of a new photo-copy machine for the Department of 
Veterans Services and to meet such appropriation, a transfer of $2,400.- 
from the Veterans Benefit Account to the Veterans Service Office 
Expense Account be authorized. 


Article 4: Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.- to be 
used for the Town Auditor Clerk Hire Expense, and to meet said 
appropriation, a transfer of $1,000.- from Available Funds in the 
Treasury be authorized. 
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Article 5: Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $315.40 for 
the Highway Department - Labor Payroll Account, to cover retroactive 
salary for one member of the Highway Department, January 1, 1976 
to June 30, 1976, and to meet said appropriation, a transfer of $315.40 
from Available Funds in the Treasury be authorized. A unanimous vote. 


Article 7: Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $450.- for 
Police Department - Radio Expense Account, and to meet said 
appropriation, a transfer of $450.- from Available Funds in the Treasury 
by authorized. 


Article 8: Voted to transfer the following accounts, viz: 
Maintenance of Land Fill Equipment 
Care of Disposal Area 
from under the Highway Department, to the jurisdiction of the Board of 
Health. 


Article 11: Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,499.- for 
Board of Health - Maintenance of Land Fill Equipment Account, to pur- 
chase and install hoisting mechanism, also modify the body to an Army 
Surplus Vehicle for use at the Disposal Area, and to meet said ap- 
propriation, a transfer of $2,499.- from Available Funds in the Treasury 
be authorized.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and ac- 
counts of the town of East Bridgewater for the period from July 1, 
1975 to December 11, 1976, and report thereon as follows: 


An examination and verification was made of the recorded fin- 
ancial transactions of the town, as shown on the books of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing 
bills for collection. 


An analysis was made of the town auditor’s ledgers for the period 
covered by the audit. The recorded receipts were compared with the 
treasurer's books and with the records in the several departments cql- 
lecting money for the town. The payments, as entered, were checked 
with the treasurer's books and with the treasury warrants, while the 
appropriations, loan authorizations, and transfers were checked with 
the town clerk’s records of town meeting proceedings and with the 
authorizations of the finance committee for transfers from the reserve 
fund. The necessary adjustments resulting from the audit were made, and 
a balance sheet showing the financial condition of the town on 
December 11, 1976 was prepared and is appended to this report. 
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The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts were checked with the town auditor’s 
books, with the departmental records of payments to the treasurer, and 
with other sources from which money was paid into the town treasury. 
The payments were compared with the warrants approved by the select- 
men and with the town auditor’s records. 


The treasurer's cash balance on December 11, 1976 was proved by 
actual count of the cash in the office, and by reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements furnished by the banks of deposit. 


The Federal Revenue Sharing Funds were examined and checked. 
The funds received from the Federal government were listed and the 
income was proved. The appropriations were checked with the town 
clerk’s records of town meeting votes, and the payments were compared 
with the approved warrants authorizing the disbursement of Federal 
Revenue Sharing Funds and with the town auditor’s records. The cash 
balance on December 11, 1976 was proved by reconciliation of the bank 
balance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The Anti-Recession Funds, Title I], were examined and checked. 
The funds received from the Federal government were listed and the 
cash balance on December 11, 1976 was proved by reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a statement furnished by the depository. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the investment 
of the trust and investment funds in the custody of the town treasurer 
and the trustees were examined and listed. The income was proved, and 
all transactions and balances were verified and compared with the town 
auditor’s books. 


The records of employees’ payroll deductions during the period of 
the audit were examined and checked. The amounts paid to the proper 
agencies, as well as the payments for the purchase of savings bonds, 
were verified, and the balances were reconciled with the town auditor’s 
ledger controls. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
proved with the amounts falling due and were checked with the can- 
celled securities on file. The outstanding coupons on December 11, 1976 
were listed and reconciled with the balances in the bond and coupon 
account as shown by a statement received from the bank of deposit. 
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The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 
were examined and checked. The taxes, water liens, interest, and costs 
transferred to the tax title account were compared with the tax col- 
lector’s records. The tax title redemptions were checked with the treas- 
urer’s recorded receipts, the foreclosures were verified, and the tax titles 
and tax possessions on hand December 11, 1976 were listed, reconciled 
with the auditor’s ledger, and checked with the records at the Registry of 
Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The tax, excise, departmental, and water accounts 
outstanding on July 1, 1975, as well as all subsequent commitments, 
were audited and proved. The cash books were analyzed, the payments 
to the treasurer were verified, the abatements were checked with the 
assessors’ and other departmental records of abatements granted, the 
amounts transferred to the tax title account were compared with the 
records of tax titles held by the town, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and reconciled with the town auditor’s ledger accounts. 


The collector’s cash balance on December 11, 1976 was proved 
by actual count of the cash in the office, and by reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


In order to verify the outstanding accounts, verification notices 
were mailed to a number of persons whose names appeared on the re- 
cords as owing money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating 
that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts on account of dog and sporting 
licenses issued, as well as from miscellaneous sources, were verified and 
compared with the payments to the town and to the State. The cash on 
hand December 11, 1976, including the petty cash advance, was verified 
by actual count. 


The records of receipts of the board of selectmen, the sealer of 
weights and measures, and the building, wiring, and plumbing inspectors, 
as well as of the police, health, and school departments, and of all other 
departments in which money was collected for the town, were examined 
and checked. The payments to the town treasurer were verified by 
comparison with the treasurer’s and the town auditor’s books, and the 
cash on hand in the several departments, including petty cash advances, 
was proved by actual count. 
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The surety bonds of the several town officials required by law to 
file them for the faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tablies showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s and the collector’s cash, 
summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, tax possession, departmental, 
and water accounts, as well as schedules showing the condition and trans- 
actions of the trust and investment funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was extended by the 
town officals, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, I 
wish to express appreciation.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


We hereby submit our report for the year ending December 3], 
1977. 


THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN, being the executive branch of 
Town government, becomes involved in a variety of diverse matters con- 
cerning the operation and management of Town affairs. The Board 
meets every Monday evening for ten months of the year; during July 
and August meetings are held bi-weekly. All meetings are open to the 
public and we invite interested citizens to attend. 


The year 1977 began in the usual fashion finding the Board faced 
with extremely heavy agendas at most regular meetings. Many matters 
which require considerable time to dispose of, and in which many towns- 
people or other town departments are involved, are often rescheduled for 
special meeting or public hearings on other nights since they could not be 
handled properly in the time available at a regular Monday evening 
meeting. The past year required more than the usual number of such 
special meetings or hearings and covered such subjects as union negoti- 
ations, emergency funding, sanitary land fill, liquor license violations, 
dog problems, used car licenses, water quality workshops, proposed 


routes for regionalized sewage system, the proposed library addition, and 
many others. 


The ANNUAL TOWN ELECTIONS were held in April and Dana G. 
Chase was re-elected to a third, three year term on the Board of Select- 
men. The Board reorganized following the election, with John Gilbride 
elected Chairman and Frank Underhill elected Clerk. 


Also in April, the ANNUAL TOWN MEETING opened on a con- 
servative note after statements were read by the Board of Selectmen and 
the Finance Committee. The Selectmen discussed ‘“‘available funds”, as 
projected by the Town Auditor, and outlined certain priorities for the 
use of these funds. It was suggested by the Board that several capital ex- 
penditures be made from “available funds” so that they would not 
further increase the 1977 tax rate beyond the increase already projected. 
Another portion of “available funds” was earmarked for future wage 
settlements expected to result from collective bargaining. Elected 
officials, department heads, and non-union employees did not seek wage 
increases at the annual town meeting at the request of the Board of 
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Selectmen who were in the midst of collective bargaining with four em- 
ployee unions. The Board felt that settlements would soon be reached 
with the unions; and non-union employees would receive similar in- 
creases at that time. 


The voters then followed the Finance Committee’s recommend- 
ations on the majority of the remaining articles. 


Later in the year, in September, the Auditor informed the Select- 
men that the Commonwealth of Massachusetts had advised him that cer- 
tain funds previously committed to the Town of East Bridgewater from 
last year’s Cherry Sheet, would not be forthcoming. These funds had 
been included in the Auditor’s projection of “available funds” prior to 
the town meetiny, and their loss cast a new light on the Town’s financial 
status with regard to operating funds for the year. 


An investigation was made into procedures for raising and appro- 
priating funds, should the Town find it necessary to do so before the 
1978 annual town meeting. It was learned that because the tax rate had 
already been set, the Town would have to deplete all sources of avail- 
able cash first, and then with permission from the State, would be 
forced to borrow money to be charged against next year’s tax rate. 
Any such borrowing, then, would mean an automatic tax rate increase 
for 1978 before the town meeting is even convened. 


The Board, recognizing the financial havoc which could result from 
the State’s cut-back of Cherry Street funds, quickly engaged in emerg- 
ency financial planning with the Finance Committee, the Auditor, and 
the Treasurer. The Selectmen adopted the position that they would take 
whatever action possible to avoid borrowing against next year’s tax rate 
and held a special meeting of all department heads to discuss the situ- 
ation with them, and inform them of the necessity of staying within ap- 
proved budgets. Department heads were advised that there would be no 
funds available to transfer into their departments to cover budget over- 
runs, and that any line item which proved insufficient, would have to be 
supplemented by a transfer from another line item from within the same 
department’s budget. The Selectmen and Finance Committee would not 
authorize any transfers from what was left of “available funds” except 
in case of extreme emergency. 
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The above events have caused the Selectmen to hold frequent 
Special Town Meetings during the year in order to transfer funds be- 
tween line items and avoid borrowing against next year’s tax rate. 


All departments have cooperated to the fullest and offered many 
helpful suggestions in this serious matter. 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE CENTER OF EAST BRIDGEWATER 


It was reported in the previous Town Report that a tentative plan 
had been devised to alleviate the traffic problems in the center of town. 
The initial proposal was rejected by the Commonwealth of Mass., Depart- 
ment of Public Works, due to the low priority assigned under existing 
state formulas. The plan has been resubmitted under a different pro- 
gram and has received a more favorable priority this time. We thank the 
Building Inspector and the Safety Officer for their diligent efforts in 
pursuing this project. 


COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 


Collective Bargaining has taken many hours of the Selectmen’s 
time. They represented the Town in bargaining with four separate trade 
unions; Police, Firefighters, Clerical, and Trades & Services (Highway, 
Water and Tree). The Selectmen have taken a hard line on several issues 
that have a direct bearing on the Town’s rights to manage its affairs inso- 
far as they relate to personnel administration. At this writing, only the 
Firefighters have signed a contract although the Clerical and Trades & 
Services Unions are close to settlement. It appears that only the Police 
Association has any major differences with the Board at this time. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE 


The Town accepted delivery of the ambulance from the manu- 
facturer and formal dedication services were held at the end of February 
with members of the Board of Selectmen, the Ambulance Study Com- 
mittee, and the East Bridgewater Firefighters Association present. Chief 
Robert K. Winsor accepted the Ambulance and with it the responsibility 
of providing ambulance service to the citizens of the Town. The ambul- 
ance will be manned by Firefighters who have completed the prescribed 
courses in Emergency Medical Training (EMT). We again publicly thank 
the Ambulance Study Committee for their diligent research and con- 
tributions to the Town. 
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THE COMMITTEE TO STUDY LEASH AND 
DOG RESTRAINING LAWS 

While dog problems have continued to plague the Town, the Com- 
mittee to Study Leash Laws has been busy at work. In addition to draft- 
ing a proposed law for the control of dogs, this committee, working with 
the Board, the Dog Officer, and the Town Clerk, has been responsible for 
the registration of more than 1,350 dogs this year as compared to 612 the 
previous year. 


CETA 


The Town received approval for two CETA projects this year, one 
for cleaning the Matfield River, and another for clearing land for the 
Conservation Commission; both were funded by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


The Matfield River Clean-up Project commenced in May with a 
crew of five, who cleared trees and heavy brush from the river banks. 
Log and rubbish jams were cleaned out of the river as well as 37 tires 
and several oil drums. Boats were supplied by CETA, and we wish to 
thank those townspeople who provided roof racks to carry boats to the 
site. 


Work under the East Bridgewater Conservation Project began at the 
West Union Street Mill site, where brush and trees are cleared. The crew 
moved to the Satucket River area where a road was cut from the end at 
Bennett Lane to the river. Brush was removed and trees were thinned. 


Both CETA projects were organized and supervised by the Building 
Inspector. Without his efforts the Town would not have been able to 
take advantage of the CETA program. 


LIBRARY ADDITION 


In June 1977 the Board re-submitted application under EDA, 
Local Public Works Program, Round II, for Addition and Renovation to 
the East Bridgewater Public Library in the amount of $297,000. 


The project as submitted in Round I was an $800,000 project and 
ranked thirteenth behind those funded in the State. In Round II the 
target amount was $297,000, later reduced to $294,000. To keep the 
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project viable at this figure, 2761 square feet were eliminated completely 
and some areas on the basement and third floor which had previously 
been finished and furnished were left undeveloped. Further reduction 
was not possible to meet community goals of service and programs. 


In September we received letter that the Town was successful in 
obtaining EDA Grant in the amount of $294,000. Bids were advertised, 
and in December we requested an extension of the 90 day deadline in 
beginning the project, as all bids of general contractors came in over the 
target figure, and re-bidding or town meeting could not be accomplished 
without the requested extension. 


Throughout this time we were in contact with Senator Edward 
Brooke and Representative Margaret Heckler. Through their assistance 
we were granted an extension and took the decision of additional fund- 
ing to the townspeople. 


The Board wishes to thank Mrs. Grace Eastman, Librarian, for the 
many hours involved in this application and its success; also Mr. Robert E. 
Lundberg, Building Inspector and the Library Trustees who assisted in 
the project. 


PERSONNEL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


A personnel Advisory Committee consisting of five members has 
been established by the Board. This action was taken after it was learned 
that the Personnel Relations Review Board, which had been acting in an 
advisory capacity to the Board and the Finance Committee, was no 
longer able to continue due to the fact that the Town had not adopted 
Chapter 40, Section 21A and 21B and Chapter 41, Section 108A of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. The Personnel Advisory Board will function 
in much the same fashion as the PRRB has in past years. 


INSURANCE COMMITTEE 


Since consolidating the town’s insurance program under the 
Selectmen’s budget, the Insurance Committee has continued to meet 
frequently with the Board making recommendations to improve and 
update the town’s insurance coverage. We wish to thank the Insurance 
Committee for the many hours of work they have contributed to the 
Town.

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Report of the Police Department

Engine 2, a 1941 Seagraves and a 1949 Dodge 3/4 T. Forest Fire 
truck, as per Town Meeting vote were auctioned off in May of 1977, and 
money was turned back to the Town Treasurer. 


On March 5, 1977 your department began providing the ambulance 
service to the town. We are now staffed by 10 permanent fire fighter/ 
EMT’s and 2 call firefighter/EMT’s. 


This has been a very interesting and rewarding experience, although 
very demanding on our manpower. Records indicate that the ambulance 
service is an estimated 60% of our workload as to responses. Our EMT’s 
are doing a fine job as shown by the many cards of thanks received, and 
the personal thank-you’s received from our citizens. The ambulance has 
traveled 6,500 miles in a 10 month period. 


I feel it is my duty as Chief of the department operating this 
service that I should remind all townspeople of the original intent. When 
the ambulance was purchased and firefighters were trained as EMT’s, the 
program was designed to provide emergency care at the scene of an ill- 
ness or accident and to provide emergency medical care during trans- 
portation to a medical facility. 


Anyone who feels they need this service should be aware that it is 
restricted to emergency services such as - lack of, or serious trouble 
breathing, blood circulation failure (heart attack) or indication of same; 
uncontrollable bleeding (internal or external); stroke or nerve disorders; 
shock; poisoning or overdoses of drugs; maternity cases where abnormal 
or sudden action is taking place; severe fractures, where improper 
handling may result in more serious injury; psychiatric cases where 
patient could inflict injury on oneself or others. 


If your feel you have an emergency medical problem, call your fire 
department (378-2121). Whoever answers will evaluate the call and the 
ambulance will be dispatched if deemed necessary. 


Please bear in mind, if time and emergency care is not a critical 
factor you may be asked to use other means of transportation (private 
ambulance; police cruiser; own or neighbor’s vehicle). This request will 
be made in order to have our ambulance available for more serious 
services as well as the fact that our EMT’s are also firefighters and must 
be available as much as possible. 


Please be confident that in questionable cases the ambulance will 
be dispatched. 


At this time I wish to inform our taxpayers of our manpower 
problems with the addition of the ambulance service. During this ten 
months time it has proven that we are running with the absolute min- 
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imum of manning. We are required by law to respond with 2 EMT’s on 
all ambulance calls. This leave one man back in the station on 90% of 
these runs. This single firefighter is the only one available at this time to 
respond to any fire calls received for fire still alarm responses, and 
perform communications and security duties within the station. There is 
rio question in my mind as Chief of this department that we need ad- 
ditional manpower whenever our taxpayers can afford it. I am fully 
aware of the financial status of the town at this time and am making no 
budget request for additional firefighters/EMT’s this year for this reason. 
I feel this situation is critical, and we must make plans for additional 
firefighter/EMT’s in the future. 


The new pumping engine is finally under construction and due for 
delivery in late April of this year. I’m sure that the addition of this piece 
of apparatus will prove its worth in case of a large or serious fire as well 
as taking some of the load off our older apparatus. Also, this should 
enable us to give fair response for mutual aid to our neighboring towns. 


With the co-operation of our citizens the open burning permit 
program went well for the year 1977, with only one permit fire getting 
out of control. Outside burning dates are now January 15 to March 15. 
Again I wish to remind the citizens that a burning permit is required 
from the Fire Department for all outside burning. Permits cannot be 
issued for building debris, grass, leaves, rubbish, etc. By the time this 
report reaches the townspeople, the burning dates will be over, but it is 
the intent of the Environmental Air Pollution Board to continue these 
dates in the future. 


This department will be presenting as article for funds to repair, 
install and wire as 35 KVW emergency standby generator at your fire 
station. This department was fortunate to acquire the generator from the 
High School when their addition was built. Minor repairs are necessary, 
but all indications are that this should serve our needs well. In the past, 
we have gotten by when there was a power loss by going on auxiliary 
mobile communications which were far from the best, but with the 
addition of the ambulance service I feel this should not continue. 


This year, as in the past, the Building Inspector has been a great 
asset to our department in the town fire prevention program, as well as 
being available to aid us with other problems. Building codes and or- 
dinances have a definite effect on possible fire loss and life safety. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, all other 
town departments, all my firefighters, EMT’s, and all citizens and 
taxpayers for their fine co-operation.

CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION 


I am extremely pleased to report that during this year Mr. Gerald 
DelPrete of Rockland, who was awarded the bid for the construction of 
a portion of Thatcher Street, completed this work, and we now have a 
greatly improved road leading to the Brockton line. 
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Mr. DelPrete also was the successful bidder for the second portion 
of Thatcher Street, and I am anticipating the construction of this section 
will be completed during 1978. 


CRESCENT STREET RECONSTRUCTION 


The project of reconstructing a portion of Crescent Street was 
partially completed this year; the old road was dug out, regraded and 
base course laid, making the road passable during the winter months.

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Report of the Tree Warden 
To the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The Tree Department, having an active year in 1977, carried out 
it’s usual duties along with other miscellaneous tasks. The latest in 
equipment, methods, and techniques were used to carry out the duties 
of the Department. 


Tree removals for the year 1977 totaled 78. The trees removed 
encompassed such varieties as Elms, Maples, Oaks, Pines, Ash, Linden, 
Willow, Hickory and Catalpa. Of the total removed, one-third were 
Elms and one-third were Maples. Most of the trees removed were either 
dead and/or dangerous to persons or property. In an effort to replace 
trees removed, approximately 60 trees were planted on various streets 
in town. Most of the trees planted were purchases from private nurseries 
with the remainder coming from our own Town Nursery. Varieties 
planted were primarily Norway Maples, with some Crimson King (Red 
Maples) and Mountain Ash also being planted. 


The removal of brush along the roadsides was also continued 
during the year, mainly in the winter months. Approximately two miles 
of brush was cut in various sections of the Town. As in 1976, various 
street corners were cleared of tall grass, brush, and low limbs. All side- 
walks were also trimmed in the interest of public safety, to both ped- 
estrians and motorists. 


Other important duties performed during the year were: repairing 
and maintaining much of our own equipment, co-operating with other 
Town Departments and Committees. Tree pruning was set back some- 
what, due mainly to the lack of a tree climber within the Department. 
Hopefully, the Department will attempt to purchase a used bucket 
truck to aid in this important task. 


The removal of stumps, in some necessary instances, and emerg- 
ency work during wind, rain, and snowstorms, were important duties 
performed in 1977. A total of 24 stumps were “chipped” below ground 
level and filled, graded and seeded. 
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The experienced personnel within the Department, have performed 
all chores delegated to them with ability and pride. In this, my first year 
as Tree Warden, I wish to express my heartfelt thanks to my employees, 
other Town Departments, Town Officials, Town Employees and the 
residents for their support, co-operation, and understanding during the 
year. The efforts put forth by the aforementioned people have been 
extremely helpful in the performances rendered by the Tree Depart- 
ment.

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REPORT OF THE MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Selectmen and the residents of East Bridgewater: 


The Moth Department is a vital part of the Tree Department. This 
Department operates in much the same way as the Tree Department, 
using the same manpower, resources, and equipment. 


Duties performed by the Moth Department in 1977 were: the 
spraying of poison ivy along roadsides and in backyards; monitoring in- 
festations of Gypsy Moth in conjuction with the Mass. Dept. of Natural 
Resources; spraying hornets and wasps, upon request; supervising the 
aerial spraying of mosquitoes in the months of June, July, and August, 
of which four were applied in the year 1977. The Moth Department also 
conducted the spraying of The Eastern Tent Catepillar during the months 
of May and June. This particular insect was very prevalent in 1977, due 
largely to the lack of proper spray equipment. The Moth Department 
also performed the spraying of the Fall Web Worm during late July and 
the month of August. For the third consecutive year, this insect made 
it’s ugly re-appearance. This particular insect does not present any real 
danger to the various trees it selects; other than being unsightly. With the 
acquisition of our new hydraulic sprayer in July a spray program was 
carried out in an effort to control this particular insect. However, 
weather conditions being what they were; winds, rain, etc.; it will not be 
known until next year, how effective the program was. 


The Moth Department also co-operates in a joint effort, with the 
Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project encompassing ground 
spraying, ditching, and draining stagnant water areas, where such duties 
are practical and feasible. 


In closing, I would like to again show my appreciation to my 
employees, Town Departments, Town Officials, Townspeople and all 
personnel associated with the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Proj- 
ect, with a Hearty “Thank-You” for all your interest, support, and co- 
operation extended during the year.

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Report of the Inspector of Plumbing 


I am submitting a report of inspections performed and activities 
executed on behalf of my duties as Inspector of Plumbing for the year 
ending December 1977. 


One hundred and one (101) permits were issued to licensed 
plumbers, to install, alter or otherwise work on plumbing. These permits 
required the inspections of five hundred and sixty-four (564) con- 
nections and appurtenances. 


The Massachusetts Uniform Plumbing Code, Chapter 142, sections 
one through twenty-two were used as a guide for interpretation and 
approval of the work at the inspections. 


This year has been a very difficult one in regard to having work 
passed or meeting code requirements at the rough inspection. It seems as 
though there are a lot of “cellar mechanics” on the loose, taking jobs 
without having the proper business background. Therefore, they skimp 
or delete required materials and cannot conform to the code. This has 
necessitated several inspections to get work passed. After many hours of 
effort, all problems were resolved and conditions made safe. 


The Plumbing Inspectors Department has been, for all practical 
purposes, self supporting, due to the fee basis for permits. 


I want to take this opportunity to thank you and Mrs. Pittsley for 
all the courtesies and assistance given me during the past year.

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Report of the Water Department 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen and The Citizens of 
East Bridgewater 


This past year the project which called for the laying of anew 12” 
water main from Pond St., along Plymouth St., then to Whitman St., 
(a distanceof approximately 2.2 miles) was completed. A new 8” main 
was installed on Franklin St. (about 1800’). There were 63 new ser- 
vices installed and 7 renewals. The Department continued its’ program of 
installing outside meters when the work schedule permits. There were 
114 outside meters installed this past year, including new services. 


Collector, Dallas Forcier, reports receipts from water revenue 
totaling $174,821.30. 


The Department is now equipped with a radio communications 
system, that is on the same frequency as the Tree and Highway Depart- 
ments. 


The Winter of 76-77 will long be remembered by this Department. 
Bitter cold drove the frost deep into the ground, 5% to 6’ in places. 
Freeze-ups became a common place occurrence, happening at all hours of 
the day and night. Those citizens encountering freeze-up problems were 
grateful for the way the men of this Department quickly and efficiently 
responded to their calls for assistance. Echoing the sentiments of those 
you helped, this Board wishes to thank you men for that fine display of 
dedication to the safety and welfare of the citizens of East Bridgewater. 


The study of the Town’s distribution system, for which money was 
appropriated at the last annual Town meeting, is well underway and 
scheduled for completion by April 1, 1978. The study is being con- 
ducted by Dunkerley Associates and is making use of the McIlroy 
analogue housed at Tufts University. The information and recom- 
mendations contained in the studies final report will be used by this 
Board to develop a long range program geared to correcting existing pro- 
blems, if any, and system improvements necessary to accommodate 
increasing demands on our water supply and distribution system, due to 
the steady growth occurring within the community. 
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The Board is presently working with the Earth Science and Geo- 
graphy Departments located at Bridgewater State College to develop a 
water quality monitoring program for Poor Meadow Brook and the 
Satucket River. Since East Bridgewater’s three wells are located within 
this watershed, it is important that the chemical and bacteriological 
constituents of these waters be closely monitored. The Board hopes to 
identify sources of pollution (if any) then take the necessary steps to 
correct any problems uncovered. The Old Colony Water Pollution Con- 
trol District (OCWPCD) plan to install a sewer trunkline, within this 
watershed, designed to carry the raw sewerage flows from Abington and 
Whitman to a regional wastewater treatment plant to be constructed in 
Bridgewater, received strong opposition from this and other Town 
boards. The OCWPCD, has since revised the plan and relocated the pro- 
posed trunkline to the immediate Bedford St. area. 


This past year, the Department lost the services of a key man. 
After 16 years on the Department, Joaquin DaSilva was forced to seek 
an early retirement due to complications that arose from an injury that 
he suffered on the job. Jack will be a hard man to replace. For your 
many years of dedicated service to the citizens of East Bridgewater the 
Board takes this opportunity to say, thank you Jack, and wishes you 
nothing but the best of luck in the future. 


The Board also sadly notes the recent passing of its’ Chairman, 
Robert Gisonna, who died on December 30, after a period of failing 
health. The courage Robert displayed in battling the disease which fin- 
ally claimed him, is a source of inspiration to those of us who knew and 
worked with him. 


In conclusion, the Board wishes to thank both the Superintendent 
and the Clerk of the Water Department for their help throughout the 
year and also the Highway and Tree Departments for maintaining the 
fine spirit of co-operation, which exists between these three departments.

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Report of the Building Inspector 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


The annual report of the Building Inspector is as follows; 


There were 174 building permits issued in 1977: 


58 for new homes 

55 for alterations, repairs or additions 

30 for accessory buildings 

a). for swimming pools 

10 for commercial buildings or additons 
“ sign permits 


The estimated cost of construction as contained on the building 
permit applications is $3,635,190. The fees collected and paid to the 
Town Treasurer for permits and Certificates of Inspection were $10,126. 


The past year has shown a stronger growth in both the residential 
and commercial construction. New residential construction has increased 
tremendously over a year ago. Several large additions to existing com- 
mercial buildings have been completed and others are under construc- 
tion. There are several subdivisions which have been approved or are in 
the process of being approved at this time. 


If economic conditions are favorable we may expect a continuing 
increase of residential construction in the near future. 


In addition to the Building Inspector’s duties I have been involved 
in several areas unrelated to construction such as supervision of two 
C.E.T.A. crews - one of which cleared debris in the Matfield River, the 
other in clearing of Conservation land at the Satucket River and the

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I have also become quite involved with the Board of Health in 
attempting to correct the pollution problems in the Matfield River. This 
problem is not something that will be corrected immediately, but rather 
will require a sustained effort for a long period of time. 


I sincerely appreciate the cooperation I have received from the 
Townspeople and all Town Departments. I realize that some of the 
requests I have made of individuals and departments are not ac- 
complished without considerable inconvenience and effort, yet the 
spirit of cooperation remains. To everyone thank you.

All recommendations 
should be either complied with or reasons for non-compliance should be 
given to the Company.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
To the Board of Selectmen: 


The Board of Health met every second and fourth Thursday at 
137 Central Street at 9:00 a.m. regularly until May, when meeting dates 
were changed to the second and fourth Wednesday of each month. 


Mr. William Crowley resigned as a Board member as of January 13, 
1977. His vacancy was filled by Richard W. Alexander. Mr. Alexander 
assumed his duties as of March 10, 1977. 


The Board had many meetings during the year with the Com- 
bustion Equipment Associates, Inc. The Combustion Equipment Associ- 
ates, Inc. have to have an assignment from the Board of Health to 
operate a Resource Recovery Facility. This assignment is still pending. 


On March 10, 1977 the Board voted to increase the charge for a 
nursing visit from $7.00 a visit to $10.50 a visit. Carol McDermott, 
Supervisor, did a Cost report and this showed an increase in cost. 


Mr. Beal and Mrs. Susan Wilkes met with the Board at two dif- 
ferent meetings to discuss Water Quality Control. They represented the 


OCPC. Report from Oliveira’s Laboratory service showed gross pollution 
in the Matfield River. 


The Board accepted, with regret, retirement notices from Nurses 
L. Gladys Farren and Marjorie A. Rockwell. Both nurses had served the 
town well and faithfully for many years. L. Gladys Farren retired as of 
June 30, 1977 and Marjorie A. Rockwell retired as of July 30, 1977. 


Mrs. June Cribben was appointed as Administrative nurse, to start 
duties as of June 1, 1977 and Mrs. Cecelia Alonzo was appointed as staff 
nurse, to begin her duties as of July 11, 1977. 


Jeffrey Craig was reclassified as a Supervisor at the Disposal Area 
and his title is Manager Operator. Jeff is doing a great job. William 
D’ Agostino was hired to work at the Disposal Area and Roy Bays was 
hired on a full time basis. 


Board approved forty-five percolation test applications. 
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The Board of Health returned $8,371.41 to the town from fees 
collected for permits and Disposal Area Charges. 


Board voted to purchase the 955 L Caterpillar for the Disposal 
Area at a price of $55,750.00. Appropriation for $57,000.00 was ap- 
proved at a Special Town meeting. The Disposal Area also has a new 
garage and a new fence. 


Any changes in plans for septic systems must be approved by the 
Board of Health. There are rules pertaining to septic systems at the 
Board of Health office. Percolation test are now permitted to be done 
from October 1 through May 31st. 


Miss Perry, certifying agent from M.D.P.H. for Home Health 
Agencies, met with the Board of Health and informed us that it will be 
mandatory that we have weekend coverage and also it will be mandatory 
that we have supervision two days a week instead of the one day that 
we now have. 


The Board of Health sponsored a Rabies Clinic in May. Dr. Wood, 
D.V.M. was in charge. 


The Board was deeply grieved by the death of Warren T. Bradford 
in July. Warren had been a faithful Board member for several years. 
L. Gladys Farren was appointed to fill vacancy on the Board of Health, 
her duties started as of August 10, 1977. 


Mr. William Malouin set up a recycling project at the Disposal 
Area on a 60 day trial basis. This has been discontinued and the Board is 
going to make every effort to see that the Disposal Area runs its own 
recycling project. This would mean additional monies being turned over 
to the town. 


The Board wishes to express their appreciation to Mr. Paul 
Trombly, Health Inspector for his efforts in follow ups and investigations 
during the year, and also to Mr. Brewster Fuller, Consultant Engineer, 
Bob Lundberg, Building Inspector and to the Conservation Commission 
for their cooperation.

The “American Neighbor”, a monthly newsletter, which keeps the 
Seniors informed of activities, is edited by Pauline Singleton and printed 
by Walter MacWilliams.

It is with pleasure that I submit my first annual report to the 
town on behalf of the public health nurses. 


During the year 1977 the nurses made 3,029 visits to patients in 
their homes. Many of these home visits are paid by third party pay- 
ments. The Home Health Agency returned $18,337.24 in fees to the 
town. The nurses have office hours from 9-10 a.m. and 4-5 p.m. During 
office hours we saw 62 patients for a total of 335 visits. 


In May the Lions Club sponsored a Glaucoma screening clinic at 
the Middle School. At this time the public health nurses did 60 Glucose 
detection tests of which 4 patients were referred to their own physician. 


In conjunction with the Board of Health four immunization clinics 
were held. These clinics were in March, April, May and June. Fourty-one 
pre-school children received their immunizations from Dr. Bannerman. 


Health conferences are held twice a month for all citizens of East 
Bridgewater at the Memorial Building on Riddell Road. This year 202 
people were seen at 22 conferences. Total attendance was 1,081 visits. 


In November an answering service was purchased,with the approval 
of the Board of Health. This answering service takes messages twenty- 
four hours a day and enables the nurses to receive messages in their own 
homes. We feel we are able to provide better service in this way. 


The Home Health Agency continues to be certified by HEW 
to receive Medicare funds. To keep this certification it will be necessary 
to employ our supervisor, Mrs. McDermott, 16 hours per week in the 
coming fiscal year. 


In conclusion I would like to thank the East Bridgewater Public 
Health Nursing Association for their support and continued interest in 
the quality of nursing care to East Bridgewater citizens. My personal 
thanks to Miss L. Gladys Farren for her unselfish service to me and our 
town.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY MOSQUITO 
CONTROL PROJECT 


Conceming activities of the Project for 1977 we are pleased to 
report that there were no confirmed cases of Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
(neither human nor horse) in Plymouth County. However, frequent 
periodic monitoring of pools of mosquitoes by the Lakeville Encephalitis 
Field Station with the cooperation of the Project, indicated virus activity 
in each location late in the season. The heaviest virus activity was in 
Halifax. 


The Project experienced one of their busiest season since its in- 
ception and received more than double the calls of last year for various 
activities. The Project answered each call efficiently through radio dis- 
patched units covering 531.23 square miles. 


At the beginning of the spring season the area was hit by two major 
spring storms; this coupled with a ban placed on one of our most useful 
insecticides, (Baytex R) hampered our spring larvicide program, which 
covered 14,933 acres. The areas sprayed at this time were only those 
where breeding was the heaviest. Periodic monitoring of larval activity 
and populations throughout the summer kept the Project abreast of 
fluctuating populations of adults. 405 acres were sprayed for larvae by 
pump cans and mist blowers and 11,475 catch basins were treated. The 
adult populations peaked during late July to mid-August and many calls 
were received for adult spraying which was accomplished by using mist 
blowers and cold aerosol foggers, spraying a total of 322,093 acres. In 
more heavily infested areas the Project used a Bell Helicopter spraying 
29,969 acres. Although the project was busy spraying we maintained 
operation of one backhoe unit all year and another unit which worked 
seasonally reclaiming 26,785 feet of trench and maintaining 14,725 feet 
of salt marsh ditches. Many areas in which the machine was unable to 
work made hand work necessary for maintenance and 96,534 feet were 
cleaned. 


The Project wishes to thank all city and town departments for their 
invaluable assistance and also the fine work of many CETA groups. 
Their cooperative efforts in the cleaning of many brooks, streams and 
drainage trenches are appreciated.

Our Community Resource Development Specialist has programs 
for the county that are designed to increase community effectiveness 
in making and implementing social and economic decisions. It is an 
educational effort to improve economic opportunity and quality of living 
in a community. Community Resource Development assists people in 
solving problems that require group decisions and group actions. 


Free bulletins are on display at our office on lawn care, gardening, 
nutrition, home canning and freezing, to name just a few. If you pass 
our office on your travels, please stop and get to know us. We continue 
to test soil free of charge for Plymouth County residents. 


More home food production and preservation by gardeners is 
taking place and our Home Economists are available for advice. The 
world is changing and so are today’s families. The Cooperative Extension 
Home Economics program seeks to help people make wise decisions for 
themselves, their families and their communities. 


Educational programs in Home Economics focus on: 


Food, Nutrition and Health, 
Management and Family Finances, 


Consumerism and Housing, 
Human Development and Family Life, 
Textiles, Clothing and Environmental Design 


You can obtain information about current programs, as well as 
up-to-date consumer information, by requesting the free monthly news- 
letter. 


Our Expanded Foods & Nutrition Program located in Brockton 
was federally funded through the University of Massachusetts eight years 
ago and is aimed at improving the diets of limited income people through 
education. This is now being expanded to the rest of the county. 


In the adult phase of the program, Nutrition Assistants work with 
families of limited income primarily through home visits to:

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REPORT OF SELF—HELP, INC. 


Energy, winterization, home rehabilitation, and public information 
will certainly be priorities for this coming year. For example - our 
Energy budget for this year was approximately $75,000 but with the 
addition of the Special Crisis Intervention Program monies, new Energy 
and Winerization monies expected and new Crisis Intervention monies 
expected, we can estimate that our new financial investment in these 
kinds of programs will exceed $400,000. 


We have also added a Public Information unit to our agency’s 
administration component in order to better inform Greater Brockton’s 
limited income population of services and programs available to them. 


We are also planning an additional Research and Statistic position 
to sharpen this important aspect of agency accountability and adminis- 
tration. 


The statistics presented also point out the need for some corrective 
action which may or may not be resolved by the expansion planned for 
our Outreach and Community Organization component. For example, 
our six-month expenditure report indicates that the City of Brockton, 
which has 44% of our areas poverty population, consumes 74.2% of our 
program expenditures. Obviously the long-standing concern that we are 
not doing enough for some of our towns is now visable and measurable, 
and requires correction action. 


We also have to give top priority to energetically involving our- 
selves with our next highest minority, our Black population, in order to 
do a better job of serving this most important segment of our poverty 
population. We have some ideas that might help us make inroads in this 
area - but we need both Board and community assistance. 


In the program year 10/1/76 - 9/30/77 in the town of East Bridge- 
water, Self Help provided direct service to 113 clients from East Bridge- 
water making the total funding provided in that town $25,039. 


In addition, The Special Crisis Intervention program helped 40 
families out of 45 applicants making a total of $7,018.87 spent in that 
community for Crisis Intervention. Six homes in East Bridgewater were 
also winterized - total cost of material was $1,393.

REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The following is a report of the East Bridgewater Civil Defense for 
the year 1977. At the Annual Town Meeting of April 1977, the Town 
voted $781.00 for base station and mobile radio equipment. This equip- 
ment was to be used to establish a Town radio system so that all Town 
Departments would have radio equipment to communicate with each 
other. The Highway and Tree Departments were already on this channel. 
To date, the Police and Water Departments have been set up, with the 
Fire Department to follow shortly. Also included is setting up the 
Police Department with a radio on the Police Intercity Network. 


Other Projects include the establishment of an Emergency Oper- 
ations Center. In the event of a disaster, this will give the Town one 
center from which disaster operations can be conducted. I am also starting 
to work with the School Department on a shelter plan. All of the schools 
along with the Police Station, and the Foxboro Co. are Federally licensed 
fallout shelters, however in the event of severe winter storms, flooding, 
prolonged electric outrage, etc. there may be a need to temporarily house 
a number of people who are affected by these conditions. I am working 


with the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee to 
ensure that in case this service is needed, it will be ready. 


The Town now has an active group of volunteers in the Civil 
Defense, and although they are still young and in the formative stages, 
they have set up a training schedule starting off with CPR certification in 
February, followed by first aid and search and rescue training. With 
training and equipment, this group can be a valuable asset to the Town in 
time of emergency or disaster. 


The Federal Government reimburses Towns and Cities up to 50% 
of their CD expenses. This year, we have received $184.00 in Federal 
reimbursements. I am continuing to work with Area II headquarters in 
Bridgewater to ensure that East Bridgewater continues to receive these 
reimbursements. The Federal Government also has a surplus property 
disposal program whereby Towns can get all kinds of equipment that has 
been declared surplus by the Federal Government. This can range from 
trucks to typewriters. Town Department heads are being notified of the 
procedure to use to obtain this equipment. 
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Since I was appointed Director in August, I have had the oppor- 
tunity to work with a number of Town officers and Departments. I 
would like to thank them for their co-operation and support.

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REPORT OF THE HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The East Bridgewater Historical Commission has held regular 
monthly meetings on the third Monday at 8 p.m. in the Public Library. 
All meetings are open and the public is welcome. 


Up to December 31, 1977 we had registered 50 house survey forms 
with the Massachusetts Historical Commission. This represents a great 
deal of research time and is one of the duties which the Massachusetts 
Commission regards as most important for local groups. 


We attend a meeting of the Traffic Study Commission where 
among other details an opening in the old wall in front of the “Dairy 
Queen” was discussed. We later registered our negative feelings in this 
matter in a letter to the Board of Selectmen. 


The Bay State Coin Shooters Club presented the Commission a 
collecton of antique iron artifacts which they unearthed during their 
work at the site of the Azor Harris house on Plymouth Street, there were 
over 50 pieces in all, which we exhibited at the Public Library and also 
loaned to the Kiwanis Club for a meeting. They are presently stored with 
the chairman of the Commission for lack of any room in a public place. 
We are very appreciative of the generosity and cooperation of this group 
with us. 


At a joint meeting with the Conservation Commission and with the 
Town Counsel present, the Conservation Commission voted their willing- 
ness to turn control and supervision of the Rogers and Sheldon Mill 
Site to the Historical Commission and Town Counsel, Mr. MacMullen 
agreed to advise on the correct procedure to legally complete this trans- 
fer. We appreciate the cooperation of the Conservation Commission and 
Mr. MacMullen in this matter. A later town meeting vote approved this 
transfer. 


The Commission published a 30 page booklet entitled “Earlier 
Days in East Bridgewater”, containing several historical papers by former 
prominent citizens of the Town. Five hundred copies were printed and 
at present all but thirty-five have been distributed, through the efforts of 
the Library, Town Offices, Schools etc. The interest shown in this book- 
let was most gratifying. 
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We received the gift of a Civil War recruit form and medical report, 
signed by Dr. Asa Millet, the same being the document issued in the 
name of William A. Dyson. This was given to us by Mr. Chick of 
Whitman. The Commission welcomes the gift of old documents and early 
photographs of East Bridgewater and will take care to preserve them. 


At the September meeting the Selectmen notified us that the 
resignation of Thomas Reynolds from the Commission had been 
accepted, and that they had appointed Mr. Frank Houghton to fill the 
vacancy, and Mrs. Marjorie Goode was appointed an associate member. 
Building survey forms on the Elmwood Church, Elmwood Post Office, 
the Flagg house and the Creedon house were filed with the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission, as the three Elmwood properties would soon be 
involved in a State Funded Highway project. 


We had met earlier with Mr. Roland Robbins the archeologist who 
supervised the work of the Mill Site and he expressed concern that the 
site needed some “clean up” work. We were fortunate in having 
Mr. Robert Lundberg supervise some work on this Mill Site by the 
“C.E.T.A.” people and it greatly improved its appearance. We are most 
grateful for this assistance.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission submits its report for the year 1977 
to the Board of Selectmen and the citizens of East Bridgewater. Meetings 
are held the first and third Tuesday of the month at the Gladys Farren 
Nurses Cottage, 137 Central Street. 


Public hearings were held and orders of condition issued to Town 
of East Bridgewater for Disposal Area, Allan Mason for Union Street, 
Worker’s Professional Trust for Union Street, Lynn Lee Inc., for Walnut 
Street. A cease and desist order was issued to Fern Realty Trust for the 
Beaver Hill Estates for violation of the order of conditions. Members of 
the Commission and Fern Realty people meet with the Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering to discuss this problem. The position 
taken by the Commission was supported by the Department of Environ- 
mental Quality Engineering. Several tours of inspection were made to 
investigate possible wetland violations, and in most cases a satisfactory 
understanding was reached. Associate member, biologist, John Tinker 
was most helpful in resolving some of these decisions because of his 
expertise in identifying wetland plants etc. 


The Commission held meetings with the Historical Commission 
regarding control of the Sheldon Mills Site and it was agreed in view of 
the site’s historical background, Sheldon Mills should be under the con- 
trol of the Historical Commission. The transfer was voted at town 
meeting. 


During the year the Commission was assigned Ceta Workers to help 
clear land under conservation control. Many thanks to Robert Lundberg, 
Building Inspecttor, for his help in managing this project. 


Interest has been expressed by athletic groups and people of the 
town in approximately thirty-seven acres purchased by the Commission 
off Church Street. At the present time, the Commission is working with 
the Plymouth Conservation District assisted by United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Soil Conservation Service to formulate a plan for 
the best use of this property. They have suggested fifteen acres for 
Recreation, nineteen acres for wildlife wetland preservation, and four 
acres for woodland improvement. Much more thought and discussion 
will be necessary before a definite plan is developed. The Commission 
investigated development of a community garden, but the project was 
dropped due to a lack of interest from people of the town. Concerned 
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with developing Phase III of our Recreation and Conservation Plan the 
Commission has inspected many parcels of land in our effort to accom- 
plish this purpose. Having funds available for immediate action when 
land is for sale has proven, in the past, to be of great value. 


The Commission is still deeply interested in the pending sewer 
interceptor line proposed by the Old Colony Water Pollution Control 
and again will do all that is legally possible to prevent its installation near 
the water resource area. 


Conservation controlled land is now being posted with signs 
designed and printed by Associate Member, Bruce Hamilton, outlining 
rules and regulations to be followed by people using these properties. 


Paul McElroy, a high school student, was sponsored by the Com- 
mission to attend the 4-H advanced conservation workshop in Ashland. 


Resignation of charter members Mabel Van Ummersen and Harry 
Darling was accepted with regret. Their contribution to the work of the 
Commission cannot be measured. 


We greatly appreciate the support and cooperation from other 
town agencies and the people of East Bridgewater in our effort to carry 
on the work of the Commission.

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Library Report 


The Board of Library Trustees respectfully submits through the 
Librarian the 93rd annual report of the Public Library: 


During the year 1977 the same major problem which has plagued 
our library programs and service for quite some time continued. Yet 
despite the handicap of lack of space, statistics for the year show an 
increase of 10,826 items circulated. Other statistics will show like gains. 


Considering the cost of printing this report, brevity will be its 
benchmark. 


Twelve special exhibits by local artists and artisans added to the 
circulation of books in association fields. The exhibits ranged from fine 
arts to craft exhibits by friends of the library who saw in this program 
an opportunity to display their talents at the same time publicizing the 
usefulness of the library. To each exhibitor we are indebted. 


The Boys and Girls Department continues to emphasize recreation- 
al and leisure reading and the shared enjoyment of books. Four bi-weekly 
pre-school story hours are held for children aged three and a half to five. 
Children of grades I - IV enjoy Saturday Storytimes. Pupils from the 
Middle School continue to apply pressure for more paperback books, 
and we have moved in this direction. The Children’s Summer Book- 
mobile expanded its route and made 23 bi-weekly half hour stops. 
Each stop was visited S times during the summer. The bookmobile ser- 
ved 349 families this year. 


The business and fraternal communities made possible by their 
donations to the library a ten week series of films shown at the Riddell 
Road Community Hall during the summer. High school senior, Russell 
Fuller, volunteered his skill as projectionist for the entire series while 
Mr. and Mrs. James Mather were in charge of publicity and transporting 
of films. 


The town has made use of the building for many small group meet- 
ings. On several occasions there have been as many as four meetings on 
one night with interests ranging from music to stocks, to genealogy, to 
gardening. In addition to the annual spring visit of all second grade 
children to the public library, special class groups of all ages have used 
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the historical room collection. Beyond the wall, the library has done 
mimeographing for organizations, supplied collections to Riddell Road 
Community, the fire station, presented five book review programs and 
one slide program to local social groups, and communicated with every 
postal patron in a questionnaire about library services and facilities. 


Each town department within its special area of service had ef- 
fectively given support without which the library could not have 
functioned. Special mention must be given to the School Department 
who provide, maintain, and administer the excellent quarters which 
house the school libraries. The cooperation of all school department 
personnel is an incentive to continue our town library system. 


Staff activities have been numerous. Mrs. Terry Katz, the high 
school library assistant, resigned as of August first. She had been on a 
year’s maternity leave, and the Board accepted her decision to remain at 
home regretfully. Mrs. Barbara Anzouni who had been acting substitute 4— 
declined to accept a permanent position. We acknowledge a successful 
year with her assistance. In August a selection committee interviewed 
seven finalists from thirty-two applicants and chose Mrs. Judith Condon. 
Mrs. Condon has teaching experience, one year’s experience as an A-V 
aide and certification as a school librarian. 


The library has participated in the CETA program. Miss Kathy 
Armour was exceptional in her service to all departments and Dana 
Carlson worked successfully as a custodian and bookmobile assistant. 
This fall we have one adult and one student aide from this program. 


Mrs. Lorraine Roan has attended in-service classes at Foxboro 
Public Library, Mrs. Helen Curley attends the Massachusetts Childrens 
Book Review Committee bi-weekly, Mrs. Nardi and Mrs. Roan repres- 
ented the library at the State House on the matter of the cherry sheet 
shortage, Mrs. Eastman and Miss Canelli attend the sub-regional library 
meetings held monthly, and Mrs. Eastman serves as a member of the 
Eastern Regional Advisory Council. Mrs. Victoria Boucher has completed 
her course work for certification as a school librarian at Bridgewater. 
Mrs. Marion Hornstra and Mrs. Joan Leland have each attended a 
meeting of the Sandwish Club, a special interest group of children’s 
librarians. The school libraries strengthen their service to the curriculums 
they support with each change that is made. Especially in East Bridge- 
water does the shared enjoyment of books find great emphasis in the 
school libraries. For the first full year the federal funds for school

libraries came from the Elementary and Secondary Education Act Title 
IV Part B. In accord with our long range plan each school is funded in 
yearly rotation. The Middle School faculty, department heads, specialists 
and Mrs. Allene Hamilton, librarian, prepared the orders which were 
sent by Mrs. Betty Cooper, school library assistant. Mrs. Cooper catalogs 
all A-V materials except for the high school as well as processing and 
filing both print and non-print materials for all schools. Mrs. Irene Nardi 
catalogs all print material for the entire system. The fine work of the 
school librarians and their success can be superficially observed by re- 
viewing the statistics at the end of the report. It is a small indication of 
the scope of their activities. 


Today a gracious patron said, “Do all libraries try as hard as 
East Bridgewater does to provide people with what they want?” It is our 
belief that they do; but, we are proud of the team effort of trustees, 
staff and friends which makes this one of such libraries and it is our hope 
that 1978 will enhance our ability to provide more.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Board of Library Trustees respectfully submits a special report for 
the year 1977. 


The beginning of 1977 marked a year of high hopes for the realiza- 
tion of a long planned for and badly needed addition to the Washburn 
Building which houses the East Bridgewater Public Library. After it 
failed to materialize as did all projects from the area encompassed by 
the Old Colony Planning Council, a second round of funding by the 
federal government under the amended Public Works Employment 
Act of 1976 allotted $297,000.00 as a target amount for East Bridge- 
water. This amount was further reduced to $294,000.00. The selectmen 
and building inspector, Robert Lundberg, advised the Board of 
Library Trustees that the town’s only opportunity to receive the money 
was to go forward with the library project which originally had been 
budgeted for $800,000.00. The Trustees, the Librarian, the Building In- 
spector with architects Korslund, LeNormand and Quann attended work- 
shops on changes in regulations and the new application forms. the proj- 
ect was scaled from 11,400 square feet to 9,545 square feet. The 
potential of the original plans were preserved but many areas will be un- 
finished. All renovations to existing building were eliminated as was the 
item for equipment. 


Approval of the reduction which is necessary because the building 
is listed as an architectural treasure of the town was received from the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission. The bids for this project were 
opened in November and exceeded the budget by a projected $60,000.00. 
It was decided to go out to rebid with the original 9,545 square foot 
building but with an alternate of one cut to 7,529 square feet. This was 
done and as of this date we await the opening of the general contractor’s 
bids on January 6 and the final disposition of supplemental funding, if 
necessary, on January 9 by the town meeting vote. 


Another problem closely allied to the economic climate of the 
town was the passage of the library budget as submitted by the Board. 
As always the Board was assisted by the Finance Committee in develop- 
ing a library budget relevant to the needs of the total community. The 
organization of hitherto unorganized segments of the town’s work force 
resulted in a request to the Library Board by the Selectmen and 
seconded by the Finance Committee, to withhold all salary increases to 
a later date. The Board acceded to this request although the original 
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budget as presented by them was printed at their request in the report of 
the Auditor and Finance Committee. From April until November this 
situation prevailed. In November at a special town meeting an article was 
voted by the meeting which funded the budget as originally prepared by 
the Board of Library Trustees. 


In a cooperative venture with the School Department,the Trustees 
voted on October 17, on a motion by Mrs. Robbins and seconded by 
Mrs. DeChambeau: that a gravel parking lot be constructed at School 
Department expense in what would be the rear of the new addition. 
This would be used for school personnel until such time as the library 
had need for the space. Further discussion placed supervision of the area 
under the School Department. 


In addition to the regular meetings these activities have neces- 
sitated 8 additional special meetings of the Board with the object of 
increasing the library’s usefulness to the community. 


All members of the Board are members of the Massachusetts 
Library Trustees Association and as such have received copies of the 
handbook issued by the Association. 


It has been a difficult year but also a rewarding one as staff and 
friends of the library have supported our efforts to maintain the level of 
service by which our town has long been known.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE TO STUDY LEASH LAWS 
AND RESTRAINING ORDERS 


Our committee, consisting of six members, was initiated by the 
Board of Selectmen on December 27, 1976. We have held public 
meetings approximately once a month at the fire station meeting room. 
We would like to thank those citizens who attended meetings for sharing 
their concerns and opinions with us, the Selectmen, Town Clerk and 
other town hall personnel for their assistence during the year and our 
guests speakers for sharing their time and experience with us. 


Our first objective was to ascertain the extent and type of dog 
problem existing in East Bridgewater. The results of a questionaire dis- 
tributed at last spring’s town meeting were used as an indication of the 
general public opinion. The results were as follows:

When we found that in 1976 there were only 602 dogs licensed out 
of a total of 1,449, it indicated a definite problem with stray and un- 
identified dogs. With the aid of a letter furnished by Mr. Prouty, we were 
able to contact all known owners of unlicensed dogs. This has resulted in 
the licensing of over 1,300 dogs in 1977 and a corresponding increase 
in revenue. 


Mr. Prouty attended our first meeting to share his experience and 
offer advice concerning more effective dog control measures in town. 
During the following months, we also met with Chief Tardie, the dog 
officers from neighboring towns, and the county dog officer. The con- 
sensus of opinion was that a restraining ordinance was impossible to en- 
force equitably. Contrary to a misquote in the paper, we have been 
advised that most surrounding towns have implemented some form of a 
leash law. 


\ 
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After studying the problem and the options for control, we feel 
that a leash law is necessary to protect the public in general, the owners 
of livestock and, of equal importance, the dogs themselves. We are now, 
in January, in, the process of preparing a proposal for implementing an 
effective leash law with the least cost to the town. We do feel that a 
local dog officer is necessary. This is no reflection upon our current dog 
officer who presently serves three towns and, therefore, can not possibly 
be available to East Bridgewater at all times. Mr. Prouty has advised us 
that we may continue to use his pound as the town pound if a local dog 
officer is obtained. Our objective is to propose a program that will 
eventually be self-supporting.

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Report of the 
Old Colony Planning Council 


To the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council we 
are pleased to submit this report of the activities of the Council for 1977. 


This past year, the Council focused on four major program areas: 
water quality management planning (208 program); economic develop- 
ment planning; land use and housing planning; and, transportation and 
transit planning. These programs were carried out by the Council in 
addition to a substantial effort by the staff in providing member com- 
munities with governmental management and technical assistance 
Services. 


The Water Quality Management Planning Program of the Council 
entered into its final phase at the start of the year. Much valuable infor- 
mation has been generated about the cause and effects of water pollution 
in area communities. In September and October a series of public forums 
were held by the Council in each community within the 208 program 
area to discuss alternative strategies for correcting water pollution 
problems. This procedure was preliminary to the issuance of the final 
208 plan in January of 1978. 


The Council’s Economic Development Program activities concen- 
trated on increasing the capability of local industrial development com- 
missions through a series of workshops and informational aids. Each 
member of a local industrial development committee has been presented 
with an Industrial Development kit prepared by the Council which in- 
cludes all the information an IDC member needs to have in dealing with 
prospective developers. 


The Overall Economic Development Program (OEDP) Committee, 
headed by Dr. J. Laurence Phalan of Stonehill College, this past year 
coordinated the Economic Development Program activities of the area 
through the cooperation of the various agencies and institutions having 
an interest in economic development. The OEDP Committee serves as the 
Economic Advisory Committee of the Council and is responsible for 
maintaining the Brockton and Plymouth Labor Market area’s eligibility 
for Economic Development Administration program eligibility and fund- 
ing. During the past year OCPC area communities received over seven 
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million dollars in public works funds from the Economic Development 
_ Administration. The Council played an important role in securing these 
federal public works funds through its technical assistance program. 


The transportation staff working in cooperation with the Joint 
Transportation Committee (the citizens advisory group on transportation 
matters) completed the FY78 Transportation System Management 
Element (TSM) and the Transportation Improvement Program (TIP). 
These two documents identify and prioritize the transportation projects 
in the region which are eligible for federal and state funding. Work on the 
Route 3 Corridor Planning Study which identifies feasible alternative 
solutions to traffic congestion on Route 3, and work on a proposal for a 
Boston-Cape Cod Bikeway are nearly complete. The staff has continued 
to provide planning assistance to the Brodkton Area Transit Authority 
(BAT) and has also worked closely with the town of Stoughton to 
develop a BAT route between Brockton and Stoughton. Service was 
initiated on this route on November 14, 1977. 


During the year, the Council published a report on Housing Needs 
which will be useful to member communities and housing developers in 
addressing the need for housing in the area. Additionally, the staff con- 
ducted a workshop on the amended Zoning Act requirement for local 
officials geared toward providing an understanding of the changes that 
should be made in local zoning by-laws. 


Assistance was also given to several OCPC communities in pre- 
paring applications for the Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment’s Community Development Block Grant Program. Supporting 
information provided by the Council also enabled four OCPC commun- 
ities to obtain approval of salt shed construction funds from the DPW. 
Only fourteen grants were approved statewide. All applications sup- 
ported by the Council won approval under the Salt Shed Construction 
Program largely because of the justification provided by OCPC. 


Specific technical assistance rendered to our community by OCPC 
during the year was as follows: 
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Assisted in Matfield River sediment sampling program; 


Informed Board of Health of landfill leachate/water quality 
problems; 


Prepared septic system flyer for every homeowner; 


Supplied the Water Supply Protection Study Committee with 
reports, maps and suggested regulations; 


Performed agricultural run-off sampling; 
Assisted town in preparation of HUD-CDBG application; 


Assisted town in preparation of EDA-LPW application for which 
the town received $294,000 to construct an addition to their 
library ; 


Prepared a traffic analysis of Central Square. Worked with local 
officials and MDPW to determine best possible funding source for 
the Central Square project which had been previously rejected by 
the MDPW. Was successful in obtaining MDPW approval of the 
project; 


Assisted town in getting the East Bridgewater rail spur included in 
the State Rail Plan for rail banking. This will insure that the rail 
line is available for freight service when warranted.

Old Colony Planning Council 
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REPORT OF THE OLD COLONY WATER 
POLLUTION CONTROL 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


This past year the Old Colony Water Pollution Control District 
complete its Phase I plan (facilities plan). Two public hearings were held 
by the OCWPCD in East Bridgewater in regards to the plan. Strong 
opposition to the Phase I plan was voiced by the Selectmen, Planning 
Board, Board of Health, Water Commission, Conservation Commission 
and many interested citizens at both public hearings. The expressed 
opposition focused on the proposed route of the sewer trunk line from 
Abington and Whitman through East Bridgewater to the regional treat- 
ment facility yet to be constructed in Bridgewater. The proposed route 
was from Whitman, down Washington Street, to Walnut Street, to 
Central Street, to Bridge Street and then into Bridgewater. The plan also 
called for the construction of a pumping station on the bank of the 
Satucket River off of Bridge Street. As a result of East Bridgewater’s 
unified opposition to this proposal an alternate trunkline route has been 
developed by the OCWPCD which would place the trunkline either on or 
within close proximinity of Bedford Street. 


Currently the revised Phase I plan is being reviewed by the E.P.A. 
and the State Division of Water Pollution Control. If the plan is 
determined by both agencies to be cost effective and to have negative 
environmental impact, then the District will be awarded federal and 
state funding for Phase II planning (system design). The level of funding 
for Phase II planning would be 75% federal and 15% state. Before making 
a determination in regards to Phase II funding the agencies are also re- 
quiring those communities (Abington, Whitman, and Bridgewater) 
actively involved in the OCWPCD to complete or update 201 studies. 
A significant part of a 201 study is the documentation of the extent of 
need for a public sewerage system. 


West Bridgewater is also a member community of the OCWPCD 
but is presently attempting to withdraw from the district. West Bridge- 
water’s position seems to be that the town has no need for a public 
sewerage system and that the town when voting membership into the 
District was not properly informed in regards to cost and secondary 
impacts of sewering the community. The town brought a halt to a 
federally funded 201 study that was in progress. The town’s position on 
the 201 study seemed to be that not enough emphasis was being placed 
on documenting the need for sewerage and was directed more toward the 
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charting of sewer interceptor routes and the placement of related 
facilities. At this point in time a bill that was filed by Senator McCarthy 
and Representative Swanson that would permit the withdrawal of 
West Bridgewater from the District has been held in committee at the 
request of Representative Peter Flynn from Bridgewater. 


The OCWPCD filed a bill this past year which would have granted 
emminent domain power to the District which the District might exercise 
within the Town of East Bridgewater. With considerable support from 
Senator McCarthy, the town was able to block this legislation.

In the past year this building has been used by the East Bridge- 
water Council on Aging, Senior Citizens group, East Bridgewater Lions 
Club Glaucoma Screening and various other groups from within the 
tenants such as Whist parties, Christmas parties, Bingo, Sewing classes, 
Blood Pressure clinics. The authority also provides an office for the 
Town of East Bridgewater’s Senior Aid. 


The resignation of Mr. Robert Dennis was accepted with regret. 
This vacancy as the State appointee was filled by Mr. Robert Cooper of 
Whitman Street, East Bridgewater. 


Since the last report, Mr. Jerry Neaveill has resigned as Executive 
Director and has been replaced by: Frank C. Underhill. It is also with 
regret that the authority has to report that there is quite a long Itst of 
applicants on the waiting list for occupancy in the present buildings. We 
are mindful of the increasing demand for housing for the elderly and are 
looking into the possibility of obtaining more land for the purpose of 
building. 


The Authority extends their thanks to Senator Robert McCarthy, 
the Board of Selectmen, Rep. Robert Teehan and the many friends of 
“Bert” Johnson for making the dedication of the Bertyl Johnson Com- 
munity Building a memorable occasion for all those who attended. 


We also thank all of the private citizens who have shown much

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Borrowing in anticipation of Tax Revenue amounted to 
$1,550,000, an increase of $550,000 over the previous year. Interest 
rates remained at a reasonably low rate. The average rate was 2.07 
percent. 


Fourteen banks participated in bidding for our notes. In February, 
the successful bidders were: 


$300,000 at 2.13 by Plymouth Home National Bank; $250,000 at 2.15 
by Century Bank and Trust Company and $200,000 at 2.17 by New 
England Merchants National Bank. In August, $100,000 at 2.14 by 
Lincoln Trust Company; $100,000 at 2.19 by Capitol Bank and Trust 
Company; $100,000 at 2.19 by Century Bank and Trust Campany and 
$200,000 at 2.19 by Rockland Trust Company. In September, $150,000 
at 1.73 and $150,000 at 1.93 by Plymouth Home National Bank. 


$16,166.64 was received from Tax Title redemptions and Tax Title 
sale held in November. Balance of Tax Title Account outstanding as of 
December 31, 1977, was $99,941.14. This represents an increase of 
D2 3.802.

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Report of the Board of Assessors 


This year’s large tax rate increase of $13.50 over last year was due 
to two reasons. First, total expenditures were up over $542,000 which 
added approximately $8 of the $13.50 increase. Of this amount, 
$520,630 was due to increased amounts voted at town meetings. 


The balance of the tax increase was because our total estimated 
receipts are down over $425,000. Of this amount, the State, thru the 


“Cherry Sheets,” cut the amount retumed to East Bridgewater by 
$381,295. 


The Assessors’ office would like to thank Weston Perkins for his 
dedicated service to the Board. On January Ist he resigned for health 
reasons and Berj Kambegian was appointed to fill his unexpired term. 


In an attempt to avoid pending court action, we have again this 
year submitted an article for complete revaluation. This is in compliance 
with an order from the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court. The 
Court has directed the Department of Corporations and Taxations to 
supply them with information during early February as to the progress 
each city and town has made in complying with this decision. They have 
also been directed to supply any reasons for non-compliance. 


In an effort to provide more information concerning your town’s 
expenditures, we have developed the following pie chart. Hopefully, this 
will provide a better understanding of where your tax dollar goes.

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REPORT OF THE SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL 
SCHOOL DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Mr. Robert B. Ewing, our esteemed representative to the District 
since its origination in 1964, passed away on November 10, 1977. We 
are deeply saddened by his passing. His vigor, understanding, effort and 
loyalty will be greatly missed by the townspeople as well as by the 
Regional School District Committee. 


On December 12, 1977 at a joint meeting of the Board of Select- 
men and the School Committee, Stanley B. Goldman, a long-time friend 
and associate of Mr. Ewing, was appointed by a majority vote to serve 
until the next election. 


As of October 1, 1977, East Bridgewater had 69 students enrolled 
in the Southeastern Regional Vocational School and 7 in the Technical 
Institute. To those who are acquainted with vocational education, it 
means that these 76 students are being prepared to enter, upon grad- 
uation, some trade or profession. 


There are a total of twenty-four occupational programs offered at 
Southeastern Regional High School and six at the Technical Institute 
level. School population is 1288 secondary and 202 post-secondary, for a 
total of 1490 students benefiting from vocational training. 


The Evening School programs offered specialized training to inter- 
ested citizens of the District in 12 specialized programs to 470 students. 
105 students were enrolled in the apprenticeship programs. Participation 
in the evening school programs increased 40% over 1976. 


An extensive summer school program is provided for all students 
requiring tutorial help 


The Job Placement Program, under the direction of the Guidance 
Department, placed 97% of the graduating students in jobs. Aid in job 
location and/or relocating is offered to past graduates as well as each 
graduating class. 
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The interscholastic program was expanded by providing op- 
portunities for girls to compete in the Mayflower League in field hockey, 
softball and basketball and track. 


Students requiring special needs aid continue to be served by the 
three-regional-school collaborative. Mr. Charles W. McDonald of Norton 
chairs the Collaborative of Southeastern, Old Colony and Bristol- 
Plymouth Regional School Districts. 


A new structure is being erected on the school property. The 
structure will be known as the Pre-Fabrication Center and will be used by 
the Mill & House Carpentry students. It has been designed to produce 
eventually modular structures such as automobile garages, cottages and 
small homes. The students in the Mill & House Carpentry shop are 
building the structure. Utilities such as plumbing, electricity and heat are 
being completed by the students in those respective shops. Once again, 
Southeastern is employing its “Do-it-Yourself” philosophy. 


The administration is seeking new and improved methods of 
offering instruction to large groups, as well as individualized instruction. 
The addition to the school included three areas designed to conduct 
both large group and individualized instruction. Two of the areas 
designed to accommodate approximately 150 students at a time for large 
group instruction. The other area will accomodate 80 students at a time 
for individualized training. 


Southeastern is always seeking new, different ways of conducting 
its educational programs to benefit better the student while at the same 
time accomplish that end at minimal cost to the taxpayer of the District.

As Senior-Aide for the Town of East Bridgewater, the main pur- 
pose of my positon is to help the elderly with their problems through in- 
formation and referral. 


Some of the programs I cover are Co-ordinator of the Senior 
Citizens Club and Co-ordinator of Volunteers, health and blood pressure 
Clinics, free legal aid, transportation, friendly visits, at home and in the 
hospital, telephone reassurance calls, friendly visits, Self Help, Scope 
(Senior Citizens Opportunities for Personal Enrichment thru free physical 
and occupational therapy). I help with financial problems such as Social 
Security and Social Security Supplement, Medicare and Medicaid, Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield. 


I attend monthly meetings of the Southeastern Regional Council 
on Aging, also the Senior-Aide Program to keep updatedon all the latest 
information that will benefit the elderly. 


I work closely with Old Colony Elderly Services and it is with 
regret that many services have had to be cut due to a drastic cut in 
State funding. There is hope for more financial assistance in the near 
future and that the services that were cut will be restored. 


We have many people taking advantage of our transportation pro- 
gram which includes weekly trips for “in town”’ shopping and to the 
school luncheon. Also a once a month trip to a Mall. 


Our meals on Thursday at the Middle School are well attended 
and the new program, Meals on Wheels for shut-ins, is also a success. 
At the present time the number of meals allotted to the town is full 
but I am hoping to have more in the near future. These meals are de- 
livered by volunteers. 


My office is located at the Community Hall (Housing for the 
Elderly) 38 Riddell Road and I would be pleased to hear from any Senior 
Citizen who might want to contact me. My telephone is 378-7975. 


I also wish to express my thanks to the Selectmen and the Housing 
Authority for all the help I have received.

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REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE 
EAST BRIDGEWATER SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater 


The year just passed will, I am sure, be looked back upon as one of 
the more active and controversial years in the School Committee’s 
history. It was marked by budget cuts, legal suits, arbitration hearings 
and a heavy commitment by the committee to its own priorities. This 
report will start with the action of the Annual Town Meeting of April 
1977 when the majority of voters present directed the School Committee 
to reduce its proposed budget of $4,076,060.00 by $400,000.00 As a 
direct consequence of about a $500,000.00 reduction in State reimburse- 
ments to the town and the Town Meeting’s direction, the School Com- 
mittee felt obligated for the first time in its history to reduce its 
proposed budget as presented to the meeting for action. After meetings 
with the public, the Finance Committee, Selectmen and other public 
officials, the Committee voted unanimously to defer all new positions 
and new aquisitions. This resulted in a new proposed figure of 
$3,976,000.00 which was accepted by the Town Meeting and adopted 
by the Committee. Among the new positions deferred were a reading 
specialists at the Middle School and a guidance counselor at the high 
school, both positions of high priority for the Committee and the ad- 
ministration. Also deferred were the addition of the sports of wrestling 
and soccer both of which had attained a level of interest that the Com- 
mittee agreed was enough to implement them on a formal interscholastic 
basis. The Committee was appreciative of the understanding shown by 
the citizens who were disappointed by having the programs deferred. 


As the Committee struggled with the necessity of reducing the 
budget, Town elections were held. Incumbent William Copeland was 
reelected to a third term and Helen Simmons was elected to the seat 
vacated by Jack Manchester. Midway through the year, Paul Nisby was 
unanimously appointed by the Selectmen and School Committee to fill 
the seat vacated by Patrick Lynch who moved from East Bridgewater. 


With the budgetary process completed the Committee moved 
quickly into the matter of reappointments for the ensuing school year. 
Also, at that time, the Committee had to consider the school transpor- 
tation contract which proved to be controversial in that the W. H. Luddy 


as 


Bus Company, which had been associated with the East Bridgewater 
School Department for 58 years was not the low bidder. However, with 
a split vote the contract was awarded to the Luddy Bus Company. I 
am certain that the decision will be debated for long periods to come. 
This particular decision resulted in a taxpayer suit which attempted to 
prevent the signing of the contract. This attempt failed and a contract 
was signed with the W. H. Luddy Bus Company. However, the suit is 
still before the courts for the purpose of arguing the merits of the 
decision. The School Committee hopes to have the case eventually dis- 
missed. Also still undecided is an arbitration case brought by a teacher 
not reappointed to tenure for the 1976-77 school year. A decision on 
this is expected soon. Both of these cases have consumed a great deal of 
time and energy by both the Committee and the administration. 


After the summer recess, the Committee got back to meetings and 
set for itself two major priorities; the first to review and update the 
School Committee Policy and the second as major in-depth budget 
analysis. The Policy Review Committee chaired by Mr. Copeland and 
including the remainder of the Committee members sat on alternate 
Mondays throughout the fall and reviewed the entire policy as last 
amended in 1963. I expect that the Committee will adopt an up-to- 
date revised policy prior to the end of the school year. The budget 
analysis has since then been the major concern of the Committee. Much 
of the time during regular meetings and all available alternate Mondays 
have been spent on budgetary concerns with the various building prin- 
cipals and system directors. The Committee has consistently expressed 
its appreciation for the excellence in the quality of their presentations. 
The administrators seem to be attuned to the direction of the Committee 
in maintaining the delicate balance required to reconcile the School 
Committee’s educational philosophy, and the Town’s economic stature. 
With the cooperation of the various Town committees, I am sure that 
such a goal can be met. 


Once again I have the pleasure of expressing the Committee’s 
gratitude to the various town departments who have helped the School 
Department in many ways. Especially so, the Highway Department 
which has been most cooperative, as have also the Police and Fire 
Departments. Also on the list of organizations to be thanked are the 
Educational Advisory Council, the Evening Practical Arts, Community 
School and the many service organizations of the town, each of which 
provide their mark in the uniqueness and excellence of the East Bridge-

water school system. Of special note is the basketball scoreboard con- 
tributed by the Booster’s Club. And most of all I have the pleasure to 
report to the citizens of East Bridgewater the continued excellence of 
the schools and administrators, faculty, staff and students. The Town 
can take pride in them all.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the East Bridgewater School Committee and the 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


I am proud to submit my third annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools for the Town of East Bridgewater. As the chief executive officer 
and treasurer of the East Bridgewater Public Schools, I take great pride in 
serving under the general supervision of the East Bridgewater School 
Committee for the primary purpose of providing for the well being of 
our students. 


This past year has seen additional challenges to our ability to pro- 
vide for the well being of our students in the forms of significantly re- 
duced State aid, additional State regulation and mandates along with 
the increasing impact of prior legislation and regulation from the State. 


The year 1977 involved us in new experiences such as litigation 
over a transportation contract, days of arbitration before the State Board 
of Conciliation and Arbitration concerning a contract grievance, fact 
finding as part of our collective bargaining procedures and and a fiscal 
audit under Chapter 766 accompanied by a subsequent appeal and 
appeals process. In spite of the constant time demands from forces 
beyond our control, we have managed to continue to focus our energies 
on the well being of our students. The enrollment as of October 1, 1977 
for grades K through 12 was 2,552 a slight decrease from 1976. It would 
appear that our enrollment has peaked and should remain fairly constant 
through 1980. Significant changes will occur within the system, however, 
as the larger classes presently at the Middle School move to the High 
School making it necessary for us to make internal adjustments and 
reallocations of resources. 


In the area of program development, one of most significant 
achievements in 1977 was the work of the Curriculum Articulation Com- 
mittee, a K-12 committee consisting of teachers from all four schools 
and representatives from the special department areas. The committee 
was chaired by Mrs. Annette Raphel of the Intermediate School faculty. 
This committee met with the Superintendent throughout the year to 
study the degree of coordination and articulation of our programs and 
services for students as they progress from school to school. An interim 
report was filed with the School Committee in June of 1977 and two 
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system-wide curriculum committees, one in Math and one in Language 
Arts, were formed this year as a direct result. Mrs. Raphel and members 
of the C.A.C. have made a significant contribution to the improvement of 
programs and services for the students of the East Bridgewater Public 
Schools. It has been this type of commitment and effort by our faculty 
and administration which has made it possible to develop over a period 
of years a very sound and cost-effective educational system. Over this 
period our major emphasis has been placed upon programs and services 
K-8 with significant growth in standardized achievement scores noted. 
While our test scores have been above state and national averages, during 
this time our per pupil cost figure has remained below state average. 
The latest state certified cost per pupil for East Bridgewater is $1,366 
which is $120 below the state average for the same period. The report of 
Principal John Collins of the Middle School best describes the type of 
effort which has been made in upgrading our instructional program K-8. 


A significant effort was made this year by members of the Special 
Education staff in coordinating programs and services required under 
Chapter 766. Under the direction of Mr. Stephen Levine, Coordinator 
of Special Services, and the Assistant Principals at each school, an excel- 
lent Special Needs Program has been developed which is both education- 
ally sound and cost efficient. Mr. Levine’s report reflects this develop- 
ment and the important role of our Assistant Principals in making this 
program work so efficiently. 


Another very significant achievement this year was the overall 
improvement in the maintenance and care of our school buildings. 
Mr. Richard Achin, Administrative Assistant to the Superintendent, has 
worked closely with the head custodians who have developed functional 
job descriptions, improved cleaning and maintenance schedules and 
unified supply lists. Mr. Achin personally supervised a number of main- 
tenance projects such as the installation of the new fuel tank at the 
Intermediate School making it unnecessary for us to contract the work 
out at a very substantial cost increase. Mr. Achin was able to secure 
additional help for both summer and year-round maintenance and 
cleaning efforts through CETA. I am particularly proud of the excellent 
condition of our school buildings and grounds. Highway Surveyor 
Sheehan, Chief Winsor and Building Inspector Lundberg worked closely 
with Mr. Achin and the building principals to achieve this condition. 
We both recognize and thank them for their assistance. 
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I direct you to the individual reports of my administrative team 
who are responsible for the day-to-day operation of our school programs 
and services. It is through their direct efforts and the accompanying 
efforts of a very dedicated and capable staff that our students receive 
such high quality instruction and care. 


I extend my personal gratitude and admiration to each member of 
the School Committee realizing full well the scope of the challenges 


which we have faced in 1977 and will continue to face in the future. 


To the Board of Selectmen and all Town Departments, I express 
my sincere thanks for their constant cooperation and assistance.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my report on the activities and 
programs at the Central School during this past year. I would like to say 
at this time that I am grateful for the continued co-operation of faculty, 
administration and parents. This type of co-operation contributes greatly 
to the smooth operation and pleasant atmosphere found here at the 
Central School. 


Our enrollment as of October Ist is as follows: Kindergarten - 
164, Grade One - 196, Grade Two - 184, Grade Three - 207, for a total 
0) ET a 


This fall we were pleased to welcome several new faculty and 
staff members to our school. Mr. Thomas Beale, a graduate of North- 
eastern University, is teaching kindergarten; Mrs. Judy Belk, our new 
learning disabilities teacher, has degrees from both Bridgewater State 
College and the University of Carolina as well as 7% years teaching 
experience; our new third grade teacher is Mrs. Pamela Warner, a 
graduate of Keuka College in New York. She has had one year ex- 
perience as a Title I aid at the Intermediate School before coming to the 
Central School. Another new grade three teacher is Mr. Robert Smith 
who graduated from Bridgewater State College and comes to us after 
teaching one year at the Intermediate School. 


Title I aides Roy Seitsinger, Jr., Joan Gambill and Christine 
Hegarty filled vacancies created by Title I aides who found other employ- 
ment. I continue to be impressed by the work of the aforementioned 
Title I aides who have enabled the staff to greatly meet the needs of our 
students. Working in the area of reading, these aides have supplemented 
the reading instruction thus providing additional help to those children 
in greatest need. 


The teachers and specialists at the Central School deserve a great 
deal of praise for the dedicated service to the children of East Bridge- 
water. I am indeed impressed by the tremendous amount of time, energy 
and Ow. personal resources expended by these teachers to enable them 
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to provide for each youngster. The personal interest that is taken in each 
youngster certainly reflects the high degree of professionalism and 
concern which they possess. 


It must be pointed out, I feel, that teachers like employees in any 
other profession, react in kind to the way they are treated. Here in 
East Bridgewater the school committee and administration have been 
supportive of programs and have provided time, through released after- 
noons, for teachers to plan and carry out necessary record keeping, par- 
ental conferences and curriculum articulation. Without this support, 
teachers whould be unable to maintain the high calibre presently ex- 
hibited. 


On a more solemn note, the entire staff was tremendously 
saddened by the unexpected death of Mrs. Natalie Richard, our kin- 
dergarten instructional aide. Mrs. Richard was with us for two years and 
during that time exhibited a warmth and love to all with whom she 
worked. She was especially kind and gentle to our four and five year 
olds and is sadly missed by the children and staff. 


In thinking back over the year 1977, there have been several 
activities which I would like to mention. Our youngsters have benefitted 
and learned a great deal from these rewarding and meaningful exper- 
iences. Following, I have highlighted some of these: 


A Career Awareness Program was further developed this year by 
Mrs. Skolnick and Mrs. Southworth who are the Central School guidance 
counselors. The emphasis in grades Kindergarten and one is on com- 
munity workers and the specific jobs of all school personnel, while in 
grades two and three the program is expanded to explore the wider world 
of work. Within the scope at this level is the interdependence of pro- 
fessions as well as the services or products provided. The goal of this 
program is to increase the children’s awareness of the opportunities 
available in the world of work and to appreciate the value of each 
worker’s contribution to society. We have been able to accomplish this 
through many approaches and materials in instructing the children. 
Among these are films, filmstrips, learning packets, interviews, 
community resources and field trips. 


Another new activity which began last year was the intramural- 
recreational program for third graders. Held after school hours, the 
children were able to participate in bowling or skating. Over 120 pupils 
participated and improved their skills in these areas. 
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There have been several field trips taken by the children during 
this past year: 


Several of our first grade classes visited local dairy farms, banks and 
supermarkets in conjunction with various units of study. 


Our second graders were fortunate to participate in two local trips. 
One was to Sachem Rock in conjunction with their study of East Bridge- 
water. When the children arrived, they were greeted by Mrs. Donald 
Bannerman who explained the historical significance of the area. 


A walking trip was arranged for our second graders to visit the 
Public Library. Here they were given a tour and talk about the library 
and each child became an official member. 


Our kindergarteners took walking trips to both the fire and police 
stations to learn about community workers and helpers. Both depart- 
ments, 1 might add, were very co-operative and provided the children 
with a good basic understanding of their functions. 


Our third graders were involved in various activities during the year. 
One of these was the annual trip in November to Plimoth Plantation and 
the Mayflower. This trip is arranged in conjunction with a two month 
study on the Pilgrims with the final activity being a re-enactment of the 
first Thanksgiving within the classrooms. This year the children were 
also fortunate enough to visit the Plimoth Wax Museum. 


Another worthwhile trip taken this fall by some of our third 
graders was to Edaville Railroad in nearby Carver. Here the children were 
given the opportunity to get first hand knowledge of alternate forms of 
transportation. 


Still, another program which is successful and bears mentioning 
is the annual opportunity for first grade parents to have lunch with their 
children during National School Lunch Week. The parents, as our invited 
guests, are given the opportunity to see first hand the daily procedure 
which their children follow. For parents who have children in school 
for the first time this can be an insightful experience; especially when, 


for one reason or another little fears grow into major problems at a later 
date. 
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An assembly program which was extremely interesting and worth- 
while for the children was presented by the New England Theatre Guild 
for Children. In various costume and characterization they presented the 
story of Pinnochio in a way in which the older as well as youngest mem- 
bers of our audience could appreciate and learn. 


At his time, I would like to take the opportunity to publicly thank 
the other town departments for the co-operation shown to the Central 
School. In particular, I would like to thank Mrs. Eastman and the library 
staff for their continuing support to our program; to Chief Winsor, who 
with his men graciously give tours to our kindergarteners and give 
willingly of their time to educate our youngsters to the necessity of fire 
prevention; to Chief Tardie and his officers for their cooperation in visits 
to the station and programs in the school; and to Mr. Sheehan and 
Mr. Fortier for their efforts on behalf of the Central School. 


To you, Mr. Mitchell, and to the members of the East Bridgewater 
School Committee, I would like to extend by sincere appreciation for 
your support and direction during this past year. This type of co- 
Operative attitude and encouragement enables our school system to grow 
and provide the children of East Bridgewater with the best possible ed- 
ucational opportunities.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 


I am proud to share the accomplishments of the Intermediate 
School with the community which has offered us so much help and 
support. 


The enrollment of the Intermediate School as of October 1, 1977 
was 387 students. Of this figure, 201 children were in grade five and 186 
children in grade four. 


This past September, we welcomed two new staff members to the 
Intermediate School. The first was Susan Skeiber, a 1971 graduate of the 
University of Massachusetts. Mrs. Skeiber had taught one year at the 
Central School before accepting the fifth grade position. Our other new 
staff person was Beverly Ghelfi who was hired to fill the position of 
Health Aide. Mrs. Ghelfi graduated from Taunton Vocational School of 
Nursing in 1963 and is a licensed practical nurse with ten years of nursing 
experience. Both individuals are highly qualified and came through a 
rigorous screening process before acheiving their respective positions. 


The program of instruction offered to the children continues to 
develop and improve. One area which has been much improved is the 
discussion and transition that children experience as they move between 
grades and especially between buildings. We have worked hard so that 
incoming children are placed in programs which complement and build 
on their previous experiences. On the other hand, we attempt to provide 
the necessary background information on students progressing to the 
Middle School so that their adjustment is as smooth and complete as 
possible. 


Examining instructional improvements, we have evaluated our 
spelling program and implemented a consistent and needs-oriented 
approach to be employed with all the children. We have also introduced 
Career awareness materials to the children in both grades. These materials 
examine types of careers by making the children more aware of them- 
selves and their values, attitudes, and options. 


As in the past, our goal remains that of meeting the educational 
needs of each of our children by providing them with the basic skills and 
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knowledge to lead productive and enjoyable lives. All our services and 
support are organized to that end. Teachers and support staff strive 
toward that accomplishment. 


In all aspects of the program, we attempt to communicate with the 
home to keep parents aware and involved in the educational efforts of 
the school. The report card and parent-teacher conferences are the two 
most effective communications tools we possess. They are invaluable in 
kceping a two-way flow of communications open and active. 


During this past year, the children have had an opportunity to host 
the road company of the Propositional Theatre. This well known group 
out of Boston performed for the entire student body, and was much en- 
joyed and appreciated. Another production which was as well received 
as the Proposition . although not quite as well known was the fifth-grade 
presentation of the play, “The Wizard of Oz”. Dorothy and the Yellow 
Brick Road were an excellent experience for the children and a pleasure 
to those in attendance. 


Other successful activities in which the students were involved: 


The Adaptive Physical Education Program for children needing 
help in physical activities and improved self-image. 

Guests from the community joining us for lunch at the school. 

The fine concerts offered by the band and chorus at Christmas and 
in the Spring. 

The End-of-the-Year Awards Assembly citing the positive 
achievements of the student body. 

The Mini-Olympics held at the High School with the participating 
classes representing countries from around the world. 

A picnic held for the Title I students in Field Park on a beautiful 
Saturday in June. 


The major building imporvement undertaken was the replacement 
of our 2,000 gallon fuel tank with a 5,000 gallon unit. This was done at 
a very reasonable cost because of the help and cooperation of the 
Highway Department and Dick Sheehan. 


This same kind of help and cooperation has also been freely given 
by Mrs. Eastman and her library staff, Chief Winsor, Chief Tardie, and 
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our Crossing-Guard Mrs. Griggs. All have been of great assistance during 
the year. 


Thanks also goes to Mr. Mitchell and your staff - Mr. Achin and 
Mr. Levine. Your help, support, and insight have been invaluable. A 
concluding thanks goes to the School Committee which makes possible 
the quality program offered to all chidlren who attend the East Bridge- 
water Public Schools.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL 


It is my privilege to submit to you the annual report of the Middle 
School. Our school is now in its tenth year of operation, and this report 
will reflect the development of our organization and curriculum. 


We began in 1967 as a Junior High School with an enrollment of 
three hundred and thirty-nine students. Today we are a Middle School 
with a population of six hundred and eighty-three students. Our early 
efforts were directed at developing curriculum that reflected a balance 
between what was traditionally considered to be the ‘basics’ and new 
trends in learning processes and methodologies. Careful evaluation of 
curriculum offerings coupled with judicious implementation of new pro- 
grams in areas that were found deficient corrected any weaknesses that 
existed. All of this revision was based on the three components of East 
Bridgewater Educational Philosophy, namely, to provide for the indiv- 
idual learning rates, styles, and needs of our students. 


Our work in the analysis of our instruction indicated a need for 
a new organizational model that would facilitate delivery of services to 
our students and allow us to serve them in a more effective way. Simply 
stated, there was evidence to support the fact that we had to find a way 
to better communicate professionally about our students and develop a 
supportive process that would generate a cohesiveness and consistency in 
their educational endeavors. The transfer of the ninth grade to the high 
school and the sixth grade to the Middle School allowed us to organize in 
a fashion that would accomplish our goals. The conversion to teaching 
teams, supported by learning specialists and guidance personnel, has 
been extremely effective. This, coupled with a humane but realistic 
disciplinary procedure, allows the school to function efficiently because 
we can maintain an environment in which learning and teaching takes 
place. 


An indicator of the success of our model is our test scores which 
have consistently risen, in an age when the reverse is true on a national 
level. We also have an extremely high annual attendance of over ninety- 
five percent, which points to the fact that students attend in a regular 
fashion if their school is designed to meet their intellectual, social and 
emotional needs. 


Our emphasis with regard to In-Service Work has shifted towards 
joint meetings with the High School staff in order to develop a better 
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Bridgewater Youth Athletic Association, the Youth Soccer Association, 
the Boys Baseball League, the Educational Advisory Council and the 
Senior Citizens. Several other civic groups utilize our building during the 
course of the year, and it is healthy indication of the cooperation 
between the school system and the community. 


Mr. Jefferson Prestridge was elected to the position of Assistant 
Principal of the Middle School in June and assumed his duties in 
September. There were over 100 applicants for the position and a full 
screening process was used. Twenty-six initial interviews were held and 
six candidates were presented to a screening committee which consisted 
of teachers, administrators, School Committee members and parents. 
Three finalists were interviewed by the School Committee, and 
Mr. Prestridge was awarded the position. Mr. Prestridge attended the 
United States Naval Academy, and has a Masters and a C.A.G.S. degree 
from Southern Connecticut State College. 


Mr. Robert Tully retired in October 1977. He served the East 
Bridgewater Schools in a most exemplary fashion for fourteen years. 
Mr. Karl Crowell has replaced Mr. Tully as a social studies teacher. 
Mr. Crowell served as assistant principal at the middle School for four 
years and was a most competent and dedicated administrator. Many 
significant changes took place under his direction and leadership, and his 
influence will be felt for many years in the future. 


Other staff members joining our faculty are: 


Mr. William Ellis, Physical Education Instructor, a graduate of 
Northeastern University, replaced Mr. Christopher Higgins who resigned 
to do graduate work; Mrs. Mary Wilcox, Music and Chorus Instructor, 
a graduate of the University of South Dakota, replaced Miss Cynthia 
Storms who resigned to return to Indiana; Miss Kathryn Liebmann, 
Learning Disabilities Teacher, a graduate of Clark University, replaced 
Mrs. Celeste Malinowski who is on a leave of absence. 


Mr. James Furfari transferred from the Central School to replace 
Mr. Philip Conroy who accepted a teaching position in the Bridgewater 
School System; Mrs. Judith Doherty, Special Needs Aide, graduate of 
Southeastern Massachusetts University, replaced Mrs. Pamela Farley. 
Mrs. Farley is presently a learning disabilities teacher at the Middle 
School, replacing Mrs. Nancy Connor who accepted a position in the 
Dallas, Texas school system. 
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articulated curriculum, closer channels of communications, and a 
smoother transition for the students as they enter the ninth grade. As 
you know, for several years we have worked closely on a K-8 program 
of studies and organizational cohesiveness. Great time and effort has 
produced a highly sophisticated program which, of course, would have 
been impossible to develop without release time. 


Mr. Vincent Mitchell’s class for academically disadvantaged 
Students joined with the Brockton Area Association for Retarded 
Citizens in a modified workshop which is housed in the Middle School. 
Daily work experiences allow the participants to acquire the needed 
work skills that will help them in the future. 


Our program of activities provided many educational and social 
experiences for our students. Each student particpated in one field trip 
that was directly related to work they were doing in school. Students 
visited the Museum of Fine Arts, Museum of Science, Sturbridge Village 
and a Shakespearian production. Once again, the Commercial Club 
donated funds to help defray the expenses of the sixth grade trip, and 
the students of the Middle School wish to thank them for their con- 
tinued support. We had more than 200 students involved in our music 
performance groups in both band and chorus. Well over half of our 
school population participated in some phase of the intramural program. 
Our Student Council sponsored several dances, as well as a canned food 
drive for the needy and a program of reconditioning and giving toys to 
students at the Paul A. Dever School in Taunton. 


A Variety Show met with great success, and proceeds were used to 
purchase microphones for the cafetorium and audio-visual equipment. 
Several of our students participated in Project Contemporary Com- 
petiveness, a summer program for gifted children. The wide range of dif- 
ferent programs allowed our students the opportunity to become in- 
volved in constructive physical, mental, and social activities that extend 
beyond the classroom. 


There has been a very welcome increase in the use of our building 
and fields by the community. A partial listing of the various community 
groups using the Middle School would include the Evening Practical 
Arts Program, the Community School, the Foxboro Company, the East 
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In conclusion, I would like toexpress my thanks to you, Mr. Achin, 
Mr. Levine, and the School Committee for your support and assistance 
this past year. I commend the entire staff of the middle School for 
their dedication to the eduction of our students.

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Report of the High School Principal 


I am pleased to submit the annual Report of the High School 
Principal for 1977. 


Our enrollment as of the last school day of 1977 was 727.1. s 
included grade 9 - 225; grade 10 - 191; grade 11 - 180 grade 12 - 130. 
It is projected that our enrollment will increase by approximately 100 
students in the coming year. 


In the present school year, we are running 250 separate classes in 
10 academic departments - English, Social Studies, Science, Math- 
ematics, Foreign Languages, Business Education, Industrial Arts ( in- 
cluding Home Economics), Art, Music, and Physical Education. The 
curriculum includes 174 course offerings of full year, half year, or 
quarter year duration. 


“Back to Basics” is a current phase popularly being directed 
toward schools by many people. The phrase is somewhat unclear, since 
few people have defined what the “non-basics” are that supposedly 
Should be de-emphasized. However, I believe it is clear that we have 
never strayed from the “basics” at East Bridgewater High School. During 
the 1970’s, we have changed our facilities greatly, due to expansion; 
we have changed the structure of our curriculum by the adoption of 
quarter and semester courses; we have changed our grade alignment by 
taking in the ninth grade; we have increased enrollment from about 
450 to a projection of over 800 in 1978. But we have not changed or 
abandoned the concept that an interesting, useful, fundamental ed- 
ucation is our goal - that is, a “basic” education for students, taking them 
through 4 years in which they leave the mostly cozy and dependent world 
of elementary school and prepare for the independent, often difficult 
world of adulthood. 


The vast majority of our English courses, for example, concentrate 
on the areas of literature, grammar, composition, speech. This, translated 
into traditional terms, means reading, writing, and speaking. Nothing is 
more “basic” in formal education.

Basic to education at East Bridgewater High School, too, is the 
attitude and spirit of the people who staff the school, from ad- 
ministrative personnel and faculty right through the support people such 
as secretaries, aides, custodians, and cafeteria workers. Working in a 
public secondary school today is not easy. The work is demanding; new 
laws and State Department of Education policies have greatly increased 
the involvement of the State in local education, bringing with it increased 
complexity and demands; and public schools are a popular target for 
criticism. Yet, our people excel and perservere, for the benefit of our 
students. In this regard, I urge support and assistance of all citizens - 
parents and non-parents alike. At stake are the lives - present and future - 
of East Bridgewater’s young people. They represent a responsibility and 
trust basic to our constitution and traditions. 


Our Guidance Department has undergone a significant change in 
1977. Facilities were moved to the area formerly housing the library, 
a move designed to place the guidance function more in the center of 
student activity. Mr. Farrell and the guidance staff consisting of 


Mrs. Howard, Mrs. Ring, amd Mr. Post, have spent much time in develop- 
ing new guidance procedures to improve services. Worthy of note, too, 
is that Mrs. Keohane, Guidance Secretary of many years, has left the 
department to work on the Superintendent’s staff. Her replacement is 
Mrs. Bordeaux. 


We look forward to the new year and coming school year as a 
time continued tuning of our programs; evaluation and re-evaluation of 
our aims and policies; increased awareness of and sensitivity to both 
student needs and community concerns; and the development of 
effective programs for the Special Services area. 


Highlights of 1977 included the Musical production of “Anything 
Goes”; the Senicr Class production of “Plaza Suite”; the annual visit 
and concert of the New England District U. S. Navy Stage Band; the 
Kinyon-Martin mime assembly and workshop; commencement 
ceremonies featuring the address of Dr. Deborah Nutter Miner; field 
trips to numerous educational sites in eastern Massachusetts; the Spring 
and Christmas concerts of the Concert Band and Choir; trophy winning 
performances of the Viking Marching Band in marching band com- 
petitions; and the Key Club delivery of pre-Thanksgiving and pre- 
Christmas dinners to East Bridgewater shut-ins. 
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Particular thanks go to all members of the staff, student body, and 
community who have supported our programs; to Department Heads, 
Directors, and counselors for the special assistance; to William Farrell, 
one of the hardest working Assistant Principals to be found anywhere; to 
the members of the School Committee; and to you, Mr. Mitchell, for 
your guidance and counsel.

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REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE COORDINATOR 
OF SPECIAL SERVICES 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


The year 1977 marked the ending of the third year of Chapter 76€ 
implementation and the beginning of the fourth year. September, 1977 
also initiated the Federal Law regarding Special Education. At this time 
it is useful to review the East Bridgewater School System’s strategies 
in implementing laws regarding Special Education. 


Since the inception of 766, the Assistant Principals of the Central. 
Middle and High Schools, and the Administrative Assistant of the Inter. 
mediate School have been designated as Core Evaluation Team Chair. 
persons for their buildings. This designation makes the Assistant 
Principals and the Administrative Assistant responsible for the screening, 
diagnosing, prescribing, implementing, and evaluating all Special Needs 
programs written for students within their schools. They are also 
responsible for students who are placed in private schools and institu- 
tions whose age would put them in their buildings if they were attending 
East Bridgewater schools. 


According to the official School census completed in October, 
East Bridgewater is serving 356 students with Special Needs. In addition, 
the School System is monitoring the progress of 14 students placed in 
private and collaborative programs. 


In order to coordinate all of these activities the Core Evaluation 
Team Chairpersons hold weekly meetings with the Special Services Team 
members in their buildings. The Special Services Team is comprised of: 
Counselors, Learning Disabilities Teachers, Speech, Language, and 
Hearing Personnel; Nurses, and other professionals serving students with 
Special Needs. The Counselors within each building are given the daily 
assignment of coordinating and monitoring all Special Education plans in 
their buildings. 


The 766 law has put an incredible burden on the Core Evaluation 
Team Chairpersons. The amount of paper work is enormous. The Core 
Evaluation Team Chairpersons spend at least 50% of their time working 
on concerns related to Special Education. They must handle parental 
concems and referrals, teacher referrals, educational plan changes, and 
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program terminations. They must also coordinate the transition when 
youngsters leave one building at the end of a school year and begin in 
another the following September. 


George Frye and his Special Services Team at the Central School 
develop and implement Special Education plans for students in Kinder- 
garten through Third Grade. Because the Law mandates identification 
and services for students with substantial disabilities who fall within the 
age range of 3-21, Mr. Frye and his Team must take in referral for the 
pre-school population as well. In addition, Mr. Frye and the Central 
School Team screen all entering Kindergarten youngsters in June prior 
to their beginning of school in September. All youngsters whose initial 
screening indicate possible special needs are rescreened in the Fall when 
they begin school. 


A complicating factor at this early age level is the decision whether 
or not to begin early intervention for a student or to wait and monitor 
progress to be sure that the student’s lack of success is not due to pos- 
sible physical or neurological immaturity. Many pediatricians and con- 
sultants have advised educators to wait if there is a question of maturity. 
Under Mr. Frye’s leadership, the Central School Special Services Team 
has developed an excellent record of early identification and interven- 
tion. Many of the disabilities being recognized today represent a new 
science. Enough credit cannot be given to the Central School for getting 
our Special Needs programming off to an excellent start. 


The Intermediate School has its share of unique concerns. Because 
the number of Special Services Personnel is reduced due to a smaller 
student population, the Special Services Team members must wear many 
hats. Ms. Ciampa serves as a Remedial Reading Teacher as well as a 
Learning Disabilities Teacher. Elmer Ladouceur serves as a Counselor, 
Special Education Plan Monitor, and School Psychologist. Another con- 
cern to the Intermediate School is the fact that National test scores in- 
dicate that, in general, fourth grade students show the greater academic 
regression following summer vacation. Fourth grade students also are in 
the age group where significant disabilities become prominent. The 
fact that the Intermediate School has been so successful in serving the 
Special Needs youngsters is a tribute to the dedication and creativity 
of Ms. Eileen Williams and her Special Services Team. 


The Middle School has the traditional stereotype of being the 
school where significant discipline problems develop. The East Bridge- 
water Middle School has developed procedures and processes over the past 
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few years that dispute this stereotype. I would, at this time, publicly 
acknowledge and recognize the tremendous contributions of Mr. Karl 
Crowell, who, as Assistant Principal and Core Evaluation Team Chair- 
man, did so much in combining the Special Services Team and Teacher 
Team concepts into a cooperative unit in resolving discipline concems. 
We all regret Mr. Crowell’s resignation and we wish this outstanding 
educator the best of luck in his future endeavors. We have been for- 
tunate to have Mr. Jefferson Prestridge replace Mr. Crowell and we look 
forward to continued success and progress. 


Another aspect of the Middle School is the beginning of interaction 
with other Human Service Agencies. Although the cooperation between 
other public agencies and School System have not been ideal, they have 
been improving. Much of the improvement is due to the positive action 
of the Middle School Administration and Adjustment Counselor who 
have insisted upon the rights of students being honored and the needs of 
students being served. 


The High School Special Services Team’s concerns are compounded 
by behavior problems which may or may not be related to disabilities. 
At the High School, Mr. William Farrell has done an outstanding job in 
developing procedures which help resolve these conflicts. The High 
School Special Services Team is constantly developing new programs 
to aid and assist students with disabilities while attempting to keep the 
students in their regular classes as much as possible. 


The East Bridgewater High School, as well as the School System in 
general, has received excellent cooperation from the District Court. The 
High School Special Services Team has also benefitted from federal funds 
that have enabled the School System to hire a Learning Disabilities 
Teacher and a Special Needs Aide. The growth in Special Needs services 
to High School students this past year has been significant. 


While commenting on cooperation of other agencies, I wish to 
thank many of the other Town Departments who have cooperated with 
the Special Services Office in fulfilling various requirements of the Law. 
In particular, I wish to express my appreciation to the Board of Select- 
men, the Town Library, the Office of the Town Clerk, and the Public 
Health Department and Visiting Nurses Association. Without their 


cooperation, the School System would have been faced with significant 
problems. 


I am happy to report that federal monies received by the School 
Department this past year was a new high. Federal Law 94-142 provided 
over $13,000 in the area of Special Education. E.S.E.A. Title I provided 
over $50,000 in the area of Remedial Reading. Significant to the receipt 
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of Title I funds was the contribution of Mrs. Diane Barbour and her 
Title I Parents Advisory Council. E.S.E.A. Title IV B funds provided 
over $3,000 in library supplies. The assistance of Mrs. Grace Eastman 
was invaluable in securing this grant. 


Mr. Richard Achin, Administrative Assistant to the Superinten- 
dent, was successful this past year in securing the receipt of over 
$142,000 in C.E.T.A. assistance. We are hopeful that the federal monies 
for school assistance will increase in 1978. 


I am very proud of the accomplishments of the Special Services 
Team and the Title I program. The scores for East Bridgewater students 
on National Achievement Tests continue to improve. The numbers of 
students being terminated from special services increases each year. The 
Special Needs out of district tuition is one of the lowest in the area. 
This is a direct reflection of the East Bridgewater School System’s philo- 
sophy of complying with the intent of Special Education Laws which 
mandate that students with special needs be served in the least restrictive 
environment. Another indication of the recognition of the excellence of 
the East Bridgewater philosophy and programs is the fact that I, as 
Special Needs Director for the System, have been appointed to three 
State-wide Committees. I was also selected by the Associate Commis- 
sioner for Special Education to represent Massachusetts Special Ed- 
ucation Directors at a conference in Washington, D.C. 


I am grateful for the support that I have received from the Super- 
intendent, the School Committee, and the East Bridgewater Community. 
We know that there are problem areas still to be resolved. We know that 
there are problem areas still to be identified. With the record of past 
cooperation in East Bridgewater, we look forward to these challenges. 


Once again, I would like to thank the C.E.T.A. Chairpeople in this 
School System for their leadership. 


Mr. Mitchell, on behalf of a group of talented and dedicated 
people, I proudly submit this annual report in the area of Special 
Services.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION 
AND ATHLETICS

It is with pleasure that I submit the following report for the year 
1977. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


The lack of critical concern for the individual differences of 
students has been one of the main shortcomings of too many physical 
education programs. 


The East Bridgewater Physical Education Program is attempting 
to meet this and other objectives. One of our most important aims is 
the all-out pursuit of physical excellence by all students. Another goal is 
the appropriate recognition of the attainment of this excellence by pro- 
viding the opportunities in which a high degree of development in the 
basic areas of strength, endurance, agility, flexibility and balance may be 
achieved. 


The instructional phase of the program was strengthened with the 
assignment of Mrs. Rebeiro and Mr. Kenney to the Central and Inter- 
mediate Schools on a full time basis. 


Many enrichment activities, in addition to the regular classes, 
proved to be very successful. They were the Adapted Physical Education 
classes from the Kindergarten to the Eighth grade; an Intra-mural Pro- 
gram was provided for students from Grades three to eight; Field Days 
were held at both the Central and Middle Schools. The Fourth and Fifth 
grades experienced another successful Olympic program; the Life-time 
sports tournaments were enjoyed by the High School students; and 
the Open House programs at both the Central and Intermediate Schools 
were well attended by many parents. 
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ATHLETICS 


The present athletic program involves thirteen interscholastic 
team sports consisting of six girls sports and seven boys sports. The 
fall sports consist of Boys and Girls Cross Country, Field Hockey and 
Football. The winter sports are Girls and Boys Basketball and Ice 
Hockey. The spring program included Baseball, Softball, Girls and Boys 
Track, Girls Tennis and Golf. 


I would like to thank the East Bridgewater Booster Club for 
purchasing a new basketball scoreboard that has been installed in the 
Joseph F. Morey gymnasium. 


Success is not solely calculated by the win or loss record of a team; 
but in addition, the determination of the individual athlete is judged 
to be an essential part of a team’s success. 


In this age where students and athletes are constantly criticized 
for their attitudes and beliefs, I would like to take this time to reflect 
upon the East Bridgewater athlete.

FOOD SERVICES 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


Participation has been high in both our Lunch and Special Milk 
Programs. Both chocolate and regular milk are being served again this 
year. A total of 484,922 cartons of milk were purchased during the year. 
Milk is sold for $.05 per carton, subsidy is presently $.06. This year 
Henrickson’s Dairy of Abington was given the milk bid. Ice Cream bid 
went to Hendries Ice Cream Co., of Milton. 


Our commodities have been plentiful. Flour will be available again 
this year. Butter has been limited in this area, but margarine has been 
available. Frozen turkeys, turkey rolls, chicken, ground beef, canned 
beef and chicken, processed cheese are among the protein items we 
have received. Peaches, pears, tomatoes, green beans, and peas are among 
canned items we received. 


The lunch price is $.35 at all schools, reduced price $.20 at all 
schools. Subsidies this year are $.20 per plate for paid lunches, $.50 for 
free and $.30 for reduced. October’s meal cost allocation showed a figure 
of $.709 as the average cost of lunch. 


Breakfast is served in Middle and High Schools. We have an average 
daily participation of 439. Cost is $.15 per breakfast. Subsidy is 
$.1125 per breakfast. 


At the Central School the Kindergarten participates in the Special 
Milk Program. Headstart is not with us this year. The Central School is 
serving a choice of two menus one day each week. Eleanor Ellis is Man- 
ager here. 


At the Intermediate, Mary Davidson, Manager, plans are being 
made to try a “family style” lunch, starting in January. 


The Middle School, Leila Curley, Manager is serving the Senior 
Citizens once a week. Last year a total of 4060 meals were served at 
$.50 each, the balance of the cost is subsidized. 
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The High School, Florence Tarantino, Manager is serving a choice 
of four plates each day - the regular lunch plate, a sandwich plate, a 
diet plate and a salad plate. The Key Club is delivering meals to shut- 
ins once a month again this year. 


We have 260 students on the free lunch program and 98 on 
reduced lunch within the four schools. 


Thanks to my Managers, the Principals, Mr. Achin and to you 
Mr. Mitchell, we have had a successful year.
